After a certain Number of thefe Papers had. 
speared in the World, the Pubffck j^udged

When a Standard is fet up in fome honour- 
^le Cauie, the Brave and the Hpneft all re- 
pair to it, though they had not been acquaint- 
ed with the Deilgn before-hand j fo it fered 
with this Paper, the Principles of it were no 
fooner known than the Witty, the Ingenious, 
and the Learned became Volunteers. 

, I cannot forbear congratulating my Coun- 
txj upon one Circumftance, which looks lik^

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a happy Omen, and that is, that during the 
whole Courfe of oiir late political Controver- 
fies, all the Wit and good Senfe ihould ha?^ 
appeared on the Side of Liberty, while the 
dull, the malicious,* the dirty,' and the iU- 
brcd, have been, lifted, under Mi—-! Colovirs ; 
and this is Reafon enough, why thofe who have 
engaged in the Caufe of Honour, ihould defire 
t<f be unknown i fpr the .Mercenaries, who could 
neither anfwer their Arguinept*, nor return 
Wit for Wijt,:Woi^Id> doubtlefs, be conunand- 
ed to thro^ Dirt at their Perfons^ 

As to the Raillery and Rjdiculb: which afe 
interfperfed through thefe Papers, they, hav^ 
had Yome Efied):, .fince they have oi^ the 
Enemies of us and our Liberties angry \ but 
fure they have no Right _to complain, fioc^ 
they have attempted the fame Things tbem- 
felvcs: They have tried in vain to bo arch 
and merry on the Side of Corruption, .an4 
we have feeri their ftupid Endeavours at bcr 
ing witty upon Pubtick Spirit j bat the Truth 
of it is, the MinifteriaL Side has made fo.defr 
picable a Figure in our Difputes> . that- if a 
certain Perfon, who has laid out immenfe 
Sums of the publick Money in the Purchafe 
of Flattery for himfelf, had committedpall his 
Writers to fome Hofpital, and. forbid tfaeopi 
the Ufc of Pen, Ink, and Paper, it would

than to huve empio3red thim in the Manner 
hm iMf done. 

I' klidw that Ibnie Me<n wduld perfliade us^

iixt nothing can be a more proper Subjc£k for ^ 
fUditule than iuch Ignorance.

S Prefice is by long Cuftom become ft 
y necdlaiy a Part of a Book, that 
R Ihouid au Author now omit tlwt pre- 
■ vious Cereraonj', he would be accu- 
C fed. of Prefumption, and be fuppofed 
^ to imagine that his Performance wa* 
above wantiiig any Recommendation. 
— — By a Pr^cc an Author prefents himfelf to the 
Publick, and begs their ^riendlhip and Proteflion j 
if he does it gracefully and genteelly he is well re- 
ceived, like many a fine GentlemM upon the Strength 
of his firft Addrefs ; Befides, were it not for the mo- 
dell Encomiums which Authors generally bellow upon 
themfelves in their Prefaces, their Works would oftea 
die unprais'd, and fometimes unread. 

A Weekly Writer, I know, is not of a Rank to 
pretend to' a Preface ; but an humble Jntroduftion is 

expcfled from him. He mull make his Bow to the 

Publick at his firft Appearance, let them a little into 
his Def^n, and give them a Sample of what they are 
to expeft from him afterwards,

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, In this Cafe it may be equally unhappy for him, 
to give himfelf out, hke ^^/« Fellow-Slaves, fcr 
/one that can do e^vety Thing ; or like E/op, for one 
ihat can do Nothing ; for if ne fpeaks too aflumingiy, 
the World tvill revolt againft him, and if too modeftly, 
be apt to take him at his Word. 

Thefe Confiderations determined' nie to make this 
firft Paper fervcas an Introdudtion to my future La* 
Ikmrs, tho' I am ienfible that a Weekly Author is in 
a very different Situation from an Author in the 

Lump. If a wholefale Dealer can by an ififittua- 

ting Prefeoe prevaiLwith People to buy the whole'Piece, 
his Bufinefs is done ; and it is too late for the ^deluded 
Purchafer to repent, be the Goods never To flimfy ; 
but a Weekly Retailer is conttantly bound to his »>od 
Behaviour* He (likefome others) holds botfi his Ho- 
nours and Profits only Durante henepiacitoi and what- 
ever may be the Succefs of his firtl Endeavours, as fo6n 
as he {lags in his painful hebdomadal Courfe, he is ri- 
goroufly ftruck off at once, from his Two -penny Ella- 
blifhment. 

Another Difficulty that occurr'd to me, was the pre- 
sent great Number of my Weekly Brethren, with whom 
all People, es^cept the Stationers, and the Stamp-Of- 
^ce, think themfelves already over-ftock'd ; but this 
Difficulty upon farther Coniideration leffen-d. 

As for the London Journal it cannot poffibly interfere 
with me, as appears from the very Title of my Paper 5 
moreover I was informed, that Paper of the feme Size 
and Gobdncfs as the London Journal^ being to be had 
annch cheaper unprinted and unllamp'd, and yet as 
ufcful to all Intents and Purpofes, was now univerfally 
Tprcfer'd . ■ 

'F^jg-'s jQUrfi{tU by a natural Progreffion from Mifi to 
Tog^ is now condenfed into a Cloud, and only ufed by 
,way of wet brown Paper, in cafe of Palls and Contu- 
sions.

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The Craftfman was the oply^ Rival that gave mc 
any Concern — that being the only one, I thought 
there was World enoiigi for us both, and peHuaded 
myfqlfthat, wi&r than C«ry2rr and i'««^, weihouJd 
oc^ttent Qurfelves witli dividing it between us ; befides 
that, I never obferved Mr. UAn'wtn to b&on Enetny 
to ComfMon Senfe. 

.. B«ii^a Man ofgreatXeaminff, I have, inchufing^ 
.the Name of my Paper, had before my Eyes that e.\- 
celleat Precept of Horace to Authors, to begin h\<^ 
defiiy, <a^d not to promife more than they are able to 
perform, and keep up to the laft,— -— I have thei«- 
fbre only ^atltrd it Common Sense, which is all I 
pretend to myfelf^ and no more tlian wliat (I d^it lay} 
the humbleftof my Readers pretends tolikewife. 

But as a &rth«r Incoaragement and Invitation to i\\Q 
PubIick.;to-try me, J declare that though I only ,prd- 
mife, tkem Common^ Senfe, yet if I have any Wit thoy 
ffiall^Jhave^k intt) tbe^Bargaia. Wh<irefore^I dc^r^^ my 
Guftomers to look upon -this. Weekly Expencc as a 
Two^penny Ticket in a Lottery, it may poflibly come 
up Wit, and if a Blank, at word. Common Senfo. 

But as Modeily is the be(b Recommendation to great 
Minds, on the other Side it is apt to prejudice litde 
ones, who raiilake it for Ignorance,* or Guilt ; there- 
fore that I may not fuHer by it witli ikt latter, I moil 
repeat a known Obfervation, that Common Senfe is 

no fiich common Thing I could give many In- 

llances of tliis Truth, if I would, but decline it at prc- 
fent, and chufe to refer my Readers to tl^cir feveral 
pTiends and Acquaintance. 

Should I here be afk'd then what I mean by Com- 
inon Senfe> if it is fo uncommon a Thing, I confeis I 

ihould be at a Lofs to Icnow how to define it* I 

take Common Senfe, like common Honefty, rather to 
becailMconunon, becaufe it (hould be fo, thanbecaufe 
it is fo i it is rather that Rule by w}iich Men yx^M 
of other People's A^ons, than direft their own 5 the 

B-2 plains 
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plain Refult of right Reafon admitted by all, and 
prafticed by few. 

An ingenious Dramatick Author has cohfider*d 
Common Scnfe ^ fo extr^vordinary a Thing, that he 
has lately, with great Wit and Humour, not only 
perfonified it, bat dignified it too with the Title of a 
^fen - ■Tho' I am not fure that liad I been to 

perfbnify Commdn Senfe, I ihoold have borrowed my 
Figure from that Sex, yet as he has added the regdl 
Dignity, which by the Law of the Land renvoves all 
Dcte6b, I wave any Obje^on. "" ■■ "■■ T he Fair 
• Sex in general (Qgeens excepted) are infinitely above 
plain downright Common Sente ; fprightfy Fancy, and 
ihining Irregularities are their Favourites, in which 
defpairing to iatisfy, tho' defirous to pleafe them, 1 
KavCy in order to be of fome Uie to them, ilipulated 
with my Stationer, that my Paper fiiall be of tlie pro- 
pereft Sort for pinning up of their Hair ; as the new 
French Faihion is very favourable to me in this Parti- 
cular, I fiattet myfelf, they will not difdain to have 
fome Cdinmon Scnfe about their Heads at " fo eafy a 
Rate. 

Should I ever, as pofTibly I often may, be extreme- 
ly dull, I will not, as fome of my Predecefr6rs have 
done, pretend that it was by Deiign, fori protefl: that 
I do not intend it ; but in that Cafe I claim my Share 
in the prefent general Indulgence to Dulnefs, ^ of being 
'thought the nvifer for it, and hope to meet with fym- 
pathctick Nods of Approbation from the mod folid of 
- my Readers. Moreover, I fhall go on the longer and 
the iaier for it, Dulnefs being the Ballafl of the Mind 
that fits it for a long Voyage, keeps it fleddy, and fe- 
cures it ftom the Gulls of Fancy and Imagination. 

I can't help thinking how very advantageous it may 
" be to a g^eat many People to purchafe my Paper, were 

*it only tor the fake of the Tide. — Have you read 

Common Scnfe ?— Have you got Common Senfe ? 
are QueiHons which one fhould be very ferry not to be 

able 
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able to aufweFiQ the Affirmative ; and yet in order to 
be able to do it with Truth, a Precaution of tlus Kind 
may poffibly not be unneceilaryy at leaft it can do no 
Hurt- - ' 

As to the Defjgn of my Paper, it is to take in all 
Subje&s whatfoever, and try them by the Standard of 
Common Senfe.— I fhall eredl a Kind of Tribu- 
nal, ibr the Crimina lafi Sen/us Communis , or the 
Pleas of Common Senfe. But the Method of Proceed- 
ing muftbe diHerent from that of other Courts, or it 
' would be. contrary to the Meaning and Inllitution of 
this.— —The Oiufe of Common Senfe Ihall be pleaded 
in Common Senfe.' — Let not the Guilty hope to ef- 
cape,. or th^ Innocent fear being puzzled, delayed, 
ruin'd, or condemned. 

It would be endlefs for me to enumerate the various 
' Branches of the JurifdiAion of this Court, fmcc every 

Thing more or lefs falls under its Cognizance. The 

PoffeSon or the Want of Common Senfe appears pro- 
portiooably in the loweft as well as in the highefl: 
Traniaftions, and a King and a Cobler without it will 
equally bungle in their refpeftive Callings. -TTle 

^icquid agunt Homines is my Province, and Homines 
comprehends not only all Men but all Women too (that 
iSj as for as they are to be comprehended) the Conduft 
of the fair Sex will therefore come under mv Confideca- 
tion, but with this Indulgence, which is due to them, 
that in trying their Anions by the flraight Rule of 
Common Senfe, I Ihall make proper Allowances for 
thofe pretty Obliquities, and Deviations from it, which 
great Vivacity, lively PalCons, and confcious Beauty 
frequently occafion, and in fome meafure juflify. 

The fine Gentlemen cannot hope to efcape Trial, 

were it only as AccefTories to their fair Principals. 

I am aware that they will cavil at the Jurifdiftion of 

the Court, and will alledge (if they know.how) that 

tfiey are brought coram non yudice.—^l acknowledge 

♦too, that they have a prefumptive Kind of Exemption 

- B 3 from 
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from Inqtdties and PR>reeatioflt pf this^Natiuc; bat 
as this Connivance^ if too long indulged, mi^ht grow 
into a Right, I mud infifl upon their t^pearing fome- 
tiBFies in Court, whem they ihafl meet widi all the 
Lenity that is due to their Birth and Edacation. 

But let aU Authors, /rom.Rl^h't Honoorabie, or 
Right Revepend, down to^the humbleft Inhabitant of 
Gruiflreeiy reipetfl and tremble at the JarifdL^on of 
the Court. "With them I diiclaim all Lenity, 

as they are generally the moft daring and boldeft Of- 
fenders, I (hall try them by my Rule, as the Tyrant 
Frocrajies tryjd his Subje<^ by his Bed j and will witK- 
out Mercy Aretch out thofe that fall Aiort of it, and 
cat off from thofe who go beyond it. 

r am ienfible that Common Senfe has lately met 
with very great Difcouragement in the nobl^ Science 
of Politicks, jour chief ProfefTort having thougjit them- 
ielves much above thofe obvious Rules that had been 
follow'd by our AnceAors, and that lay open to vulg^ 
Underliandings j they have weieh'd the Interefts of 
Europe in nicer Scales, and/ettlea them in fo delicate 
a Balance, tliat thefcall Blaft af&^ it. - ■ ■ For my 
part, . Lihall' endeavour .to bring them back to the old 
folid 'Englijh Standard of Common Senfe ; but if by 
Aat Means any Gentlemen who dfftinguifh themfelves 
in that, fublime Sphere, Ihould be at a Lofs for Baii- 
nefs, and ap|>^ar totally unqualiiied for it, I hope they 
will not lay their Misfortunes to my. Charge, iince it 
ii none of my Fault Jf their Interejfts and thofe of 
Common Senfe happen to be incompatible; 

If in Domeilick Affairs too 1 fhould find that Com- 
mon Sifife has been negle<5led, 1 ftiall take the Liberty 
t» affert its. Bights, and reprefent the Jufticc as well 
as die. Expediency of redoring it to its former Credit 
and Dignity.' > Our Conftitution is founded upon

^ Knowledge of Truth, uncertain in the Adminiflration 
of Jullice, he fits uneify and unlafb on his Throne, 
liable to daily Riiin from an exaiperated Party^ or an 
nn&ithfiit Adminiflration. 

To the Puhlici college J the Mifchief of Divifion is 
-eviden t ' ■ ■ 'What Hope can be entertained of na- 
tional Good from that fteady Condu6l, from that im-^ 
S* rtial Diihibution of Offices, from that unbya6*d 
ifqnifition mto Fa6is ? From whence alone it can re- 
iult, when Men moft able to ferve their Country, for 
their own private Intereft or Vanity, proftitute their 
TVilatts to the vile Ufe of huniourvig the Madnefs cf 
t Fa£iion. And when Men, the moft wUling,* are 
led afide by Prejudice into ev^ry Extravagaticej^ which 
thi^ FoUy of Enthufiafe, or the Artifice of defigning 
Men throw in their way, to divert them frona that 
Union which is necefTaiy to carry on any honeft or ge- 
nerous Condudl, and which becaufe too juft to be 
openlv oppofed, muft therefore be indiredlly obftrufted. 
What avail? for Men to chufe tlie End which Juftice 
and Reafbn infpire, if they purfue it by fuch Means as 
their own PaiTions and Interefts di^te ? Or follow by 
. Starts fpmetimes their Reafon, and fometimes their 
Paffioas, till they fix upon no End at all.— If Preju- 
dice or Party perplex and diftradt the Adions of the beft 
'. intentioned, caft faUe Lights, draw falfe Conclufions, 
and when Men have got almoft to the End of their long 
troublcfome Journey, raife ftill fome Will of the Wiip, 
which Darknefs of Ignorance favours, tq lead theva 
out of the Way into new Difficulties ahd paogers. 

" ' Where 
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Where' Men want Fid>ity or Underftandiog* wkere 
their Intereilsor ASs^ons are Aottrdy concemM, all 
this can eaiily be accounted for, but when the Cafe 
has been other wife, (as Hi&oxy has famiih*d us with 
many Examples} when Men have plainJy feen their 
Advantage and their Duty united, when their Intereft 
or their Danger has been evident, when they have 
wanted neither Virtue to engage theai, nor Spirit to 
animate them, nor Ability toTupport them, how can 
we in fuch a Cafe, account for a Condud, fwervii^ 
from the End propofed, and in a great Meafure de* 
ibudiveof it^ How can we conceive, that fuch Men 
can be turned afide from the generous Plan they had 
laid down, by fuch childifh Prejudices as plainly be- 
tray the Grolmefs of the Artiiice, not to mention the 
Rifle they muft run 6f being thought Accomplices 
with the Authors of the Mifchief, and Sharers m the 
Advantage propofed to arife from it ? 

An Inilance of this Kind, how far Prejudices can 
operate in the Minds of Men (efpecially of our Coun- 
trymen) in dired Oppofition to the plaineft Dilates of 
Common Senfe, I have lately met with from a Friend, 
who had the Story from an old Kinfinan, who lived 
in the Time when it happened. 

In the Year 1 666, when (although the Violence of 
Parties had in fome Degree fubfided in the Reiloration 
of King Charles the Second, yet the Prejudices and 
Animouties of thofe Parties, were fer from being ex- 
tingaiih'd) there broke out that memorable Conflagra- 
tion, which almoft deftroy'd this Metropolis, and 
fprcad the Defolation of Families all over the King- 
dom. 

' It happened that one Quarter of the City was thea 
inhabited by a great Mixture of Perfons, of all Par^ 
and Perfuafions, Churchmen, Papifts, PreA)yteria?i9, 
Anabaptifb, and all other Se^ which thofe Times 
had produced.— Upon the firft Cry of Fire in that 
Quarter, the Street was immediately hll'd with a> vaft 

C Con- 
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Concourfeofall the Inhabitants, whom Charity, In- 
tereft, or Curiofity had drawn together.— The Fire 
was vifibk, and there were Hands enough tohzyc 
checked its Progrefs : But inllead of uniting at once 
their Endeavours to extitiguiih it, they began to ex- 
claim agaihil what they fe^reral^ imagin-d to have 
heen^ the Caufe to which it was owing.-' " ' - Many 
cried out that the Papiih had dohe it, and' therefore ra- 
tl|cr watched thofe whom they took to be oFthat Pcr- 
iliafion, than aiGHed any in exdnguKQung thePlaiRes? 
others exclaimed, th^t there were Ineendiaries^ about, 
vho ibught their own Advantage in the'Deftrudion df 
ethers. This dtfoent Caufe phxiuced the fame or a 
worfe Efiefl ; whoever was fufpicious, mlftrufted every 
^ne he did not know, andtkofe whoie MaHce, oer 
whofe Paffions were ftrong, bmndcd every Man againft 
whom they had the kaft Qjiarrcl, with the Kame o£ 
Incendiary. — Some pioufly difpofed, caftM it a Judj^- 
ment from Heaven on the City, for the many Iniqui- 
ties of the paft Times, and contented themfelves ^vith 
denouncing God's Judgment againft their Enemies in 
the Language of Scripture — ^T& Street was full of ho- 
neft and flout Men, well regarded in the Neighbour- 
hood, and well able to work, but not being bred Fire- 
men, they w^e afraid of burning their Fkigers, and 
therefore thought that they difcharg'd wdl their Duty, 
jfcy fetting out many Veficls -of Drink to encourage the 
Mob ; but this though well meant, produced no great 
Good, for th«(e who drank, and hallowM, didlittfe 
elfe, and when they got drunk, tliey were as merry, 
and fcem'd as uncoiicern*d, as if they were ihouting 

round a common Bonfire thofe whofeem'd themoS 

reafonable, blained the Mailer of the Family for let- 
vting the Fire get fuch a Head, and infrfted upon has 
Examining ^whether it had been owing to the Carcfcff- 
•nejTs, or Malice of his Servants, and that he ihould be* 
gin by taming them away ; from thefe Siirmifes aiid 
<!lamours, thj Moltitode prdceedcd to Invcftives, rip- 
, •' - ping 
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ping Up all die Malice of .the late Time5> to load each 
Qther^ wkilA; the Hou4 wJuch they came to. iave« 
burnt on befoce their £jes> 

After &me Time fpent in this Manner, ibme wifer. 
than the reil animated thofe about them to lay afide 
thofe fruitleis Diiputes, and affiil their . Neighbourb \ 
tJiey reprelented that they had all in their I'urnt felt 
enpugii of what had pa&'d, thatgoo^ NeiehbourhooU, 
ai^ good Policy enjoin'd them to be Friends for the fa- 
Cure, and eipecially in this Cafe to unite, fmcek the 
Fire wouM otherwife get a Head, too firongly to be 
fio^'d, and their Houfes- aught ihortly take i'lre, un- 
\en tjmely prevented. 

Upon-tbis iieveral fet to work witlv Might and Main, 
they rufh'd through the FlaoieSk they dirab'd over 
the moS 4angeroa6 Places, animated by their Virtue » 
by their mutual Dangert smid by the Shouts of the 
People ; but when the MafBer of the Houfe faw them 
piacking ofTthe Firebrands, he and his Servants. fwore 
they were pulling down his Houfe, inibsad of affiiUt^ 
hijn^ and by main Force kept them from doing him 
the mof^ material Service they could, and which they 
had attempted with much Labour and^ Danger. 

This dilcouraged feveral, but fVill many continued 
to work hard, and to endeavour to fave the Houfe^ 
notwifkfianding the unreafonablel'hreat& of the Mailer 
and Servant*. 

While they were thus at' work, fome of them ob* 
ferv'd the Sj^rks, and Firebrands drove with Violence 
by a fudden Wind upon the Root of a neighbouring ^ 

Church Work hard my Lads, cried feveral among 

them, pull away,, the Danger §>reads, all the Street 
Will' take Fire immediately,-^— Lord blefi <nev faid 
one among them, the Church is in Danger .^-^Damii 
the Church, fays another, have not we. Churches 
enough B I am fure we can ^are fifty of them« This, 
contemptuous Treatment of the Church on one fide^ > 
provoked the pious Zeal of a drimken Butcher onth^l

arefb (the one a Churchman, the other a, Diffenter} at 
the fame Time (without conferring toget^rycoacdvtd 
tiie ^me Ambition <^ enlarging their Influence, and 
attempted it by the ^me Means ; each of them, upon 
the firft Uproar, left the C^e of the Fire, and ap- 
pear^ with great Patience and Attention amoiig the 
Ibzemofl of thofe who Men*d to the{e judicious.

That this Method of weighing States and Empires 
is very ancient^ appears from Horner^ who tells us, 
that Jufiter himfelf weigh'd the Fates of Gretce and 
Ifrcyi by what kind of Sc^e he weighed them I do 
not find, either in Euftaphius^ or any other Comments 
tor j ' but it is cnly evident by the S>ide that prevail^d^ 
chat it could not be by Troy Weight. ; 

Such I acknowledge is the Happineis of our prefent 
Times, fuch the Wiidom and Integriiy of all thofe 
who now compole the legiflattve Power, and fuch the

Men, who were well acquainted with theHiftory and 
S^ntiqiiities of the World ; who were Hpilled in Geo- 
graphy and Navigation, and in all the Arts of Goyem-

His Head was made of Wood, his Body d|wn 
to the Waifl of Silver 5 and his Pofteriors,. whi^h were 
large and prominent, and from whence he derived h» 
Title, ^svere of folid Gold, By this JTefcriptioii the 
Reader naay cafily conceive that the Back of .the 
I D o X. was turned to the Congregation ; an Attitude 
which I do not remepber to have obferv^d among the 
Chinefe and Indian Pagods. But xay friendly Con- 
dudor informed me, that he had placed himfelf in ' 
' this Fodure upon his firil Entrance into the Tenijple» 
as well tp fhew his Politenefs, as to teftify his Refpeft 
and Gratitude to a Nation which had eledled him 
into the Number of the Viu majores^ or greater 
Gods. Here I could not help fmiling, to think how 
widely the Caftom of this Country diifered from mine, 
where the fame Thing, which pafled here for Civili- 
ty, and good Manners, would be reckoned a Mark 
of Infolence and Brutality.

ter of my long habitual Indolence, and rpuj^*d me Qp 
U> iuob a Zeal for Pul^ick Good, (hat I could almoft 
pim ^ i^jMr/^ 0t Tsfrtif^ora. I'he fame gpod Influence 
j€ n^y iiJiye pn others too^ efpeciaUy the younger, 
and mo]:e iwarm Part Qf the World ; therefore, I thin|c, 
i!i^<t rfcommendii^g it to the Publick, is a Duty that 
we both: c^we to out Country, particularly you.

'^s majr know how to jnsik? the proper Advantage of 
beihg the Governors of a pro^e and a Free People. 
* As the 'Roman Refubiick was eftabliftied upon the 
Principles of Liberty, they took care not only to enjoy, 
but to make their People think they enjoyed that in* 
valuable Blefling in its full Extent. It was this Opini- 
on that always animated the Roman Armies in tKe 
Day of Battle, that fu^orted the Courage of their 
Senate in the Time of Danger, and prevented their 
finking under the greatefl Diftrefs. But this was not 
all ; ■■■ I ' . they not only took care to make their 
own People fenfible Of their Happinefs, but they like- 
wife endeavoured to infpire even their Enemies with 
a Love of Liberty, and to make the People of every 
State believe, that they would be Gainers, inflead of 
being Lofers, by being conquered by them. This fofe- 
' ned the Minds of then: Enemies ; it took off that Ob- 
fiinacy with which even a common Soldier naturally 
contends againfl Slavery ; and created a Party for them 
in every neighbouring Kingdom. 

The King of any Country with which they were at 
War, and his Favourites, might perhaps contend with 
ObfUnacy for the Prefervation of that Power they en- 
joyed over their own People ; but if the People be- 
lieved that their Condition would be rendered better 
by being conquered, that they would enjoy more Free- 
' dom and Happineis under die Romans^ dian under 
tjieir own Kings or Governors, fuch an Opinion would 
iiiiaturaUy diminifh their Ferocity, and would make them 
in the Day of Battle more intent upon preferving their 
.Lives for the Enjoyment of that cxpe«ed Happinefe, 
than upon gaining a Vidory for their Maikrs. This 
Majdmwas therefore of great Service to them in all 
^ th^ Wars ; and by this Refolution we fee how careful 
^they were to purfue it upon every Occafion^

ever we our (elves may think, every Forei^er mud

But befides the Liberties of oar Country, aaid tlie 
Opinion Forcignen ma^ have of us, , we have another 
ytiry Urong Reafoh againft hnding oar People with Du- 
ties and ExcifeSy or continuing .mem under any fuch 
Load ; for where vitry Material that ^an be manit- 
fadured aiid made £t for Export, is loaded with a' 
Duty, where every Merchant is plagued with that 
Trouble and Expence of Cuflom-houlc Officers,, in? 
every Step either of his Import or Export, where al- 
mo^ e\'ery Retailer, and every Shopkeeper, may be 
peftered with Vifits from Excife-men at the moft un- 
leafonable Houn, it is impoffible for Trade or Com- 
merce to proTper ; therefore I muil be of Opinion, thni: 
thofe who are really for preferving the Liberties, the 
HcQiour, or the Tiade of this Nation, cani)e indoced 
by no Confideration whatever to beforcontinuiqzthoie 
Duties which lie heavy upon our Merchants^ Txadef- 
men, and ManufitSnirers, and which obiigs us to ittv- 
ploy Tech a Number of Cuftom-hou& and £xd& 0& 
cers, andtofabjed our People to ib many Plfintltidi 
and Forfeitures. 

If oar Forefathers committed any Miilake, wldi le^

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nual Sapplies, it was exculaUe in them, becaufe they 
did not istibcQonSNfacnce&.t bat i^Qwr, when «i^ find 
ty Experience that our Liberties may be endangered!, 
our Hcmour forfeited, and-onr Trade facrificed; by the 
Con(eqaences of fuch Methods, it would be fomething 
worfe than Stupidity in us, to jcontinae the feme Me- 
thods for raiiing Money, either for the current Supplies, 
OF even for paying off thofe Debts which our former 
'Misfortunes or Miftakes obliged us to contrail, if aiiy 
-ether pc^le Method could be contrived for anfwering 
thofe Demands: For this Reafon, I fhall always ful^ 
■pe6t that thofe who are for Increafmg or Continuing 
-our preient Duties and Excifes, without a moil evi- 
dent Neceiiity for fo' doing, have fomething elie at 
Heart than a Companion for our Landed Gentlemen.; 
' and that they mal^e ufe of that Pretence cmly as a Cloak 
for hovering Defigns which they dare not openly avow. 

The only Taxes that are confident with the Liber- 
ties of a Free People, are thofe Taxes which the Ro- 
jKTAffi called ^ributesy and which we in this Country 
. cafl Lftnd'^axes or FoH-Taxes : Such Taxe?, or Taxes 
of the like Nature with our Stamp Duties, may be 
raifed without imploying any Publicans , and confer 
. quently without endangering our Liberties, therefore they 
are the only Taxes we ought to have recourfe to, ex- 
.jcept in Cafes of Necelfity , or upon very extraordinary 
Occafions ; but as I faid at firfl, feme Methods ought 
:certainly to be contrived for extending our Land-Tax 
'txt every Sort of Revenue ; and if that were effec- 
tually done, and no needlefs Expence projeded or ih- 
cumd,' it would ^ive as much £afe to our Landed 
Gentlemen as they could in Juftice deiire, or in Rea- 
ibn exped ; a much greater £afe than any Landed 
Gentleman of a fmall Fortune ever received from being 
freed from a Shilling in the Pound upon Land, and in 
lieu thereof fubjeded to a heavy Tax upon fome of the 
Ncccf&rics of Life* lam,

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WAS r^ing the other Day in Dr. 
jHfy/rVs Cofmography, In his Account 
of Germatvf he tells us, that in feveral 
Principalities and States, where the Po-

Though I declare I have no Prejudice to any Set of 

Men for their manner of faying their Prayer*, y^ I 

cannot help owning, that if I thought the BulUe they 

made laft Year proceeded from a feqret Ambition of 

this Nature, I ftiould be heartily againft them ; and 

my Reafon is, that as the Number of Imployments we 

have already is become one of the greateft Grievances 

of the Nation, I Ihould be forry to fee them^^ncreas'd^

all Men are equal, whereas nodiing contributes fo 
much to deflroy all Equality, as Offices and Inipl<^- 

jncnts. We fee that great and lucrative Imploy- 

ments in the State, as they are often beflowed, ^v^ 
thei^ofA: Men a great Superiority in Weakh an4 
Power over the beft. 

Is it by the Right of Nature that a Man is made g 
Loiid Cluuicelior, a Secretary of State, a Chancellor 
of the Exchequer, a Cofferer, a Clerk of the Pells, a 
Comtniiioner of the Culbm-Houie, Excife, Stamp- 
Ofike, orany other of thdie numerous Imploymeats, 
with\greatSallane6 and inunenfe Perquifites, half of 
them fiaere Sme-cwes ? Is it by natural Right that the 
lazy and (lothful Part of the Subjects fhouTd be main- 
tained in Pride and Luxury, at the Expence of thf 

• H^nefl and Induftrious ? - — Is it by the Laws rf 

Nature that Thou&nds fhould live in Indigence their 
whete Lived, that others may indulge all their Vices, 
-*— that the Wife of one Man fiiallTcarce have Necef 
fitries that the very Strumpet of the other may fhin^ 

in Gold and Jewels ? Certainly Nature made no fuck 

Laws, yet this is oft^n the true State oTthe Cafe ]k^ 
jcwixt thofe inlmployment and?thofe out. 

lam doubtful whether, by the laws of Nalure, 
there ^ought to be any Impkiyments at all ; but if thoft 
Authors had told us^ that in Countries whene theft 
{are Imployments, every Man has a Right to ei^oy 
them in his Turn, no doubt a great d^ might bfc 
&id on that Side of the Queftion ; for as Imployme^ts 
are certainly a great Burden upon the Communjity, 
every Individual has- a Right to be eas^d of that Bur«- 
den^ by enjoying an Imployment fome Time pr others 
By which Way of Reafoning, it is high Time that fonus 
' , People, 
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People, wljyo have been on Horfeback a great whiles 
ihottld difmounty and be rid in their Turn ; this i& no 
more than fair Play ; but it is ilill more reafonable, 
if it fhould be found by Experience that Nature quali- 
fied them for nothing elfe but carrying Burdens. 

Though the DifTeitfers, including all Se£b; njay be 
very numerous, yet I ccmceive that thofe of them that 
arc excluded from Imployments by the Tefi JS arc 
but few. — -Atheifts, I>ti&&y and Free-Thinkers, are 
.ccftainly -Diffentera from the Church of England; . yet 
there is nothing in their Syflem of no. Rehgion^ that 
can hinder them from receiving the Sacnunent, pro- 
vided they may get a good Implofment by the Bar- 
gain. A great many of thofe who .herd among the 

•Prefbyterians, are not very ftrait-laced when a good 
Employment falls in the Way i therefore we are only 
to make a Computation-of what Number of Ghrifti- 
•ans xYifkt may be at this Day amongft the PiiTentcrs, 
•and if we fhould allow them to be equal to what is 
to be found among thofe of the Eflabiifhed Church, 
and, becaufe we would make the mofl of Things, let 
us fuppofe them to be One in the Hundred (confid^ring 
^e Infidelity of the Age, and that Women and Chil- 
dren are out of the Caie, this Computation cannot be 
thought fhort of the Truth) I fay, confidering all* this, 
the Number of thofe excluded by the Tefi J^mM^ be 
extremely fmall. 

I take it therefore that the Cafe flands thus.— —

Hoen A5wf^ ask'4 his Miniftcr K$itn Tchof^ Whsft 
Was the tnoft to be feared in a Government <? jKiww 
fc^^g- anfwer'd, in my Mind, Sir/nothing is more x» 
be dreaded, than what they call the Rat in tJjt St^tui^ 
jRoen Kong not underftanding the -Allegory, Koan 
^chong explained it to him. You know. Sir, fiiid he, 
that it is a common Pradtice to eredl Statues -to the 
Genius of the Place ; thefe Statues are of Wood, 
hollow within, and painted without. If a Rat gets 
into one of 'cm, one does not know how to get him 
out ; one does not dare to make ufe of Fire, for fear 
of burning the Wood i one can^t dip it in Water, for 
fear of wafliing off the Colours ; fo that the Regard 
one has for the Statue, ^ves the Rat that's got imo it. 
Such, Sir, are in every Government thofe, 'wha^ 
luitbout Virtue vr Merit, ha^ve gaifid the Fwvour of their 
Prince : They ruin e'very Thing ; one fees it, one lamenti 
it J hut one does not knoiv ho^w to remedy it. 

I approve of the Moral of the Story, and am very 
much of Koan Tchong\ Mind, that nothing is more t« 
be dreaded in a Government, than this Rat ia the Sta- 
tue ; but how he came to be of that Mind himfelf, I 
can't eafily comprehend ; for our Author fays, he was 
a Minifler, and xonfequently of the Rat Kind. But 
as he does not indeed fay, that he was firil, er fole 
Miniller, I am inclin'd to think he was only one of 
thofe who have the Name, and Salary of Mipifters* 
without any. of the Power j and who are often glad to 
give a SIap;by the by to the fird MiniAer, thougk 
they have not Courage enough openly toattacic him* 

After this fhort Remark, I retusn .to the AUegoiy 
itfelf ; which I cannot fay is fo apt as I expe£ied from 
a People fo much vera'd in that manner of Inilr^^ion. 
The Parallel drawn between the Emperor, and a 
Wooden Statue, is fo diirefpedful, and uncourtly, that 
IjPO[ild.haye wiih'd our Author had inform'd us, how 

L his 
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hh Chinefe Majefiy >reli£ti'd. the Similitude ; that is, io 
.cafe h© took all the Force of it ; for, in reality, it 
-was making no DiiFerence between an anointed Head 
and a moQpdim one. A Rat may vzxy well eat his Way 
into, a Stattie unieeil> unielt, and unimelt : But can a 
MinifUr, efpecially fuch a one as is here deicrib'dy 
^without Virtue or Merit, nibble himfelf into his 
Jh-ince's Favour, and the Prince not fmell a Rat ? It 
is impofiible ;* • and the bare Suppofition of it was 
highly Injurious to his Royal Wifdom and Penetra- 
.tion.-r— . — I will admit, in Fayour of Kpoh fchong^ that 
the Eafi&rn Monarchs have not that degree of Saga- 
city, which io eminently diflinguilhes and adprns the 
European ones ; and I will allow, that they are more 
Jikely to be furpriz'd and impos'd upon by the Arti- 
^ceSof a defigning Minifleri their indolent and re- 
tir'd Way of life, foaking in the Arms of their Im- 
perial ConfortSy or wantoning in the Embraces of 
.their Concubines^ not giving 'em the fame Opportu- 
jiities of feeing or being informed. 3ut Hill, when this 
general Rule is univer&lly feen and lamented, as Koan 
■^cbong exprefTes it, the unanimous Voice, the jufl Com- 
plaints, the Groans, and the Defblation of a ruin'd 
^nd opprefs'd People, muft reach, muft aife6i, and 
inult roiize his Majefly, if he be but ever fo little 
:above a Seattle. If npt, if fuch an Impoilibility could 
jbe fuppos^'d, I mufl then confefs, that the Allegory of 
ihe painted Wood is fo far juft, as that the Kiti^s 
fiead would properly be iut the Sign of the Gofvemment. 
' The Concluiion Koan Tchcttg draws from this Alle* 
^ory, is no lefs falfe andabfard ; for, fays he, when 
'^he Rat is got into the Statue, one does not know how 
fto get him out 4 one does not dare to ^lake ufe of 
jPire, for fear of barning the Wood j onecaioft dip it in 
Water, for fear of wafhing off the Colours ; fo tha$ 
^he Regard one has for the Statue, faves the Rat 
that's got into it. This tender Regard for the Statue, 
^ould^ w^th all;Si}it>2niilion to JSf^n Tchong^ in my Opi* 
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fiion, much better have become an Hibernian Coartier,- 
thao a Chtnefe one 5 for jt is faying, in very good 
trifiy, that the Statue, from the Regard one has for it,- 
fhall be entirely devoured, for fear of being a little da. 
mag'd or defaced. Whereas, I fhoHld rather think, 
that the beft Way of fhowing that Regard for the Sta- 
tue, would be, by faving as much as ever one could 
of It, from the further Depredations of the Rat ;• 
even though it were to coft a Lirab or two, as is fre- 
quently pradifcd upon Human Bodies. But to do 
Kotin ^/^577^ jufticc, f don't impute his Way of Rea- 
foning to his want of Parts ; I rather think it was a 
Piece of MiniHerial Logick, which has been ufed in 
other Countries befides China^ Here the Minifter 

. bre£:ks out, and the Miniiler too, who feems to have 
no Opinion of the drftinguilhing Faculty of his Prince,- 

.when he tries fuch a Piece of Sophiftry upon him, 
ivhich, I dare {^y^ he would not have ventiurM in 
any other Company. For he fo dofely conneAs the 
Rat and the Statue, and, confequent^y, the King and 

. the MiniH'er, that, in eiied, he m^kes them but one 
Fleft, and one would thijik. they grew together like 

•the two * Hungarian Ghls 5 by this way of Reafon- 
ing, whoever attacked this all-devouring Rat, nlhas 
Minifler, was an Enemy to the Statue, alias King ; 
and, wice 'ver/a^ thofe that were Friends to Rat and 
Minifter, were Friends to Statue and King. 

This indiiToluble Union, would, I own, be moil 
excellent Doftrine for a Minifter fo inculcate, could 
he find either King or Nation weak enough to believe 
it ; but I can never imagine, that any Thing fo ab- 
furd could be received by the Chinefe, who are a wife 
and fenfible People ; at leaft, it could not extend itfelf 
beyond the Walls of the Palace.

Let us now confider the Allegory literally. Thefe 

fturtd, pMntiJ, ta-wdry Images^ are erected to the Genii 
sFthe Place ; they are the Prodoftions of Superflition, 
and, probably^ the Creatures of the Bonzes, who dub 

.them Sacred, and exhibit tiiem as Rcprefentations 
( wooden ones,^ alas ! ) of the Divinity. Sacrilegious 
Rats eat their Way into *em, and endanger their 
"v^'ooden Ewltcnce. -— ^ — What's to be done ? Why 
tiuly they ar-e to devour with Impunity, for fear the 
Statue fhould receive fome fmall Damage in the ref- 
cue ; as if there were not a thcufand Ways at com- 
jng at the Rat with little or no Danger to the Statue. 
For Inftance, fhaking it foundly, might probably 
make the Dwelling, of the Rat io uncafy, that hie 
might be willing to quit it, for fear of fomcthir.gv 
worfc afterwards. 

There is another obvious Expedient that occurs^ 
which bf that of fending a Cat up after him ; but to 

.this, I own, I have fome Objc£^ion myfelf ; bscaufr,. 
tihoBgh the Cat would kill the Rat, he would poilibly 
remain. in his Place, and be as unwilling to quit it. 
But is irpoiriblir that theufcfiilArt of Rat-catcKing 
ihould be unknown to fo ingenious a People as the 

. Chimfe /* If it is, I would advife our Eaft-India Com- 
pany tafend *cm a Rat-catcher or two next Voyage, for 

' whom, they might expert as confiderable Returns, and 
Advantages, as J^^J^/"///*^/!!;* is reported to have made 
by his Cat. Though,! am very forry to fay it, the 
Noble Art and MyAcry of Ratrcatching has greatly 
AecHned even here of late ; and I fhould be at a Lbfs. 
to £i^ aa honeft and skilful Artift to recommend to 
*ijm. 

But can one fuppofe, that the Religion and Piety of 
the Bonzes would fufF^r 'em to remain indifferent 
Spedlators of fuch facrilegious Outrages ? And that 
they wko can diflodge a .Devil, c^n't get out a Rat ? 
Unlefs one has little Charity enough to believe, that 
ldi£i Bonzes, by a fort of Commutation, are not unwil- 
ling. 
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ling to let the Rats take Satiftttary in their Statues, to 
te ri4 of 'em themfelves ; and fo, by an intei-efted 

^and impioas CoamyaiK^^ give .up. their Gods, to (ava 

. their Bacon. , 

To come.aow to the allegorical Senfe, which I^an 
Tchong had fuch a Mind to cftablilh. A Minifter. 
without Virtue or Merit, gains the Favour of his 
Prince, he ruins ev^^ry Thing ; one fees it, one la- 
ments it,* but one does not know how to remedy it. 
To me the Remedy feems very eafy and obvious ; 
take the Miniiler away frem him, and prevent ^he 
Ruin that threaten*d b^th. him and his Country. I 
don't doubt, indeed, but the Miniilef would, during 
the Operation, cry out, like Koan 7cho?^, you attack 
the King, you deface the King,- yon wound the King 
through my Sides, and would plead the. King, as Wo- 
men do their Bellies to refpite Execution ; but furely, 
upon Examination, ^ degree of Sagacity mueh infe- 
rior to that of Matrons, would be fufHcient to bring, 
him in not Quick with King, but a diiiinfl and ftfpa- 
rate Body, eaJiIy remov'd, without the leaft Danger 
to the Sovereign. 

Having fiilly difcufs'd this Allegory, I fhall coxi- 
dude with adopting one Part of it, which is; That 
nothing is fo much to be dreaded in a Qovernment, 
as a Minifter without Virtue or Merit, who gains the 
Favour of his Prince, but, with entirely rejecting the 
latter Part, that one fees it and laments ir, but out of 
Regard to the Prince, one does not kno>v how to re- 
medy it : Since that very Regard for the Prince (hoold 
excite one to endeavour it, and Common Senfe points 
out the Means of doing it, if there be but Connnon 
Honefty enough to put 'eiii in Pra^ticc^ 
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Sa^turda.t, May ii^ i737-

To ahufithe Lenity- 
ofFonuerj ^when Men know it <wtll not hurt them (fay 
you) is like talking Obfceniiy to a Woman ^ho-will nor 
defend her/elf, and must hear it. The Comporifon 
between the Attack of a Miniftry, and that of a Wo- 
man, might afford fome pleafant Remarks ; I fhall 
only fay, I fuppofe yofu do not mean an old Woman,, 
feeing, that to talk a little fmuttily to fuch,. would be 
no great Infult, if the common Saying be true, which

Jlktt if by 
your Politicks, you mean a general Corruption (one 
of the greateft Evils (you are pleaied to own) oar 
iConfiitudon is fubjed to)I cannot think fuch Politicks 
too facred to be expofed. But Rhfquin was not (aa 
•you infinuate). the £rft Introducer of lyings of this- 
Kind ; we have feveral Political Plays now extant : 
And had you ever read Ariftt^anet^ you wonkl know 
/that the graved Matters have been try^d this Way. A 
Method which a gseat Writer ( I think Mr. Bayle ) 
feems to approve v where he repiefents Ridicule as a 
kind of Fiery Trial, hy which Truth is moft certainly 
difcovered from Impofture. Indeed, I believe, there 
ure no Inftances of bringing. Politicks on the Stage- 
^vx thofe neighbouring Nations ** where, you fay^ 
^at *< we m^y fee difguifed Informers in almoft every 
♦* publick Place, . with blank Lettm ds Cachef, ready 
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" to fill up with the Names of fuch as dare bai'cly in- 
** quire, in a Manner different from the Senfe of the 
" Court, into the State of Affai^^, and a Bafii/e al- 
** ways open to receive them : " Nor where you tell 
us, that •* a Holy Inquifition, and the Gallies, offer 
*• their Service to the S/afe, as well as to Religion.'' 

But pray. Sir, what do you intend by mentioning 
thefe ? I hope not to threaten us, nor to infinuate that 
any Thing will make it necejfary to introduce fucli 
damned Engines of Tyranny among us. 

But you feem to think, Sir, that to ridicule Vice, 
is, to ferve its Caufe. And you mention the late in- 
genious Mr. Gayy who, you- fay,- in his Beggars Opera 
hath made Heroes and Heroines of Highway men and 
Whores. Are then Impudence,' Roldnefs, Robbery, 
and picking Pockets the Charadteriilicks of a Hero *? 
Indeed, Sir, we do not always approve what -we laugh 
at. So far from it, Mr. Hobbes will tell you that 
Laughter isa Sign of Contempt. And by raifmgfuch 
a Laugh as this againft Vice, Horace afTures us we 
give a forer Wound, than it receives from all the 
Abhorrence which can' be produced by the graveft 
and bittereft Satire. You will not hardly, I believe, 
perfiiade us« how much foever you hiay defire it, that 
it is the Mark of a great Chara6ler to be laughed at 
by a whole Kingdom. 

I fhall not be induilrious to deny, what you are fd 
good to declare, that I am buoyed up by the greatefl 
Wits» and fineft Gentlemen of the Age ; and patro- 
nized by the Great, the Senfiblc, and the Witty in' 
the Oppoiition.

nothing can be more Burlefque than Greatnefs in 
mean Hands. Mr. Penkithman never was fo ridicu- 
lous a Figure, as when he became * Pinkethman th$ 
Great. 

I ihall only make a Remark or two, and conclude* 

Firit, I have not ridiculed Patriotifm, but have en- 
deavoured to fhew the feveral Obllrudions to a pro- 
pai- exerting this noble Principle 5 and that Corrup- 
tion alone is equal to all the reil.

F I were a Corjuan^ I fhoald certainly 
be a Rebel; that is, I flioald hazard 
my Life and Eflate to recover my Li- 
berty : But if after all I maft fubmit ta 
be a Slave, I would be a Slave to Ba- 
ron Ne^hoffj or even to a Ruffian Bo/ar, rather 
than to my old Task-Mailers of Genoa. 

The Corjtcan Chiefs, if they woujd be advifed 
by me, ihould form the Plan of their future Go*- 
vernment even while their. Affairs are I#w, and the 
Event uncertain ; left, hereafter, they fufler greater 
Evils than ever yet they have felt, by inteffine Di- 
^ifions ; and are prompted by a Spirit of Jealouiy 
-or Ambition to deftroy one another, when they 
have no other Enemies left to conquer. Were I 
•to preiide in their Council, and the DireSion of this 
important Aifeir were to be left' to my Judgment, 
I would not make Choice of any Form of Cjovem* 
ment which is now adminiftred in the World : Nei- 
ther would I borrow my Syftem from Plato's Re- 
publick, or Sir Timma$. ]ihre*s Utopia,, VfhKh found 
well in Theory, but can never be reduced to Prac« 
tice* Ifif iboTti I would preferve the Rank and Dig* 
nity of my Country, by reftoring .the ancient Form 
of Government, which was Kingfy or MmarchiaL 
A King I would have, and a King with a Crown on. 
iiis Head, and a Scepter in ixis Hand; to whom 

IhouU 
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fliould.be giv^ the Title of Royal or Imperial- Ma- 
jefty. But my King fhould tibt be a 'Tyrant. He 
IhouM be cren incapable of committing any A^s cff 
Violence, or Oppreffion. He Ihould be intirely free 
i^om Pride, Avarice, . and Ambition. He lliould - 
neither injure himfelf, or his Subjedls, through the 
He&t and Intemperance of Youth, or the Folly and 
Dotage of old Age* Lovje, which has made one 
King .a Fool, and another mad, Ihonld never ^jcr- 
plox his Head, or hurt his Conflitution. His Man- 
ners ihould be without Blanifh : And his greatefl 
Enemies ( if undeferved)y he muft have Enemiei)) 
Ihould not be able to impute to him any Impurity of 
Mind, .any unfriendly Difpoiition, or Unevennefs of 
Temper. In a Word, I would have fuch a King as 
"Jupiter firft gave to the * Frogs ; who, by the Way,- 
poiieired hi^ Empire t>y divine Right, and therefore 
his Subjeds were juftly punifhed by his Sacc^fFor 
foj: the Infults which they offered to his Perfon and 
Charafter. . However, I would not have a plain 
unfafhionable Log. My Prince fhould be made of 
the Heart of Oak, and wrought into the Shape and 
Figure .of a Man by the moft skilful Artifts ^ in Eu- 
rope, 

To fpeak intelligibly, I would have an Image or 
Statue as bi^ as the Life, well ihaped, and finely 
painted; with a Diadem on his Head, a Royal 
Mantle on his Shodders, and a Scepter in his Right 
Hand. He ihould be placed under a rich Canopy, 
and feated on a magnificent Throne. A Guard of 
^n hundred Halber^ers fhoald be appoint^ to at- . 
tend Jiim, not. fo much for the Security of his Per- 
fon,^as to ferve for Pomp and Shew at the Aodimice 
of Ajnbaf&dors. This Guard fhould be the only 
Suinding Army in Corfica, For as there could be nd

^ill they had •received his Majefiy's Approbation* 
which ihould always be fignified by his Silence. 
£ut whenever he refufed his AiTent, he muft be 
obliged to pronounce the Word Vx to three Times 
with an audible Voice, £d ^t it might be diiHn^Uy 
Jieard by all the People. 

Having thus fecured the Liberties of the Subjedl, 
I think it in the next Place incumbent on me, as at 
£firficsn LegiflaCor, to maintain the Dignity of the 
Crown. I would not indeed ordain it as an Article 
^f, Faith, that the King held the Reins of his Go^' 
vernment by a divine indefeafible Right ; but yet I 
would have his Perfon facred and inviolable. Hia 
.Stibje&sof.all Degrees and Orders ihould approach 
him with the greateft Reverence. Thofe who were 
introduced to him for a Confirmation of their Pri- 
vileg^i and Imployjnents, ihould be obliged to 
proilnte themfelves, and kifs the Hem of Us Gar- 
ment. No Perfon (hould prefume to fit^ or fpit, or 
cough, or be covered in his Prefence; unlefs ic

good to communicate whatever Difcoveries they

Stage is thq Reprefentation of the Worl(f, 
and certainly a Man may know the Hunriours and 
Inclinations of the People, by what is liked or 
diiliked upon the Stage ; and I have often obferv'ji 
a Kicking to be the molt diverting Scene in a modern 
Comedy.— —We have had feveral Poets of our 
own Nation who have facceeded very well this 
Way. — ! — There is a Kicking betwixt Sir Uam 
Wildair and Alderman Bmu^glevy in the Comedy 
call'd the i^rtp to the Jubilee ; which is allowed by 
the- ableft Criticks to be a Mafler-piece of good 
Writing ; There is alfo a Kicking in the . Old 
BAtchelor^ and another in the ^S^uire of Alfatiaf. 
which are excellently well penn'd.

perhaps, £nd fome Reaion to Aifpefl we are in Danger 
of falling under fuch nnahfilute Monarchy as that now 
^ftabliihM in France, and m moft of the other King- 
doms of Ewpfi ; for I eonld fiiew that the Revenu<^s 
©fall the P^i, CM/, Mi&taty, and Ecclejta/ica/, (in- 
closing their feveral Perquifites) which are in the DifT 
pofid of the King, either mediately or immediately, 
aunotet to above Ten Millions fterUng a 'Tear ; which 
is fo great a Share of the Riches of this Kingdom, 
that it is greatly to be feared * it may, fome time or 
other, pMnre an Over-balance for that Share which is 
as yet in the Poffeffion of the People, efpeciatly, if the 
Majority of our Nobility and Gentry fhould, by their 
huxuKj (incouraged perhaps for that very Parpofe) be

We are likewife to coniider, that ta this Reventift 
of Ten Millions a Tear, which, I iky, is mediately or 
immediately in the ible Difpofal of the Crown, we 
are to add the private Fortunes of all thofe who are in 
FoJ'^onofany Pofi or Jmpl^f^enf, ,at Icaft fuch as de- 
pend upon Fleafure ; and we arp alfo to add the /r^ 
'vate Fortunes of all thofe who are in Expe^ati^t of 
any Poft or Imploytnent for themfelves, or for any of 
their near Friends or Relations \ which two Additi*. 
pns will greatly contribute to cafi: the Balance in fa- 
vour of the Crown ; becaufe whatev^ is thereby add- 
^ to the Balance on the Side of the Crown, is taken 
firom the Balance on the Side of the Peoj^ ; And a 
third Confideration of great Weight is, that the wiioli| 
of the Riches which are thus in the Balance on thfl 
Side of the Crown, being under the Dire^ipn of 0t$ 
Man^VMy always be made to operate more ftron^y 
toward^ attaining any End propofed, than it is po£ible 
to mal^e thofe Riches operate, which are in the Fof^ 
fe0ipn of the People in general-, therefcire the former,; 
tho^ much inffrior, may e^ly be made aa (h/er-betlemcs 
for the latter. .. • 

From thefe Confiderations^ it is to jbe. feared, that 
if" ever the Riches which are now ii^ the Poi&j|}ipn a£> 
the Cjrown,,ihouTd be applied to^?^ mesnagmg ovce* 
Ele^tm^ and dinging the Fropeodi^g^ of our Par^^ 
Uf^fnenfu k will be in |he . P«>j^r 9ii tlvei Crj^n tgi

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Itave always fueh^ ParlkmeBts as Will grant iv^a^evfr 
Jttft King demands, and agree to every thing he delires, 
either in their Lc^flatvve or Judkative Capacity ; 
and in fuch an imfertunate Cafe, it muil be granted » 
our Governnaent wouk) be of the very fame Nature, 
and our Monarchy as c^pluie as that now efhbliih'd 
in France^ w in any other Kingdom of Em-ope, The 
Art of fupp^rtingy^^ « Govtrnmejtt would confift on^ 
fy in bringing in all the prodigal, the luxariou?, the 
aunlyitipus, and the ayaricious Fools of the Kingdom 
{for fuch I mull call them who facrifice oiir haffy Con- 
ftitution to theSaifsfir^hm of thtirown j^etitesy what- 
ever they may think of them^e^ve^) who have large 
frh/aii Foriikmis, tt> join the Cow f Party by Mean^ of 
thofe Fofis and IfftpJiyments which the King and his 
Miffifters have at their Dif^fal. -And if ftrch a Cafe 
A6ui<f ev«r hjippen, which God fcrbid, I will be bold 
to fky, it would be Better for us to have no Parliament 
at ail ; for ar King and Mrniftry will always, with the; 
Confent of a Parliament, ventune upon more arhitrajy 
Meafures, than they durft venture upon without fuck 
Cwfent ; and a Government without a Parliament^ 
would be under no Neceffity of loading their Subjects 
with fuch heavy Taxes ; or, at leaft, if the People 
Jiould be inbje&ed to heavy Taxes, thofe Taxes would 
be chief y hnployed in mttintabiing Fleets and Armies 
fif* their Defence^ inflead of being laid o(tit in hribing 
Voters and MenibersySr their O^rejwi. 

During his prefent Majefty's Rcigp, wc are certain 
no Part cf tht Riches now in rfic Pofieffion of the 
Cpown, will CTW. be K^f^itAtsmzxdis corrupting our 
Voters^ 01^ oiir-Memfeert ^ nor wifl any -Pajl. or Im- 
fkyment ever be conferred or refumfdy with any fuch

^er ; and if cvel* any fuch Thing flioold be attempc- 
Alby the ^limf!eifs or any iiitiircKing,'it'is certain 
they will proceed in fuch: a miHainom Attempt with 
Ae utfseft Cautm $ttii Privacy ^vaji with the ftrcngefl:

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Frofeffions and Declarations in fzvowr of Liberty, and 
our IfOffy Conftitution : Every one of their moft cof^ 
rupt and abandoned Slaves will pretend he votes and 
afts only from Motives of Honour and fublick Good^ 
and as the contrary cannot in its Nature admit of a 
legal frotf, h6 will fecretly rejoice in the impenetrable 
Chfcui'ity of his Crime, and vainly imagine himfclfa . 
much cleverer ^ellmu than any of thofe who dare not 
allow e^uen themjehues to be confcious of a difhonourdble 
Behaviour. However, it will, from the Nature of 
our Conftitutioii, be eafy to difcover the Fraud ; and 
for this Purpofe, I Ihall, from our Author's Principlej 
of Government, ehd^vour to lay down a Rule whick 
Pofterity may have Occafion far, tho' we in this. Age 
ar^ fo happy as not to have the leaft Occafion for it- 

Om* Author juftly obferves, that the Legiflator, whar 
can unite in this Governnient, the Fr maples afJutbo" 
rity with the 'Principles ofPonjuer^ comes neareft to the 
Work of God, whofe Government conMs of Ifeavea 
and Earth ; for while Pouuer and Authority contihiie 
ftnited iff the Perfons governing any Country, that 
Country muft be happy ; and the Government, whe- 
ther Monarchial, Ariftocratical, or Democratical, 
will be Ju/^ and Eafi ; but the Diftrence between 
thefe three Sorts of Government i?, that iii the Mo- 
narchial the Principles of Authority zxA the Principles of 
Pdfwer are often difunitedi in the Ariftocratical, they 
are fometimes difuHited i but in the Democratical ' 
they never can be,' at leaft they cannot long remain 
difanited^ without ^^//m»^ the Form of Government ; 
for thofe Magiftrates who are not poiTeffed of the 
Goods of Forttme, cannot preferve their Ponver unlefi . 
they be pofleffed of the Goods of the Mind, by which 
they prefefvc their Authority ; and therefore if they 
b^in to fofe thtir Authority, they will certainly be 
diimifted, if not pimifhed by the People, in whom onr 
lytht Goods of Fortune, or the Princijfles of Power sltc 

lodged. • ' "

Now as the Monarchial, Ariftocratical, and De* 
jnocratical Forms of Government are, in our happy 
Confiitution, moft exadlly and artfully blended to- 
gether, the Principles of Authority and the Princifles 
^ Po^ucer muft always continue united in the Perlons 
of our Governors, that is, in the Perfons of our 
King and his Minijiers ; for tho', by the Nature of 
'cur Conftitution, the Perfon of the. King be facred, 
.tjio' he can never be fuppofed to do any Wrong, 
and confequently can never forfeit his Authority^ 
.much lefs his Parwer^ yet if he ihould have the 
Misfortune to employ Miniftersy who, cither by their 
Weaknefs or Wickednefs fhould forfeit their Authori^ 
and render thenvfelves Defpicable or . Hateful to the 
People, in that Gafe, the People affembled by their 
Representatives in Parliament, with the J^ffiiiance of 
our Nobles, may, and always will, ivhile our Con^ 
fiitution remains entire, remove fuch Minifiers from 
the King's Councils, becaufe of their Weaknefs 
or hang them becaufe of their Wickednefs, 

From hence we may moft certainly conclude, 
that if ever the Minijiers of any future King of this 
Nation ihould, by their Weaknefs or Wickednefs, for^ 
feit their Authority, and render thcmfelves Defpicable 
or Hateful to the people, and neverthelefs, inftead of 
being removed, or puniihed by Parliament, fhould 
get the Parliament not only to appronje of every 
thing they do, but to protest even their Charadleirs 
from defer*ved Cenfure, by fe*vere Lamjs and heaijy 
Penalties, I fay, we may in fuch a Cafe moft certain- 
ly conclude, that our Conftitution is overturned', and 
that the Riches of the Crown are perverted towards 
feppbrting the Power of Minifters after they have 
loft their Authority, by Means of corrupts f^ either 
our Foters at Eledlions, or ojur Members after they 
are returned. 

If ever fuch a Misfortune Ihould befel this Natiofr, 
it may not, perhaps, be in the Power of a private 

Man 
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Man to give particular Inftances oizxiy fuch Corruption ; 
bat by the EffeS we may moft certainly judge oP 
tHe Caufe, yea, more certainly than if we faw it 
with our Eyes. This, I .therefore fay, will be a 
tnoft' infalUhle Rule for our Poftcrity to judge by; 
but, thank God! we have at prcfent no Occafion.

Jh that the M^venturers icere to give 100,000 1. 
J^r the Liberty of-di^viding among themfehvesy by Lot^ 
525,0001. ^'hich is aho^je 19 per Cent. 100,000 

being fo much on 525,000. In this prefent^ Lottery 

they give 98,000 1. for the Liberty of dividing among ft 
them, by Lot, 1^0,5001. vuhich is about 65 per Cent^ 
98,000 ^«»g- fo much on 150,500; confequently thir 
Lottery is 46 per Qent.- more difadvantageous than-^ ihi^ 
Lottery laft Year. 

The Lottery propbfed laft Year was looked upon 
to-be fo difadvantageous to the'Adventorers, that very*, 
little Money was paid thereon. I queftion which is* 
the more furprizing, the Defign of mending a Lot- 
tery by another more difadvantageous, or the Sue* 
cefs of fuch a Delign. 

- It muft be ' carefully obferved, that in this Daily^ 
Poft Computation, the Lofs on the Lottery is not 
mentioned y but only the Difadvantage of it, which 
are two Things not to be confounded. That this* 
may be the eaSer underftood, I fhallglve an Inftance 
of it in a Mercantile Tranfadlion. 

A Merchant fells for their real Value a Parcel of' 
Goods which he paid at a higher Rate ; as for Ex- 
ample, he fells for 80 L which cofts him 1 00 /. 
whereof 80/. is the real Value y and 100/. is the 
Value paid. The Difadvantage in the buying of thefc 
Goods was 20/. which on 80/. is 25 per Cent. 
having, .paid fo much above the real Value: The* 

Lofs 
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Lofs is only 20 1. out of 100/. Falue paid, or 20 
per Cent, fo that the Difadvantage is calculated oa 
the Proportion of the Sum, which is the Difference 
between the real Value, and the Value paid, with 
the real Value; and the Lofs is calculated on th* 
proportion of the fame Sura with the Value paid. 

The Value paid in this prefent Lottery for. the 
Chance of a Ticket is 71/. out of which there are* 
Z^s, loft, which goes to the Benefit of the Lottery ; 
fo that there remains 43 j. for the real Value of 
it. Now, z^s, the Difference of the real Value to 
the Value paid, is to 43 /. the real Value ^ as much 
as 65 per Cent, which is the Difad<vantage of the Lot- 
tery. ^The fame Sum of 28 j. is to 71/. the Va- 

fye paidzs much as ^gper Cent^ which is the Lofs on 
it: The 28 j. are loft out of <he 71 /. not out -©f 
the 43 J. remaining intire after the Lofs. 

Many being unable, or unwilling to disburfe the 6 /• 

9 s, which are the leaft certain Sum to be returned on 
every Ticket, will only buy the uncertain Part of 
^he Ticket liable to Chance. That they may know

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I have made it a Rule to live always ih Qgarter^, 
for I Itook upon ft as my Duty to accompany thofe 
brave Fellows I have the Honour to command i 
tho' I muft tell you, we have feveral Officers wha 
think me an old falhionM Fellow, for having fucti 
vulgar Notions of Duty ; they are of Opinion, that 
an Officer has nothing to do but to receive his Pay 
punftually, and fpcnd it were he can divert himfelf 
moft agreeably, or where he can beft make his Court 
for farther Preferment.. Thcfe are a -kind of Of- 
ficers that are thruft in upon us, by what is call'd a 
P — m — y Intereft t a military Term invented fince 

the laft War. If you don't underfland what it 

means, you muft know, that when a Member o f 
happens to be— a through thick and thin Man, he caa 
recommend a Son, a Nephew, a Brother,' a Friend, 
and fomctiflies a Footman to a P— ft in" the A— yi 
and thefe People take it into their Heads*, that they 
are put in only to receive fo much Money, and look 
upon us old Soldiers as Perfons without Intercft, who 
xire obliged to do their Duty. 

But to come to my prefent Purpofc— As I have 
liv*d feveral Years remote from London, and of Con- 
fequence can know nothing of what paffes with yoti, 
except by common Fame, which is much giving* fo 
lying ; or by the common News-Papers,, which lye 
more than Fame with both herTrumpets : lihoxfd be

^Town, but much more in the Country, with Tlefpedl 

to us. 1 am told, that at C—t, and 'among the 

People of Falhion indeed, a General Officer is ftill 
admitted; that is to fay, when the Company is not 
engaged with fbme great Man, fuch as an Italian 
Fidler or Singer j but with us in the Country it is 
much worfe, for the better Sort will not converfe 
with us at all, and the inferior People look upon nj 
as their Enemies. 

It is a fenfible Mortification to me tp refleft on 
the Lofs of that univerfal Refpedl and Good- Will 
which we once enjoyed ; you may imagine, I fay, 
that it is a diiagreeable Situation to a Man who loves 
his Country, &c. to live amongfl a People by 
whbm he is looked lipbn as an Enemy. I have there- 
fore be^ti examining into the Caufes of this Orange: 

I believe it is one of the unavoidable Confequences 
'Of a long Peace, that the Soldiers (if they do not 

•take great Care) muft fall into Contempt In other 

*Parts of Life- it is natural to defpife thofe who do 

'not underftand the Trade they profefs. We muft 

'Cxpeft the fame Fate: It is the Fatigues -and 

•Dangers of the Profeffion tJfat adorn the Soldier 

with Honour ; it is being accuftomfed frequently to 

cxpofe his-Life to Hazard, that rtiakes him defpife 

thofe mean and fordid Ways by which other Men rife 

in the World J but a long State of Inadivity, is apt 

to make the Soldier and- his Arms both growrufty; 

' nay, which i's worfe, he often contrafts little Mean- 

nefles of Mind ; he has no more that frank generous 

Heart, and that open eafy Behaviour he had"; 

his Money and his Blood were- once at the- Servide 

of his Friend, but now he tak^ -a grfet^deal 6t 

'Care of both ; and he begins- 14 be in^^d with 

Pa ' thofe 
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thofe fore! id Notions, which are {o common in 
great Cities, among that mean Herd who are in the 

purfuit of Riches. If this be the Cafe of the 

Man who only lies by for a while, I am afraid it is 
much worie with him who never was acquainted 
with any thing of Service beyond receiving the 
Pay ; and therefore it is no Wonder to fee the com- 
mon People defpife fuch Soldiers as never faw the 
Jace of an Enemy. 

I believe I may fay, that not one in twenty of 
the Officers that compofe our prefent Arpiy, ever 
knew any Service, except that Foolery at Reviews. 
If you were to talk of a Siege^ and to mention Coun- 
terfcarps, and Glacis, and covcr'd Ways, fome of 
them are fo delicate, the very Terms would choak. 
them. You will ^y^ it i^ ^ot their Faults that they 
liave not been put upon Service, and therefore I 
ougEt not to reproach them ;. but what I can*t help- 
obferving is, that the Notion that they are never 
to be employed againft an Enemy, has given theni 
«ther Views, apd other Sentiments ;. nay, has givea 
their Minds, and their very Perfons, a difierent Turn,, 
fo that they don*t appear to be of the fame Species 
with thofe Officers who fei-v'd in the laft War. 
You find it out immediately in their Converfation ; in* 
ikad of entertaining each other with military AfUon^, 
you hear who will get a Cox^p^ny, or be made a. 
Lietttenant-Coionel, if his Kiafman carries i^ch ^n 
Election. I am deaf with hearing of Bribery, ai^ 
the Management of Elections ; I can't deny, but it 
is moft natural for Men to talk of thofe Actions by 
which they expefl to rife. 

I am forry to fay it, there are fome Officers who 
sever defire to make a Campaign, except^ againA 
the Smugglers ; fome who would be muqh better pleasU 
to watch all Nighjt for a Seizure of Tea or Brandy, 
than to march into Trenches, wjlier^ there is no- 
thing to. be g;ot bat Ho&ooc and bcoken. igones ;. a^d 



I do aflure you, they had much rather be command- 
ed by a Cufipm-houfe Officer, than Prince Eugene or 
the Duke o^ MarJJjorough ; but I would not have yo,u 
think that we are all fuch; no. Sir, there are 
fome amongft us who retain a little of the ancient • 
Spirit, and are fhmg to the Quick to be put upon any ' 
ignominious Service. 

But, Sir, I muft return again to the Infiilt which 
I mention'd before 5 I hope you will be fo obliging 
to let us know (in Cafe there be any Thing in it) 
whetjier thofe who receivM it, have had the AflU- 
rance to fiiew their Faccs^ fmcc. -- — If they comic 
into a Coffee, or Chocblate-Houfe, does any body 
fpeak to them ? — : — If they are met in Streets, <Jr 
the Park, does any Gentleman take off his Hat to 

. one of them ? Will a Lady give her Hand to 

be led out of the C^ra, or Play, or receive a Com* 
pliment, from fuch Pitiful Fellows.— ^ — Ire- 
member the Time, that no Gentleman in the Ar- 
my would have rowlecl upon Duty with fuch pitiftii 
Officers. 

As to my own Part, as there is a Probability there 
will be fomething to do in Hungary, I don't doubt 
but an Officer will find Service ; and I am refblved 
to take my Fate, rather than be commandedy by 
fuch fttiful Officers, 

I believe. Sir, I need not tell you, >^hom I take 
to be acquainted with Hiflory, that it has been the 
Policy of all wife Governments, to keep up a'Senfe 

of Honour in their military Men., -^^ WhcnHo^ 

.nour has been loft in the Reft of a Nation, ftjU fome- 
thing of it has remained among the Soldiery ; nay. 
Armies have at all Times been counted the very 
Schools of Honour, where young Princes and No- 
blemen have been ient, as to the bed Academies, to 
acquire generous and noble Sentiments, and to learn 
to defpife every Thing that is little, mean, or bafe % 
^i is disr. ^nfe of Honour thatis^ to animate the 
^ - P 3 " Soldier 
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Soldier when he goes upon die Dangers of hb Pro- 
Mion. 

If we are kept ftanding to defend our Country 
from InvafloDSy and I hope^ Sir, we. are not k^^ 
for any other Ufe, I ask yoa the Queftion» Ww 
Security the Nation can depend upon, in an Army 
commanded by Officers who have lofl all Senie oif 
Honour ? - ■ I muft tell you &rther. Sir, that no- 
ticing great has ever been done in Armies, but where 
the private Men have had a good Opinion of thofe 
who commanded them ; but I leave you to judge 
what Sort of Opinion the Soldiers mufl conceive of 
Officers, whom, they hear, have been treated like 
Scoundrels. 

What is become of all thofe brave Officers that 
* carried the Reputation of this Nation fo high un- 
der our glorious Queen j^une ? — Are they all 
dead, and is their Spirit dead with them ? The firft 
Regiment in which I ferv'd, was commanded by a 
Colonel, who was as elegant in his Manners, as if 
lie had been bred up in the politeft Court in Europe, 
with the Bravery of an old Roman.'-^-^l have often 
feen him at the Mouth of the Enemies Cannon, at the 
very Time that fome, who ik)w give themfelves great 
Airs, were flealing the publick Money by little 
fraudulent Contradls at Home. This great Man, I 

am told, has quitted the Service. Is he afhamed 

to be feen amongft us ? .. m , I am fure he'll do 
no dirty Work ; but if Officers will take fuch Treat- 
ment, I fuppofe no Man Will ferve amongft us, that 
lias the Courage to fnufFa Candle. 

But there is one Thing I hear with Pleafijre, and 
that is, that there was one Officer who took a pro- 
per Occafion, in a publick Place, to ihew this in- 
folent Fellow his Cane ; this was right, for no Man 
of Honour wou'd lay his Hand to his Sword, much 
lefs draw his Sword upon a noted Poxtroon. — A 
Man of Spirit is almoU afhamed to bemt a Coward i but 
/. ' ' ' *'" " '"^ " ' * as 
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fis fhewing the Cane it the greatefl Jttdignit|r that^n 
be offered to a Man, it was right in this Cafe, beoassfe 
it was letting tke World fee what fach a Fellow would 
-bear. I wi(h I knew who this Officer was» I aM 
f^erfuaded he muH have good Blood in him : i deiir^, 
8ir, -yoia will let us know his Name, or his Title, if 
he be Noble ; and I promife you^ that from, hence- 
forth^ his Health ihall be drank every Day^ . .

AS you declared in your firfl Paper, thftt you do 
not intend to coniine yourfelf altogether to Po- 
liticks, but that yoa.will now and then t^ke into your 
Confideration fonoe other Mattftrd that concern civil 
Society, I fend you a fhort DiiTertation upon Ftiend- 
Ihip, written in French ^ but never yet printed : It was 
communicated to me by a Friend, and by his Permif- 
lion I have tranflated it.— As the Sentiments appear 
extremely Juft as. well as Natural^ I flatter myfelf k 
will give your Readers the fame agreeaUe £ntertatf>- 
ment which it give me*. ' -^ 

: -^ — '-• ' THE 
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H E Encomiums which at all Times 
have been made upon Friendlhip, and 
the Reipeft which all Nations, e^en the 
moft barbarous, have had for it, are 
Proofs of its Exceltencfe 3 but the mo'fe 
excellent Fritndffiip is, of the greater 
Importance it is that it (honld be truly known, that 
Men may be Jed from the barren Adhitelion, to the 
PoffeiBonof fo gl-eat a Good. 

Several Things are neceflarj^ to be obferv'd, in or- 
der to acquire this Knowledge ; as the Nature of 
Friendfhip, the Qualities requilite in giving Advice, 
and the Pi-ecautioris neccflary to be tia.ken in the Choice 

of Friends. ^The Duties of Friendfhip, their juft 

.• Bounds, their Subordination to qther natural Duties i - 
in fine, the Means to prevent all Ruptures, and th« 
t 0>ndu6l te be obferv'd whexe thofe Ruptures are una* 
voidable. 

Whoever fhould confound Friendffiip with that 
Gorreipondence which Im^loyinents, Bufinefs, or 
common Civility have eftablifhed amongft Men, will 
fall into a great Error ; all thefe are no more than ah 
Exchange of Compliments and Vifits, a kind of Com- 
merce (if I may be allowed the Expreflion) of Sound 
and Grimace. 

On the other Side, Friendfhip is a Union of 
Hearts by the Means of Virtue and Merit, coniirm'd 
by a certain Refemblance and Conformity of Man- 
ners. I fay, formed by Virtue and Merit; for a^ 
Friendfhip ought to be conflant and inviolaWe, none 

are qualined to be Friends, but Perfons of Virtue. 

A brilliant Wit, fblid and agreeable Talents, may 
gain upon our Efteem, but they have no Right to our 
Friendfhip, unlefs they are accompanied with Virtue. 
> It is therefore effentlal that we do not confound - 
the Jargon of the Worid with the Language of the 
Heart, nor blend the foperficial Manners of Men with 
their real Characters.---— ^e ought to diftinguifh 
* ' - " ' ' thafr 
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ih^twlihkh pleafes now and then, from tkt^wU^ 
will pleafe for ever. 

We nmH bel^ve with Gcntleaefs and PoJit«nc6 to 
ibofc with whom \ye are to live, becaufc, we cannot 
have too many People to wiihns. well ; biit weaa« not 
to take the Meafures of a lafting Frie^d^ip with any 
Man, except with one who has a generous noble 
Mhid, as well as a found Judgment. 

It is moft certain, that Friendihip is a Thing not to 
be known or proved . in a Day ; thejiefore Caption: 
^nd Management are necefl^ry in the Chpice of our 
Friends i and we muft nQtdeliyer ourfelves^up^ upon 
a flight Acquaintance. Frieijtdfhips fuddenly formM^ 
commonly end aa fo^n as thi^y are begun.- ■ If we 
wou*d preferve our Friends long> wc muft.be long in 
foi-ming our Fri^dihips ; this Fk«caution is the mofe 
neceflary, becaufe the World will judge ef us by our 
Friends : We in feme Meafure prefent ourfelyes to 
the. World, and giv9 our own Pidiires^ in the Choi^ 
of our Friends. i 

As to the Dutibs cflf . Friepdihip^ they aye of two 
. JLindf, one of which contributes to render it aj^eeaU^* 
the other to make it ufeful. 

One of the ^hief OUig^tions of Fnendlhip, is, ta 
commumcate foihe fecret Charm to every Thing |hat 
happens in the^Lil^ Of a Ffieod^whether good or had; 
fomething that may l^flhfi ^e^ Senfe of the Bad^aid 
:raife the Senfe of the Gpod i fo that ilp Misfortune 
may be infuppectala^ nor tny Pleaibre may be loft ti> 
him* 

The Duties of Friendihip are not confined to this 
alone i it conMs alfo in fetting us right in our No- 
tions, in coireding our felfe Steps, in favouring our 
Enterprizes, in making us moderate in our Succeffes* 
and in fupporting us in Adverfity. 

We ought to find, in true Friendihip, the Safety of 
good Council^ the Emulation of good Example, Com- 
fort 
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fort to our Griefs, Support in our Neceffities, and i 
Multiplication of all Pleafures. 

We muft excufc the Faults of Otff Friehds ; f6r to 
expeft that our Friends fhall have no Faults', is a^ 
much as to refolve to love Nobody. 

If the Reputation of our Friends is attack'd in 
their Abrence,.we muftlngage in their Defence.-^ — ^ 
Jfthey are prefent, we muft fecond them with Pru- 
dence ; and, in private, we ought to have the Cou- 
rage to reprehcrid' them for their Faults; We 

(hould go fo far, fometimes, as to make ufe of T^e- 
proaches ; for Reproaches are a Debt which Priend- 
fhip muft fometimes pay ; but they muft never be 
made ufe of but upon very good Foundation, and" al- 
ways with Moderation. Pleafantry or Raillery 

•fhotfd never be cai*ried too -fiir with any Perfon, bat 
lefs with our Fxieijds than any* other Perfon whatfo- 
evcr. ■ ' To* pretend to Wk, at the Expencc of 
.Friendflii|),i6 ppkcidhgto it ttt the EtJfpence of G(Wd- 
Nature. 

* It i^ e&fy to conceive, by What fias been here faid, 
;that d ftll iarid intii-e Cohfidence^ is one of the princi- 
pal Obligations of Friendftiip; ' • 
' It is'eertarth, that Pdlltidans hav't hid it down, as 
a Rule, that wefhotild love' in futh a Manner, as if 
•we were ot^ tk^ to hate j and feitt, as if we were 
<mc Day to love. I thihJd this^ Ma^im is veiy 

good to be ^lk)w'd witii Refpe^ft to Hatred, but that 
it cannot be' applied to tme Friendih^ :. It is a Con- 
duft that can be follow'd only in that Kind of Friend- 
ftiip, which Chahce, fome trifling Pl^fures, c5mmon 
Intereft, of fome accidental Likiftg happen to form ; 
in which Kind of Friendfhips we ought indeed to pro- 
vide for a Rupture, which we muft expeA to happea 
one Time or other. 

Amongft true Friends there'muft be no fuch Thing 
as Diftr«ft«j there muft be no Secrets, except thofe 
which have been confided to you by a third Perfon ; 

which 
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which is a facred Truft you are not to make ufe of 
upon any Ofcafipn whatfoever.^ 
. It is certain we jfhou'd be very frank and open to 
our FrieYids ; but the beft Way is, if poflible, to do 
nothing but what you might difcover even to an Ene- 

iny. You fhould be your own firft Confident, but, 

at the fame time, live in a continual DiilruH of your- 
felf. \ ■• 

Let the Ties of Friendlhip be ever fo ftrift, yet 
they have their Bounds, and they muft be fubfervient 
to three principal Duties. 

We are all born fubje£l to certain Obligations ; we 
owe a Duty to God, to pur Country, and lafl of all 
to our Family. 

, All the Good, of Society i^. included in the exa^ 
Obiervance of thefe Duties ; and aU I^f ation$| by an 
unanimous Confent, agree to be fubje£l to them i and 
thefe form .\yhat we, call a natural Right, . . , . . 

Thefe feveral Duties have their different Degrees.; 
thofe of Friend fhip are in. the Uft Rank.— — A« 
Creajtures we belong to our great Creator ; as Sub- 
jects, to the State ; and as Meij, to our Family. 
We axe bom Creatures, Subje<£ls, and Kinfpen ; but 
we become Friends. We cpme into the World, 

charged with thefe £r{l Debts, which >ye are oblig^ 
to pay a preferable to thofe which we contrad by 
our own Choice^ 

By what has been here faid, we may judge of 
the Value of Friendlhip ; but it is one of the greateft 
JMisfo£tunes, that fo valuable a Good fhould be fub- 
je£l to the Caprices of Chance ; but fo it is, ai^d 
there are Accidents not to beforefeen, which oft^n 

breajc Fqendfhip.^ In this Cafe, we mufl: take 

Care not to fall into a Fault which is but too com- 
ixu>n, that is, of being too eafy in liftening to bad 
Suggeition?^ too ready to believe, and too rigorous 
to condemn. 

B^aion 
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Reafon and Juftice forbid us to condemn any Pcr- 

* Ibn without iieanng ; by a much ftronger Reafon,' 

Common Senfe and Hunianity exad it ^ us, in the 

Cafe of a Friend. -We fhould, on the contrary;' 

with great Calmnefs examine into the Truth, and^ 
above all, avoid making ufe of any fcvcre Tefms in 
coming to an Eclair ctfeTntnt ; there are fomc who^ 
for want of this Difcretion alone, have given 
Wounds to tke Heart of a Friend, which are never 

to be cured. ^There are too many who deliver 

tbemfelves up. intirely to the firft Motions of Rtf^ 
fehtment % and when they have committed one Fault, 
will -commit an hundred more, without knowing 
where to ftpp. ... ' 

I^ after all, one fhould be under an indifpenSble 
Ncceffity^*clf Iweakirig off intirely, there are Meafures 
to be kept-" even in Cafe of a Rupture.—; — ^There is a 
Refpe^ to be paid to paft Friendihip, at the Time 
that it is no more. ■ *A11 Noife and Eclat mu^ft 
particularly be avoided— —and we pught to take 
fpeciai Care that this Rupture is neither to be beguii 
nor followed by Paffion« 

Abovtall, we are not to dtfcover former Secrets. 
* ■ ' ' The Myftcrics of ancient Friendihip (if I may- 
be allowed that Expreffion) muil never be pro&ned. 

-.— 'We owe this Regard to ourfelves. -Bcfidey, 

we muft always lofe by making the World a Con- 
fident of the different Anecdote of our Rupture and 
Difagreement. 
\ I hope that the Nature, the Charafter, and the 

Duties of ^Friendihip are here expbined.-t ^Happy 

is he who can find ^ true Friend, at^d h^ppy is he 
«rlkO has the Qu^tics neceJ&ry to make a Friend. 
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T is the Complaint of moft Men who 
have lived any Time in the World, 
that the prefent Age is much degenerat- 
ed in its Morals within the Memory 
of Man. 1 am afraid this Com- 
plaint is not altogether without Foun- 
dation : That there has been a gradual Decay of 
publick Spirit for fome Years, cannot be denied; 
and which ow^s its Original, if I am not very much 
miflaken, to our Party-Diviilons. 

There is a particular Maxim among Parties, which 
alone is fuflicient to corrupt a whole Nation ; which 
i', to countenance, and protedl the moft infamouf 
Fellows who happen to ^ herd amongft them. 
There is no Man, let his private Charader be ever fo 
fcandalous, that can be of fome ufe to ferve a Turn» 
bit immcd ately grows to be a Man of Confequence 
with his Party. 

It is fomething fhocking to Common Senfe, to 
fee the Man of Honour and the Knave, the Man of 
parts, and the Blockhead put upon an equal Foot; 
which is often the Cafe amongft Parties. ■ In the 
Struggles that happen about Eledlions, when fome 
Candidate of a fair Charadler has been fet up on 
one Side, how often have you feen the moft aban- 
doned Knave of the other Party put up to oppbfe 

him, and both fupportcd with equal Zeal. 

Q Faftiei* 
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Parties will always find fomething <^ other, in the 
fvrorfl of Men, to reconcile them to the obnoxious 
Parts of their Chaya£lors.«-^-~He that haa not Sen^ 
Siyvagh to difUngttiih Bight from Wrong, can wAkM 
a Noife) my, the lefs Senfe, the more Obftinacy^ 
cfpecially in a bad Caofe ; and the greater Knave, 
ihe more obedient to his Leaders, eipecially when 
they are playing the Rogue. Thefc.are the bcft 
Tools, and fuch are the Qualities neceilary for 
putting in execution the bad Meafures which the 
^corrupt Leaders of Piirties intend to carry on if th^ 
Are upper moft.- 

Party Zeal changes the Name of Things ; Black 
is White, Vice is ' Virtue, a Bribe in an Office is 
Aaird a Perquiiite, and the moft iludied and con- 
certed Fraud that can enter into the Head of the 
ftio& thorough-paced Knave, ihall be voted a little 

Negligence. In fine, Party-Merit takes away all 

Blots and Stains out of the blacked Charadlers; 

and he that deferves to be hane*d, by all Laws, 

> Human and Divine, for his Condndl in private Life, 

may, at the fame^time, be an Angel with his Party. 

Mendaxy while he held an Office in the State, is 
4cteded in a little mean Fraud ; for Mendax was of 
a Complexion fo delicate, and had fomething in 
his Confcience fo fcrupuloufly nice, that he fancied 
he wrong'd his Family, if he did not play the 
Eogue when ever any thing was to be got by it i 
but however, Mendax^ in a. publick Capacity, has 
bdcn always true to the Troop ; the Chiefs of the 
Party having met to confider how to behave with 
refpeft to MendaXy in this critical Juncture, all the 
Men of Honour amongft them were for giiring him 
up> and even joining in any Punifhment that might 
be laid upon him, in order to convince th^ World, 
^at they would not protedt the Man that had wronged 
his Country; but a Veteran, and who was grown 
old in ftU the inic^oitotts Pra£ti«es c^ Party, an# 

who 
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yfha had aoqulred Authority by his Experience » ^at 
4|iike of another Opinion ; Mfffdax, fays he, hat 
dway's been an active Member of the Qiuie» and 
what haf« w^ to do with his Morak, or hi$ Hottour f 
adding, the Mam that is true to the Troop mull always 
be skreen'xly let him be guilty of what he will. 

• Thus, by the deteHaSie Politicks of Party, Meft- 
dax was countenanced and carefd'd under the In- 
famy of a moft feaniiaJous Fraud, and lived to do 
Jus Cotmtry more Mifohief, by the Corruptioii^' 
vdiich he afterwards fpvead through it, than a Fa^ 
mine, a Plague, or a War could have done. 

> If we look back into the Hiflory of a 6w Years* 
paft» we ihall iiod, that the imsienle Efiates that 
have been niade by ih^ numerous fradnlent ProjeAa^ 
with which this virtaoos Age has abowuied, haT# 
been 1^ Perfons who pretended to Be zealous Partf ^ 
Men, and. have. gone great Lengths in Party; nay^ 
ibffle haare been & cunning as to ihift Sides» and go 
od^er to the flrongeft, juit before they have re- 
folved to ibike fome bold Stroke, wifely fecurlng. 
a good Retreat before they enter upon A£tions 
ib that I have often thought, that a ftrong Party 
is the iame thing to a Cheat, that a Urong Ifland 
ift this Weft' Indies is to a Pyrate, a Place, of Safety tO' 
lay up all he has flole. 

As • I have entitled my Paper Common Stnfe^ the 
Publick may depend upon it, that I (hall not writ* 
theSeufe of a Party, becaufe Common Senfe m»ft 
be free from all Prejudice, and Party Senfe is ob- 

ferved to be rarely fo. 1 will farther add, that 

I take Common Senfe and Common Honefly to 
be fo near a-kin, that whenever I fee a Man tura 
Knaiire, I fhall not flick to pronounce him a FooL 
I have the Experience of the Times in which

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in Power, but foxnc Creature of a little, narrow^ 
»ean Underftanding. — A Piece of Ribbon, 
•r a Word added to a Name, (hall reconcile a Fool 
to the moft deibrudliye Meafures that the mod 
corrupt Miniftcr or Minifters can enter upon } but 
Common Senfe has fome Modefty, it has a Senfe 
of Shame, and cannot a£l in dired Oppofuion to 
Truth and Honour. 

But I am farther of Opinion, that if a Writer 
ftould at this Time expcft to make his Way in the 
World, and to become popular, by running violent- 
ly into all the Prejudices of a Party, he would meet 
with a Reception from the Publick very different 
fi'om what he expelled. Party-Prejudice is not 
the fame Thing it was.— The Malignity of the 
Biftemper is worn out; and it muft be a fingular 
Pleafure to a Man who loves his Country, to find 
that thofe two odious Diftinftions of Whig and 
^dry^ with which we formerly reproach'd one an- 
other, ufed no more.- All Men unplaced^ and 
Mnpeniioned,* talk and think alike ; and we fee 
gentlemen who were bred up in oppoiite Prin- 
ciples (and, tho' in other Rcfpefts Men of Honour) 
Iwd imbibed all the Prejudices of their refpcdlive 
Parties, now meet and fhake Hands, and upon 
comparing Notes, wonder that they had ever dif^ 
fered; and what makes it more extraordinary, \% 
that all this fhouM happen without their being 
reproached either by their Country, or their par- 
ticular Friends, of changing their Principles ; which 
fhews there is fomething in an honell and an up- 
right Condudl, that will carry it through the 
World, and fupport it againft all the Suggeflions that 
Calumny can invent. 

I will not hy^ that it is Profperity that has 
wrought this great Change, I am afraid this Union 
of Minds is, not owing to a univerfal Content of 
jA^ Nation; the Caufes of it are too well known 

to 
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to need any Explanation ; but be it as it will, ic. 
IS €ertain that the Cure of any Grievances that 
anay fall u}K)n us, can come fi'cm nothing eUe. but 
this Union.— ' — This is not only my Opiniony it 
i«^€ertai<ily the Opinion of thofe whofe Safety, next 
to the Corruption of the Times, depends upon our- 
DiVilions. 

When a Nation is divided againft itfelf, how great 
mull be the Providence that muft fave it from 
£nking. When the People are broke into Par- 
ties and Fa^ions, worrying and reviling one an* 
other; what a fine Harveft it yields to the com- 

^K)n Enemy. If I fhould be ask'd, who is that 

common Enemy ? I (hall only anfwer, that thers 
h a Banditti in Time of Peace as well as in Time 
of War ; there are Free-booters who are not re- 
gularly liiled on either Side, and who, while both 
Sides are engaged againU each other, will certain- 
ly plunder the Nation. 

I will only fayi beware of thofe who arc labour- 
ing to keep alive the Animofitics of Party ; it is 
true, they have laboured in vain, and Providence has 
fo confounded their Devices, that they have united 
us by the very Methods they took to keep us 
afunder ; but they have not yet given up th« 

Game for loft. ^They are continually throwing 

out Bones of Contention they are raking up 

the dying Embers of Party, in hopes of kindling 
a new Flame. 

There is a Set of Men who are governed by no 
Principles, and have no Friends or Followers but 
fuch as are attach 'd to them for mercenary Ends ; 
thefe afTume to themfelves the Name of a i^rty 
(though they do not carry fo much as the Ap- 
pearance of it;) it is they who are for fomenting 
pivifions, in hopes, that when the Madnefs of 
Party fhail again feize the People, both Sides will 
bjf Turns fall ia with thpm, in order to be reveng'd 
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and uii4o each other,, which wHl fave a great deal 
in Bril>e8 ; a Method of doing Baitnefs which muft 
have an End when there is no Money ieft in the 

Nation. But it happens, that they hare been 

fo awkard in concealing their foul Play, that all 
the World has feen through it ; and h looks as \i 
Providence had infatuated their Cunning With a kind 
Intention of putting us upon our Guard, and of 
Touiing that ancient Spirit of our People, which hat^ 
preferved this Nation, when any Incroachment have 
been made upon its Liberties. 

But though there may be no dangerous Defigps 
at prefent, and the whole Body of the Peo^ may 
entertain the fame Opinion of the good Intentions, 
and of the great Abilities of our prefent Set of Mi- 
nifters, as they really me^it, yet, it is not amifs to 
!have our Eyes about us— Political Jealoufy is in* 
feparable from the' Minds of good Patriots ; it is 
their Duty to be watchful for the Publick, and 
infpicious of the Deiigns of Men in Power-— -A 
certain Degree of this Jealoufy is abfolutely neceflary 
to be kept up at all Times, for the Prefervation 
of Liberty.——— This Jealoufy, I fay, is our great 
Security; and it cannot decay till publick Spirit 
decays. 

The Individuals of that great Body caird the Peo- 
ple, are fo taken up with their feveral Avocations, 
that they are not always at Leifure to examine 
well the Deiigns of Men in Power, and to fee thro* 
ihofe Difguifcs which they endeavour to throw owtr 
bad Meafures ; therefore it is the Duty of tvcry 
private Man to give the Alarm whenever he per- 
ceives any thing doing which mufl have a Ten- 
dency to alter and impair that Plan of Government 
mnder which, we and our Anceftors have lived free.*-* 
And this, we propofe> (hall be partly the Bufineft 
of this Paper. 
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The Adverfairies that in all Probability will oppofe 

us in this Defign, are not much to be feared > 

That Paper which is look'd upoh as the Work of 
the greateft Wits, and moft profound Politicians of 
t1« Faftion, for they are not to be call'd a Party,' 
Slight be exceird by the loweft Produftions of GrtA^ 
ftre€i ; yet, here you fee all the good Senfe that is 
amongft them, and it would be Reafon enough for 
making" the' People uneafy, if they Ibould have a 
Notion that the publick Affairs were to be managed 
by fuch Hands as publifti the moft idle, the moft 
inconfiftent, and moft flaviih Schemes of Politicks 
that e^er the World faw. 

I cannot help thinking, that they have taken up 
a Notion, that the only Qaalification of a political 
Writer, is a hardy and intrepid Manner of affert* 

ing what is riot, and of denying what is. As to 

their iwofligate Manner of endeavouring to turn 
publick Spirit into Ridicule, they liave done it with 
ki little Wit, they have not been able to gain the 
very Laughers on their Side.— -Thanks be to 
tiieir Dulnefs, it rifes againft their Oppofition ; he 
that laughs with them, muft laugh without a Jeft ; 
and therefore as often as I faw my PredecefTors em- 
ploy their Wit againft thofe who never ufed that 
Weapon agaiuft them. Town I did not look upon 
it as very generous in them ; methinks, if I were 
Mafter of that Weapon calPd Wit, I Ihould be as 
much aihamed of drawing it againft an Oiborn, or a 
fFaifingham^ as I fhonld of drawing a Sword againft 
ifi naked Man. 

Upon the whole, tho* I have promifed never td 
be dull with Deiign, yet, I would not have the 
Publick expert much from me at fuch Times as f 
Ihall be drawn into Difpute with that Paper which 
has a Mob of Stmfs Writers to fapport it ; it if 
a Briareus with an hundred Hands, but not one 
iUsA ; and as there is neither Condadt^ nor Order, 

jior 
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nor Difcipline, nor Honour amongfl them, they 
will be as eafily defeated as any other Rabble.

all the Virtues which are the Glory and Ornament 

of the Fair Sex. Modefty, Temperance, and 

Chaftity were the Charadleriiticks of every Roman 
Maid. 

When we come to the corrupt Age of the Com- 
mon-Wealth, how is the Scene changed ; as the 
Men became mercenary and effeminate, the Wo- 
men grew lewd and luxurious.. In the Hiftory of 

the firft Ages, if a Matron is named, it is to cele- 
brate her Virtues ; if in that of the latter Ages,^ 
it is only to record her Adulteries ; and the Women 
kept Pace (if they did not exceed the Men) in Vices» 
as they had done before in Virtues. 

As we, in this Country, have the Honour to 
equal the Romans in our Degeneracy, and fall from

had the fame Thing happened in their Days. 
" ■ ■ I have lived to fee moft extraordinary fune- 
ral Honours paid to a common Proftitute, by plac- 
ing her amongft Kings and Heroes, with Ceremo- 
nies I am almoft aihamed to mention.— ^ I can- 
npt iay, as the World goes, but fome Perfons of 
the other Sex may have Monuments ereded to theni 
there, who according to their Deferts, ought to be 
buried under 'the Gallows. I fay, it is pofliblc 
fach a Thing may happen.— —Be that as it will^ 
as it is a Place affigned to commemorate the Names 
of thofe who have done Honour to their Countiy 
by Learning, Wit, or Arms, isfr. therefore what 
was done in Refpedt to this Woman, was the 
greateft Infult upon Virtue and Modefty, that ever 
was known in any Country in the World. 

But let fome Perfons amongft us take what Pains 
they will to keep l«wdnefs in Countenance, Virtue 
will Ml look lovely in the Eyes of all Men of 
Senfe ; a painted Outfidc, and a corrupt Mind, will 
foon grow naufeous to the moft profligate of the 
other Sex ; and nothing can properly becaird Beauty 
that is not accompanied with ModeHy.

Daughter was a gei^eel young Woman, and very 
pretty, fo that Abak^ who was eicremely jealous of 
the Honour of his Faniily, and of his whole Race, 
as i^i'^ Arabians generally are, was under contiooal- 
Uneafineis, left the GirPs Beauty might tempt fome 
Man to endeavour to (educe her Chaftity \ her Mo- 
ther being dead, made him doubly watchful of her ^ 
he feldom fuffer*d her to fiir oat of his Sight $ 
but ^all this watching, all this Reftraint would not 

do. Whether the Girl was of a Completion 

more than ordinary amourous, or what Arts -were' 
u(ed to come at her, isuncertain ; but all the Fa^ 
her*s Vigilaxtce could not prevent the Approaches 
of a Lovei', and, at laft, of her proving with 
Child.

F it was asked me, on what Fouit- 
dation the furprizing Greatnefs of the 
Roman Commonwealth was principal- 
ly birilt, I think I fliould ifti mediately 
refolve it into that Puhlick Spirit whicn 
was fo univerfal among thofe PeopKi, 
that every private Perfon placed his Concern and 
Intefeft in the Safety, Welfare, and Honour of th« 
Pttblick ; to the Prelcrvation and Promotion of 
which, they were, at all Times, unanimouily rea-* 
dy to facrifice their Lives with the utmoA Chear- 
fblnefs. 

It was this noble Principle that fo animated theif 
Armies, and gave that inflexible Firmnefs to their 
Senate, that the one were not to be conquered, nof 
the other to be corrupted ; whereas, had thofe 
Dodrines of Selfifhnefs and Corruption, which af- 
terwards, to their Ruin, crept in among them^ 
and on which the great Jugurtha hath left that ce- 
lebrated farcaftical Remark, infefted their Coun- 
cils in the Days of Hannibal or Pyrrbus, the Gol<f 
of Carthage might have fucceeded better than their 
Steel; and Pyrrhus, had he been wife, would havd 
ufed nothing of -his Elephants but their Teeth ; 
and; mdead of arming them againil the Roman Lc- 

R z gionvy 
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^ions, wonld have known much better to have 
prefented ihexn to the Roman Conrols, or Didator. 

fiat as I believe it will be foujod abfolutely necef' 
&ry §ot any Nation to pofTefs this publick Principle 
in a very eminent Degree, before they can rationally 
propofe to be rich, great, ftourilhing, or formidable f 
io I apprehend fome foall Proportion of this Spirit 
will be requifite to keep up any Society among Men*, 
to prevent their falling into a State of Nature, or 
worie if poffible— ^-For, if once publick Spirit, or 
Patriotifm, which is another Word for the lame Idea, 
becomes the Sobjedl of Ridicule? if Men, ihall be- 
come fo abandoned to Impudence and ProHitution, 
as openly to avow the purfuing, or being acceflarjr 
to the Purfuit of Meafures prejudicial to the Intereft 
of the Publick, in order to attain private £nds, and 
ihall go fo far, as to maintain fuch damned Princi- 
ples to have been the Dodtrine of the Wife in all 
}VgeSy and ihall dare to fligmatJze thofe whofe Adidlis 
look another Way, with the opprobrious Names of 
Pools or Hypocrites ; 1 fay, if any Man, or Mca 
Ihould ever do this in any Country, without incur- 
ring immediately the utmoft Infamy and Abhorrence^ 
that Country appears to me to be in a^degenerat^ 
Way, finking into the moil abjedt State of Poverty 
and Slavery. 

Nothing can be more obvious than the Confe- 
^uence ojTan Opinion, that Zeal for the publicly 
Good IS abfolutely ridiculous, and that it is the In- 
tereft of every Perfon to gain Riches, Power, or Plea- 
fure at any Expence, and by any Means whatever. 
I f fuch Maxims as thefe ftiould gain Credit 
among the Hottentots, or any People to whom Go- 
vernment is yet unknown, it certainly follows, that 
in fuch a Community the Weak would be abfolat^ 
Slaves to the Strong; whereas, fhould thefe Docr 
bines be received in a Nation where there is a 
Gavcrmn.cnt already inftitutcd„ it would be cafy^ 

fbr 
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for the Governors to gain over to their Meafur^ 
/omc few of the Rich and Powerful, and that by 
giving thecnt more Richer and Power at the Expencp 
of the people in general. 

,* As in a natural State Men will tyranni^se and og.- 
prefft according to thejr Degrees of natural Strengths 
io in an artificial State (which all Governments ft\ay 
be called) Slavery will defcend in proportion to the 
artificial Strength ; viz. the Power and Riches of 
eveiy Individual. He that hath moft, will enflave 
all ; and from him downwards, the Grandees will 
cnflave the Gentry, and the Gentry the Commonftl- 
ty i and this is tjie Cafe df all abfolate Goverhmentl 
in the World. 

. I thank God I was born in a Country which hath 
fofmcrly emulated the Romans in their publick Spirit'. 
** 'Their Conquefts abroad, and Struggles for Li- 
berty at home, . are fufficient*Evidenees of what I 

affert. 1 know, however, this hath been fl hope 

with little Rcafon) thought to abate of late Years* 
Indeed the Prefs hath lately vented feme Do£lrines 
in direA Oppofition to this Principle : But the Re- 
ception thqfe fcandalous Papers meet with, evidently 
fliews the general Senfe of the Nation is not totally 
debauched; and that we do not yet (in general) 
make the Principles of Slavery the Rule of our 
Adions. 

This being the Cafe, the Neceffity follows of 
keeping alive this noble Principle, which, though 
not utterly loft, I cannot think fo aftive and vi-, 
gorous as it ought to be in a Nation jealous of her 
liiberty. And this Sufpicion of mine hath chiefly, 
zrikn from a late Inftance, which, I fency, few 
Peoj^ have feen in the fame Light, or received 
the iame I^nprefTions from with myielf : I mean the 
flagrant^ undifturbed Succefs oif the in^mous tuffin^ 
who hath robbed, in a Manner fcaree ever known' 
before; for fevera! Years ; and h^h at kngth grown 



tt> fitdi a height of Iniblence as to threaten^ par- 
ticular Ferfons, and beoune opetily dangerous to the 
Xiivesy, as well as Fortunes of tlie People of £fig-^ 
Jlfindl • ^ 

. Ta prevent all Robberies in a Kingdom, will be^ 

J kaow, impofiible. ^Wken defperate Minds, and 

defperate Fortunes meet. Men will often rua the 
Hifque qi the fevered -Laws, to gratify , prefect Ap^ 

fstites and Paflions. But that a Fellow, who is 
nown to be a Thief by the whole Kingdom,- fiiall 
for a long^ Time continue to rob as,, and not only^ 
ior but to make a Jeft of us for beiiftg robbed ; Hiall 
defy the Laws and laugh ^t Jjiftice i that the whole^ 
Nation fhall iee this, and fit quiet and. contented,, 
not knowing whofe Turn it will be to be robbed next^ 
an<i fhall tsuil to the common Methods of taking*. 
£og«es by ^Officers, who are^ perhaps, afraid of 
him^ and (which is not impoffible) perhaps bribed- 
by him;, only in hopes that we oui^felves ma)vefcaper 
what ibveral of oup Countrymen have and mulb 
IbiEr :- This« I think, argues a want of that publick: 
Spirit before mentioned, which fliould make every, 
particular Member fenfible of the publick Calamity^ 
and ambitious of the Honour of extirpating fiich 
a notorious Robber from the Society to which ha- 
belongs. 

I muil fay, it argues either/ an extreme BrowiineCi^ 
.•r contemptiUe Pufillanimity in the whole Nation, 
to fu£^r a Rogue, whom every one hears of^ every 
one complains of, every one abhors, to carry on hu 
idllainous Prances in the Face of the Sun,, and in* 
Contempt of the Law ; and that neither the Hope of 
the Reward, nor of the Glory which would -attend' 
ky fhouJd animate any Man, or Number of Men,, 
to put a Stop ((hough at fome Hazard) to the far- 
ther Prqgrefs of an Example which may prove fb 
pernicious, and which may, for ought I knoiiv 
i»»:tly make.RQgQC^ of h4f the KingdoBu. For £ 
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do. not fee why. any Man, who hath Villany enougli 
may not attempt it : Seeing I have never heard 
that this fuccefsfol Robber, who thus boldly pro- 
ceeds againll the Peace of our Sovereign Lord the' 
JEug, his Crown and Dignity, is either an Antopus or 
a Caeusy that he is fuperior in Strength, Art, or 
«veQ Coanige,. to the red of his Countrymen ; or» 
uideed, that he owes his long Succei&s t(> any other 
Cauie than his immoderate Impudence, and the Sloth, 
or Pufillanimity of thofe who ought to bring him to 
Juftioe. 

Moft <iiot a Foreigner laugh to hear the "whc^ 
Nation exclaiming every Day in the publick News- 
Piqperr agat&ft the Depredations of one pitiful FeL 
loWy 01^ of. vtry mean Rank and Qualifications,. 
every Way contemptible h^ — What mull they think 
of a Nation who quietly permits foch a Wretch as 
this to carry on a fuccefsful Series of impudent Rob- 
beriesy which ^s I have before faid) every one 
.exclaims againft, and yet every oneYubmits to. 

I am aware, however, that to fome very prudent,, 
or rather felfifli People, who carrying little about 
them, and therefore having little to lo^ themfelves,. 
are quite unconcerned- at what may happen to others, 
thefe Sentiments will appear romantick, and I (hall . 
be thought to have looked through a magnifying. 
Glafs, and have ^onfidered this trifling Fellow, and 
his Robberies, ik too ferioos a Manner. I anfwer^ 
I am not talking to fiichas thefe ;. for 

Ctmtatit 'vaams C9ram iairvtie wiator.

As this Man therefore is a publick Evil, to put an 
End to his Suecefs is beconte the Obje(5t of publick 
Spirit ; and I cannot help hoping, that fome among 
us, pofTefTed of this noble Principle, will unitt 
together to deflroy him ; which, if once attempted, 
muft be mighty eafy to execute : And this Fellow, 
who hath flruck a Terror all over the Kingdom, 
■will foon be brought to the Fate he deferves, ai^i 
be rather an unfortunate Example, than ^ Incou- 
ragement to all fucceeding Villains. ^

E find, that in the early Ages of the 
World, thofe, who by the Strength of 
their natural Reafon could forefee the 
Efl€<5ls of publick Meafures, or had 
I been inftrumental in preventing pub- 
. - 'Mifchief,. or giving Succefs to fome 
great Undertaking, were reputed to have fomething 
in them more" than natural. — ^ In fhort, thofe 
that had a more than ordinary fpeculadve and pra6li- 
cal Knowledge in the great Affair of governing Man- 
kind, were generally looked upon as Conjurers and- 
MagidanSr 



Therft.' 
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There was a Time, that the E^Hans and Ph^-' 
niciansy who now have loft the Name of Nations, 
were efteemM the People of the World the beft 
skiird in the Art of Government j and therefore 
Mofes^ who was a great Statefinan, ' was alfo reputed 
ji Magician, becaufe he was deeply verfed in the 
Learning of thofe Nations. 

You may meet with many Inftances in Hiftory^ 
where Princes, in Times of Difficulty and Danger^ 
have rejedled the Advice of their Miniflersand Coun- 
iellors in Ordinary^ and been under a Neceflity of 
applying to Conjurers and Wizards ; whofe Advice 
they have rather followed, efpeciall^, I fay, when 
Meafures of amore than ordinary Prudence were ne- 
cefTary to circumvent fome powevful £nemy. 

We read in the Old Teftament, that when King 
MoiA received Intelligence that an Army of I/raelites 
was coming to invade his Country, he fent for Ba^ 
Jkam, ^ Man, .who f(xr l^is Wiidom was repiKDed ^ 
Wbs3^i, in prd^ to take Co^cil of hin whaC wse» 
to be done in fo perilous a Situation ; nay, it 
has been the Practice in many Nations, in all dan- 
gerous Events whatfoever, to confult Conjuren or 
Wis&ards, for which Reafon, fome Commentatoi^ 
ligv^ faoen of Opinion, that die W^M-d Wissard figni-^ 
fied no more than wife Man ; others fMgain hold, 
chat Wizard and Conjurer were common mmes both 
.for a Conjurer and a Politician ; two Profeffiona 
-which, in their Opinion, had a very near Affinity. 

But be that as it will, it is certain the Antients 
conceiv'd fo high a Veneration for that occult ELind. 
of Learning, fo admired by the Vulgar, commonly 
called Conjuring, that CaJmuSy Zoroaflery and many 
Others, were raised to Royalty, and made Kings for 
being reputed Wizards ; that is to fay, as I under- 
fiand it, for being reputed wife Men, or being, 
thought knowing in the Af&irs of Government i for 
I cannot concdve they were made Kings for being, 

able 
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Conjuring is commonly underftood to be done hy 
the Help of the Devil ; and I remember very well, 
for fome Years paft, when Men talk*d, even in open 
Co^e-Houfes, upon Publick Afiairs and askM, How 
came this Fleet to be fent here, or that to be fent 
there ? How come this Treaty to be made, or that 
Convention to be concluded } you never could hear 
any other Anfwer returned but this— Becaufe the 
Devil was in our M 

Nor were fome great Men amongft us (ufiiciently 
on their Guard againtl the Snares and Artifices of 
their Enemies, -who drew them in very often to 
own themfelves to be Conjurers. It is certain they 
did bounce not a little, and have often braggM, that 
they were the wifeft Men in the whole World; fo 
that, if the Ad had not been repealed, their own 
Confeflion might hav« been made ufe of again^ 
them. 

While I am upon this Subjed, it comes into 

my Head, that if Miaiftcrs turn Witches, as Witches 

stre old Women, it would be no improper £^* 

preffion to fay, that a Nation is fometimes Hag" 

, ridden. 

And indeed, whenever I mention Witches or 
Wizards, I cannot help turning my Thoughts upon^ 
the gteatcft Negotiator the World ever faw ; he 
may be truly calPd, '[he ^wonderful Wonder of Won'** 
dkrs ; I cannot defcribe him better than in the Words 
of the Poet :

Abilities may now venture, with Safety, to meddle 
in pnblick AfEiirs ,; and though all the World fhonld 
charge them with being Conjurers, they may defy 
their Enemies — ; — If Evil is to be allowed in any 
Cafe that Good may come of it, it certainly ought 
in this ; and . a Man of publick Spirit may pardon 
People for dealing a little with the Devil, when his' 
Country is to receive the Benefit of it. I t is a 
common Saying, Happy is the Son whofe Father 
goes to the Devil ; but I fay, happy is the Nation 

whofe M — r-rs go .to the DeviL if this be a 

true Maxim, we hav-e JR.eafon to believe, as good 
Chriflians, that there is a certain Country on this 
Side the Ganges, that is in a fair Way of being the 
iiappieft in the whole World. 

Jf any Body fhould afTert, that .the repealing the

whenm)'woith}^ Friend raemioned an ancient Branch 
of Prerogative (if that Name may be beftowed on 
an A& ftippofed' to work by a Divine Power from 
Heaven) called Tmdhi)^ fir tit King's E'vil, which, 
with them, had been in g^eat Reverence and Bftcetn, 
though, of late Vears, it had been given np witb- 
9ut any Equivalent (the only Prerogative ever parted 
withDnthofe Terms.) 
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He told tatt that in hii Remembrance, many 
fhoufands were ufually touched for this DUtemper 
in a Year, and, among the Number, rurpriziim^ 
Gores were performed. — ;-That the Church heU 
this Branch of Prerogative in ib great Efleem, as ta

SuUennefs of the Prince, who, at 
was generally known, had received many Difgufls 
from the People ; or whether the divine Power hacf- 
been withdrawn from him, for any fccret Cauf^ 
generally unknown to the World I 

To which my Friend replyM, he fought notv 
Our prince, fays he, has as good Title as any of 
his Predeceflbrs, to perform this holy Operation ^ 
lie is fo much in love with all Sorts of Pageantry, 
smd A<£ts of Power, fo willing to believe himfelf 
above the Race of Mankind, that he woukl very 
readily do his Part, would the Faith of the ?eafks 
but employ him ; but the Degeneracy and Wicked* 
lacfs of the Times, which generally brings all 
pious and holy Things firft into Contempt, and then

Since it is obvious, 
that the People in the Country, 4vho fee Things 
but at a Diftance, will never believe that'Matterff 
go rig^t, when they obferve-a fi;eneral Difcontent 
in every one but thus Mafter *of the Family, whofe 
particular Tranquility 'they -niay, poffibly, afcribe 
to particular Reafons, and not €o the happy State of 
the Poblick.— ^Beiides that, my real Concern and 
Regard for the Fair Sex, excites my Compaffion for 
'em,' and I fympathize with *em in that Scene of 
Grief and Defpair, which the Profpe^ of their £x 
Months Exile prefest^o 'em. 

I. own, -I have .been fo fenitbly touch'd as I have 
gone along the Streets, to fee, at the One-pair of. 
Stair Windows, fo many fine Eyes bath'd in Tears, 
and difmally £x'd upon the 6tal Waggons loading 
at their Doors, that I refolv'd my Endeavours fhould 
not be wanting to adminifter to 'em whatever Amufe* 
ment or Comrort I could think oftunder their, pre- 
fent Calamity.

Life. Whether this barbarous Cuftonji of confining 
the Ladies half the Vear in the Coontrx was noc 
pradis'd among the Ancients, — r-Whedier the Cafe 
was lookM upon as above Comfort, or below At- 
tention ; or whether the Goths and Vandals may not 
have deprivM the learned World of thofe valuable 
Treati|(es, I can't tell; but this is certain, that t 
know no Cafe of greater Compafiion^ and few of 
greater Confequence, than that of a fine Woman^ 
hurried, not only .by her Husband> but with her 
-Husband, from all the Joys of London to all the 
Horrors of the Manfion-Seat in the Country ; where 
^not to mention many other Circumilances of this 
Tyranny) in one Particular, I fear it too often rc- 
fembles the Mezentian Cruelty, of tying a living 
Body to a dead one.

The moft voluminous Romances are the moft 
ferviceable, and wear the beft in the Country, flncc 
jfbur or five of them will very near hold oat the 
Seafon. Beiides that, the pleafmg Defcriptrons of 
the flowery Vales, where the tender Heroines' (6 
pften bewaird the Abfence of their much lov'd 
Heroes, may, by the Help of a little Imagination, 
and an elegant Sympathy, render the foHtary Prof- 
pefl of the neighbouring Fields a little more fup- 
portable. 

This fcrious Study, may fometimes be diverfified 
by ihort and praftical Novels, of which the French 
Language furniihes great Abundance.

I Think nothing wou'd better become the Legifk- 
tive Power, than to iee the Laws in being carried 
to a jofi and due Execution, and tatake pafticulat 
Care that they fhould be attended with as little Trour 
ble and Expence to the Subjed, as is pojQible. 

According to. the prefent Pradlice of our Conrta 
of LaWy it may poiUbly prove as chargeable to ioe 
for Five Pounds, as for Five Thoufand ; and I my 
felf remember, where the Expences of a Suit of T^m 
Pounds, by the Delays, Quirks, and Tricks of the 
Praditioners, have amounted to feven times as mucii 
as the Debt. ,. . 

It mud be ownM, that about £ve Years ago au 

Attempt was made by the Ho|ife of Commons to re- 

drefs this Grievance ; but it is plain they began at the 

wrong End, for it is found, by Experience! that the 

, Ad has not had the propofed EfFed. 

It was Enaded by, that Law, I'hat an Inqoiry 
. fhould be naade, and a Jury ihould be empanelPd ; to 
£sLT it was very good; but here it mifcarried, fop 
thefe Inquiiitors and Jurors were, for the mo£k P^rl;, 
to coniift of Lawyers and Attorn ies, and the old Say- 
ing, of Set 4i Thief to catch a Thief ^ will not hol4 
good in all Cafes ; but if thefe Inqui£tors and Jo* 
rors were not of the moil reputable Part of the Pro* 
feffion, it is no wonder the Subjed ihould not be be« 
nefited by this 'Law. 

It 
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It is obferved by Foreigners, that no People in the 
World brag (o much of Liberty and Property as the 
Subjeds of Guat Britain ; but I have heard fome of 
them fay^ that a$ we have more. People in England 
always in Confinement than there are in all Europe 
befide, it is no great Proof of our Liberty ; and this 
Evil, I am afraid, is chiefly owing to the numerouai 
Abufes that are crept into the Pradice of the Law. 

It is certain, th^t our Laws are fometimes fo loofe* 
ly, and fometimes fo ambiguoufly worded, that It 
jives our Judges, if they were not Men of the great- 
eft' Honour and Integrity, an Opportunity to explain 
them away, to pervert the Intentions of th^m, either 
to'ferve the Dettgtis of Meh in Power, or td favour 
fome Intcreft of Party or Fa^on. 

I have heard likewife fome People wifh, that it 
was not the .Cuftom for the Judges, and their Officers^ 
to take Fee^, becaufe thofe Things fall very heavy 
upon the unfortunate and opprefs'd Part of the Sub- 
jfiQs, who are obliged to contend againft the Rich 
for their Right. 

It is not only; that under the Pretence of legal 
Fees, they generally extort more than is really their 
Due by Law, (I fay the Officers, for be it far frpm 
me to mean the Judges) but the Exatnple of thofe 
in the Execution of the Laws taking Fees, is of bad 
Confequence, becaufe it is a Kind of Authority for 
thofe Exadlions committed fometimes by Attornies^ 
and* the more inferior Pettifoggers of the Law ; 
and I am very fure, if there were no Officers, nor 
no Fees, Law-Suits would be brought fo foon to an 
Mae, that it would eafe the Subject of a much greater 
Jhjcuijibrancc than even the Land-Tax. 
» 'As to the Judges, methinks, if their Salaries are 
not fufficient to fupport the Honour and Dignity of 
their Stations^ if is great pity they are not augmented,

Onficur de la Rocb^ucault very juflrly 
obferves, that People are never ridica-^ 
lous from their real> but from their 
afFefted Chara£lers ; they can't help, 
being what they are, but they caR 
help attempting to appear what the/ 
are not. A Hump-back is by no Means ridiculous, 
unlefs it be under a fine Coat ; nor a weak Under* 
Handing, unlefs it afTumes the Luftre and Orna* 
ments of a bright one. Good Nature conceals 
and pities the inevitable Defedb of Body or Mind, 
but is not obligM to treat acquired ones With the 

lead Indulgence. Thofe who would pa6 upoA' 

the World Talents which they have not, are as 
guilty in the common Courfe of Society, as tiiofb 
who in the way of Trade would put off falfe Mo- 
ney, knowing it to be fuch ; and it is as much 
the Bufinefs of Ridicule to expofe the former^ as 
of the Law to punifh the latter. 

I don^t here mean to coniider the Affe6latioa 
of Moral Virtues, which comes more properly un- 
der the Definition of Hypocrify, and jiiftly excites 
our Indignation and Abhorrence, as a criminal De- 
ceit \ but I (hall confine myfelf now to the Afle£la< 
tion of thofe leiTer Talents and Accomplifhments, 
without any of which, a Man may be a y^ry wor- ^ 

" U thy 
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thy valuable Man» and only becomes a very ridi- 
culous one by pretending to *em. Thofe People 
Aj^^^e proper, and, it riiay be, the only proper 
^je^s of Ridicule ; for they. are. above Foolft 
who are below it, and below wife Men who^.ace 
^bove it. They are the Coxcombs Lord Rachtfter 
defcribes as Self-created, and of whomi he fays, that 
God neVer made one worth a Groat. Beiides, as 
they are Rebels and Traitors to Commoif Senfey 
whofe natural born Subjeds they are, I am jufki&cd 
Jn trcjiting 'epi with the utmoft Rigour. » . . - 

I cannot be of the general Qpinion, that thefc 
Coxcombs have firft impofed upon themfelves, and 
feallv think them^lves what they would Jiave others 
think ^em. On the contrary, I am perfuaded that 
fprery Man knows himfelf beft, and is his own fe- 
vered Cenfor; nay, I am convinc'd, that many a 
Man has liv'd and dy'd with Faults and Weak- 
jxeffes, which no body but himfelf ever difcovcr'd. 
It is true, they keep their own Secrets inviolate, 
which makes People believe they have not found 

il out." W hy do we difcern the failings of our 

fiends (boner and better than we do other Peo- 
ples } but becaufe we intereft ourfelves more in 
'cm I by the fame Rule, we feel our own ftill 
f(lM>ner. Aiid poffibly, in this Cafe alone, we are 
Idnder to our Friends than to ourfelves; iince, I 
very much quellion, if a Man would love his Friend 
fo well if he were ^ultlefs, and he would certain- 
ly like himfelf the better for being fo. .If this 
SAppofition be true, as I think it is, my Coxcombs 
are both the more guilty, and the mpre ridiculous, 
as they live in a conftant Courfe of pradlical Lying, 
and in the abfurd and fanguine Hopes of paiUng unr 
deteded. 

. ifatuuSf the moft confummate Coxcomb of this, 
#r any other Age or Country, has Parts enough to 

•' - have 
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have exceird in almoft any one thing, he wo«U 
have api^ied himfdf to. fiat he muft exod iii sU^ 
He moil be at once a Wit, a Lover, a Scholar, and 
a Stitcfman; yet, confcious of the Impra^icability 
cf the Undertakings' he parcels out his Accoropliih-^ 
inents, and compounds to have the feveral Branches 
of his Merit admired in feparate Diflridb. 

Hence, he talks Politicjcs to his Women, Wit 
to Miniilers of State, difplays his Learning to Beaux, 
and brags of his Succefs in Gallantry to his Coun^ 
try Neighbours. His Caution is a Proof of his 
Guilt, and ihows that he does not deceive himfelf, 
but only hopes to impofe upon others. Fatuus^^ 
Parts have undone him, and brought hioft to ;$ 
Bankruptcy of Common Senfe and Judgment ; as 
many have been ruin'd by great Eftates, which led 
*em into Expences they were not able to fupport. 
- There are few fo univerfal Coxcombs as FatmSg^ 
to whom I therefore gave the Poft of Honour ^ 
but infinite are the Numbers of minor Coxcombsn 
who are Coxcombs quoad hoc^ and who have Angled 
out certain Accompliihments, which they ar^ re- 
iblved to poilefs in fpite of relu^nt Nature* Their 
moil general Attempts are at Wit and Women, as. 
the two xsio^^ fldning and glittering Talents in Ae- 
Beao Monde. 

Thus Frotervusy who has a good ferious Under- 
Handing, contrives to pafs almofl for a Fool, be-* 
caufe he will be a Wit. He muft ihine ; he admires 
and perfues the Luflre of Wit, which, like an Ignis 
fatuus^ leads him out of his Way into all Sorts 
of Abfurdities. He is awkardly pert, he pun^, 
twifts Words^ inverts Sentences, and retails in one 
Company the Scraps he has pick'd up in another ; 
but ftill, confcious of his own Infufficiency, he cau- 
tiouOy feeks to ihine, .where he hopes he may da?^ 
sde, and prudently declines the Encounter of the 

U ^ ftrongeft 
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Srongeft£y^. How often have I feen his unrOLr 
toml Alacrity foddenly confounded^ and ihHnkiD^ 
into Silence, al the appearance of fomebody of 
tTOW*d and unqueftion'd Wit. 

• Pofufero/lu has a (low laborious Underfhnding, 
ic good Memory, and, with Application, might fuc- 
cecd in Bufinef^ ; but truly he muft be a Jifie Man', 
and fucceed with Women. He expofes his clumfy 
figure by adorning it; makes Declaration of Love 
with all the Form and Solemnity of a Proclamation ; 
and ridiculottdy confumes in Revels, the Time he 
might ufefully employ at the Desk. He can*t be 
ignorant pf his ill Succefs ; he feels it, but endea* 
•rours to impofe upon the World, by hinting, in o'ne 
Set of Company, his SuccefTes in another ; and by 
irhifpering, in publick Places, with an Air of Far 
xniliarity, fuch indifferent Trifles, as would not 
joftify the Woman in refiifing to hear 'em. But 
liow have 1 feen him skulk at the approach of the 
jeal Favourite, and betray his Confcioufnpfs of his 
afiedecl Charafter ? Be ft known to FonderofuSy and! 
all thofe of his Turn, that this Vanity, befides the 
Abfufdity of it, leads them into a moft immoral 
Attempt ; and that this praftical Defamation of 
SI Woman, more juftly deicrves an A6Uon at Law, 
than a coarfe Word ralhly uttered. 

Garrului hopes to pals for an Orator, without 
either Words or Matter; it's plain he knows his 
own Poverty, by his laborious Robbery of Authors. 
He pailes the Nights in Book-breaking, and puts 
off in the Day-time the ftolen Goods as his own ; 
but fo awkardly and unskilfully, that they are al- 
ways brought back to their true Owners. 

• Bavius, ballafted with all the Lead of a German, 
will rife into Poetry without either Ear or Inven- 
tion : He recites, what he calls his VerfeSj to his

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Female Relations, and his City Acqtiaintaiictf, but? 
never mentions 'em to Pope, . 

Perplexus infifts upon being a Man of Buiinefy,* 
and, though form'd, at bcft, for a Letter Carrier,- 
will be a Letter Writer ; but confcious that he caiL 
xieither be hecefiary nor ufeful, endeavours to bo-' 
tolerated by an implicit Conformity t6 Men and* 
Times. 

In fhort, there are as many' Species of Coxcombs^ 
as there are defirable Qualifications and Accomplifh* 
ments in Life ; and it would be endlefs to give In- 
ftances of ev^ry particular Vanity and ASt&ztxoni 
hy which Men either make themfelves ridfcuIou5^p 
or, at Icall, depreciate the other Qualities fhcjr 
really poi&fs. Every one's Obfcrvation will forniih* 
btim with Examples enough of this Kind. But S 
will now endeavour to point out the Means of avoid** 
ing thefe Errors, though^ indeed, they arc fo ob^ 
v-ious in themfelves,- that one fhould think it nn«- 
nece^ry, if one did not daily experience the con-*- 
trary. 

It is very certain, that no Man is fit for' everjp* 
Thing ; but it is almoft as certain too, that there is* 
icarce any one Man who is not 6t for fomething s* 
which Something Nature plainly points out to him^ 
fy giving him a Tendency and Propepfity to \t» F 
look upon Common Senfe to be to the Mtnd, what' 
Confcience is to^ the Heart, the faithful and conftanr 
Monitor of what 13 right or wrong. And I ant^ 
convinced that no Man coinmits either a Crime, or' 
a FoUy^ but againft the manifeft and ienfiHe Repre- 
fentations of die one or the other. Every Maxi\. 
fysds in himfelt either frpm Nature, or Education 
(for tKey are hard to diflinguiih) a peculiar Bent and- 
Difpofition to fome pfirticular Charadlerj ahd^ hia 
Aruggling againfl it, is the frultlefs and endlefs La- 
bour of Sij^pMfs. Let him fpllow ^^uUivate that

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Vocatioiii lie w31 focceed in it, and be coaMcrMief'^ 
ill one Way at leaft ; whereas, if he departs from it^ ' 
he will at beft be inconfiderable, probacy ridku'-

g^nce and Good-natare to £ive a whole City kff tte - 
Sake of five Righteoos*, but are more inclined to 
condenin many Righteous for the Sake of a few 
G«ulty. And a Man may eafily fink many Virtoes ' 
by the Weight of one Folly, but will kmdly be sMc 
to proteA many Follies by the Force of one Virtue; . 
The Players, who get their Parts by heart, and are^ 
to fimulate but for three Hoars, have a Regard in 
choofing thoTe Parts, to the batnral Bent of their' 
fienkis s Pinketbmau never a^cd Co/^, nor Booil^ 
€tnA I their invincible Unfitnefs forthofe Charadera 
would inevitably have broke out, in the fhort Time- 
<of their Reprefentation. . How then ihall a Maa 
liope to a6l with Sttccefs all his Life long a borrowed 
and ill-fuited Giaradler? In my Mind, Pini^ey got 
3nore Credit by adUng ScrtA well, than he would 
Iiave got by afling Cato ill ; and I would much rar, 
ther be an excellent Shoemaker, than a ridiculous 
and inept Minifter of State. -— ^-I greatly admire our 
induflrious Neighbours, the Germans, for many thinga. 
but for nothing more, than their fteady Adherence 
to the Voice of Nature ; they indefatigably porfue 
the Way ihe has chalk*d out to *€m, and never dc-' 
viate into any Irregularities of Charaaer. Thus

J muft obferve. that the Word Coxcomb i; of^ 
tbe ConunoD Gender, ^oth Mafculioe and Femininer 
aad that the Male Coxcombs are equall'd in Number' 
by the Female one^ who Hiail be the SubjcA of nyr 
iwU Paper. ' 
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A V I N G, in my former Paper, cen- 
fur'd, with Freedom, the Affeflatians 
and Follies of my own Sex, I flatter 
myfelf, that I fhall meet with the In- 
dulgence of the Ladies, while I confix 
dcr, with the fame ImpartiaHty, thofe 
Wcaknefles and Vanities to which their Sex is as lia- 
ble as ours, and, if I dare fay fo, rather more, as 
their Sphere of Adlion is more bounded and circum- 
fcrib'd.

She would appear 
learned, and has juft enough of all Things, witnout 
comprehending any one, to niake her talk abfurdly 
upon every Thing. • She looks upon the Art of plea- 
fing as her Mailer-piece, but miftakes the Means fa 
inuch, that her Flattery is too grofs for Self-love ta 
fivallow, and her Lies too palpable to deceive for a 
Moment ; fo that fhe fhocks thofe fhe would gain.---- 
Mean Tricks, Ihallow Cunning, and Breach of Faith, 
conlHtute her miftaken Syftem of Politicks. She en- 
deavours.to appear generous at the Expence of Tri- 
fles, while an indifcreet and unguarded Rapacioufnefs 

diifcovers her natural and infatiable Avidity. Thus 

miftaken the PcrfeAions fhe would feem to pofTefs, 
and tjic Means of acquiring even them, fhe becomes 

the 
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the moil ridiculous, inflead of the moft^ complete of 
her Sex. 

Sudofia^ the moft frivolous Woman in the World, 
condemns her own Sex for being too trifling. She 
defpifes the agreeable Levity and Chearfulnefs of a 
mlxM G>mpany ; (he will be ferious, that fhe will $ 
and emphatically intimates, that fhe thinks Reafon 
and good Senfe vtry valuable Things. She never 
mixes in the general Converfation, but Angles out 
fome one Man, whom fhe thinks worthy of her good 
Senfe, and in a half Voice, or S^tto 'voce^ difcuEes her 
folid Trifles in his Ear, dwells particularly upon the 
moH trifling Circumftances of the main Trifle^ 
which (he enforces with the proper Inclinations of 
Head and Body, and with the moll expreflive Gefli- 
culations of the Fan, modeftly confeffing every nbw 
and then, by Way of Parenthefis, that poffibly it 
may be thought Prefumption in a Woman to talk 

at all upon thofe Matters. In the mean time, 

her unhappy Hearer ftifles a thoufand Gapes, aflents 
Mniverfally to whatever fhe fays, in hopes of fhort- 
ning the Converfation, and carefully watches the 
firfl favourable Opportunity, which any Motion iift 
the Company gives him, of making his Efcape from. 

this excellent folid Underftanding. Thus deferted, 

but not difcourag'd, fhe takes the whole Com-, 
pany in their Turns, and has, for every one, % 
Whifper of equal Importance. If Eudofia would 
content herfelf with her natural Talents, play at 
Cards, make Tea, and Vifits, talk to her Dog often, 
and to her Company but fometimes, fhe would not 
be ridiculous, but bear a very tolerable Part in the 
polite World. 

Sydaria had Beauty enough to have excusM {while 
young) her want of common Senfe. But fhe fcorn^d 
the fortuitous and precarious Triumphs of Beauty. 
She would only conquer by the Charms of her 
Mind. A Union of Hearts, a Delicacy of Seinti- 

mentSj 
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ments^ a mental Adoration, or a S«rt of tender • 
Quietifm, were what fhe long fought for, and nerer 
found.' Thus Nature ftruggled with Sentiments till 
Ihe was five and forty, but then got the better of it 
to fttch a Degree, that Ihe made very advantage- 
pus Fropofals to an Irifo Eniign of one and twenty :

Her Mind, as weak as her Body, is abfurdly 
adbm*d; She calks Politicks and Metaph^ficks,' 
mangles the Terms of each, and, if there be Senfe- 
in either, moft infallibly puzzles it i adding Jntri* 
c^cy .to Politicks, and Darknefs to Myfleries, equal- 
ly ridiculous in this World and the next. 

I ihall not now enter into an Examination of 
the Icflfer Affedlations (moft of 'em are pardonable, 
and many of 'em are pretty, if their Owners are fo) 
out confine my prefent.Animadverfions to the Aifeda* 
tidn of ill-fuited Charafters,' for I would by no Means 
deprive my fair Countrywomen of their genteel lit- 
tle Terrors, Antipathies, and Afie<Etions. The alter- 
nate panicks of Thieves, Spiders^ Ghofts, and Thun- 
der*, are allowable to Youth and Beauty, provided 
they don't furviye 'eni. But what I mean is, to pre- 
vail >vith 'em to aft their own natural Parts, and not 
other Peoples; and to convince 'em,^ that even their 
own Imperfeftions will become 'em better than the 
borrow'd Perfedjons of others.

&r chat foft Empire, and' the ableft' of our Sex can- 
not contend witn 'em in the profound Knowledge 
and Condud of thofe Alcana, fiut then thofe wha 
are deposed by Years, or Acqidents, or thofe who by 
Nature were never qualiiied to reign, fhould content 
themfel ves with the private Care and Oeconomy o£* 
their Families, aad the diligent JpiiTcharge of do* 
meftidc Duties. 

I take the fabulous Birth of^ Minefva, the Godde& 
of Arms, Wifdom, Arts, and- Sciences, to have been 
an Allegory o( the Ancients, (^Iculated to ihew, that 
Women of natural and ufual £irths muil not slim at 
thofe Accomfdiihments : She f|>rung arm'd oat of 
yufitfr*$ Head, without the Cooperation of his Con- 
fort yu»o, and^ as. fuch only, had thofe great Pro* 
yinces afllgn'd her.

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Thus reafons Cornaro in defence ofhimielf; and, 
io my Opinion, i&ot amifs. But another Thing may 
clear the Dodior from Imputation of Quackery, and 
that is, the Fairnefs of his Propofals, in which he aiks 
no Pay> till the Patient, or his Friends^ be iatisfied 
of the Cure. 

The Dodtor, and his Bills, are at prcfent in every 
body^s mouth : I heard, the other day» that the Ve^ 
netian Senate (which, if Impenetrability be the Proper- 
ty of Wifdom as well as Solidity, has an unqueHi on- 
able Claim to the Character of Wife) upon the firft 
Humour of this uncommon Phyiician, had afTembled 
in Form, fufpcdling Cornaro had ilolen his Arcanum 
out of their Archives, and accordingly had fent for 
him to examine ; but upon comparing the Receipts, 
they were found vaftly different; Cornaro wasdifmifs'd, 
much to his Honour, and many fecret Re (le£lions were 
call upon the Senate. 

People are prodigioufly divided in their Opinions of 
the Qodor : Some think him a mere Quack, and an 
irrant Pretender : Your Wits have abuncbnce of 
By-names for him ; as Brain^fettery ^enfe-finder^ Haher* 
dajhtr <f Small tFit, &c. Others again allow the Fellow^ 
is fomething of a Philofopher, and knows a little of 
the Anatomy of a Human Brain ; they wi(h the Dodlor 
good Succefs, and recommend him to every one they 
know— ^but themfelves. But the Bulk of the People 
look upon him as an Angel ient down from Heaven, 
to render Mankind wtfer and happier : They bring 
their Children to him from all Parts, but as yet, I 
have not feen one old Perfon take his Medicine. It 
is become a Proverb in Venice t when any Man fpeaks or 
adts a filly Thing, to fay. Send him to Dr. Gafpar i or. 
Get himfome Elixir,

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Monarques in this Northern Part of the World, can yet 
pretend cq» both in refpe^ to otuyvard Pomp, ^nd real 
Ppwer... But of all (hefe gloi;iouA.Seata of Empire, 
there is npne^ the Deicription of which fo much ftrikes 
my Imaglnauon, as what he recounts of the Court of 
that great Empercur, Xord of the Mountains 4)f th« 
Xfoon ; and, except pne, the bigh^Jl Potentate upon 
Earth, the moll ilJuftrious PreJJer John of Jb^J/tnia, I 
will fay nothing of his Gold, nor of his Jewels, the 
^reat Njiinber of his Copcubines, or any thine elfe tha£ 
1$ common to him with other Kings ; but connne myielf 
lo oiae particular Piece of State, in which, to myjude* 
mem, he much excels them all, not his Cotemporaries 
alone, but themoft famous of Antiquity. The Article 
1 mean, is the Choice of his Guard \ fuch a Choice, as 
denotes his great Acutenefs in judging what may beft 
ferve both to* the Glory anci Safety of his Perfon, the 
mod capable to drike an Awe into his Subjedts, and 
therefore the propereft Ornament of his Court. Not to 
keep you any longer in Sufcenfe, I muft inform you, 
that on each Side ofthe Pretence- Chamber, at the Foot 
of the Throne of his Ah^JJinian Majelly, is ranged a 
Band of nirty limng Liofis. They are chained indeed, 
but, within the length of their Chainsas fierce andcniel; 
as in their native l^'oreits. What a pitiful Figure, in. 
cjotrnparifcn with this, does the moil formidable Guard 
make here in Europe! Will the grimmeil /fi^r in, 
Germany pretend to match his Whiikers with th^irs^, 
though ever fo martial ? Or any Beef*Eater here, to 
neaiiire his Halbert with the iharp Fangs of thefo. 
Woody Eaien of Men f How much Kefpedt and Dread, 
muft fuch an Appearance imprint on all who come nigh, 
thataweful Throne ! I humbly conceive, that the bold* 
eft Patriot there would not venture to bring a Coir plaint 
of any Grievances before a Prince befet with luch a 
Circle, and much Jefs could a Foreigner fiippprt the 
miacca&om*d Sight of a Scene fo full oi Terrors.

Lions ? Vi6-^vfoA*i\it fumhUnvithhii Breeches f How 
wou'd hie^ heHtate and ftaramer in his Spefech "f How 
very difficult wou'd he find ii! to fiiftain the /jyf/vy/i 
CharaSler of the Prince he reprefented ? And inde^fd* 
the* Wit of Man never invented amoretremendoas At- 
tendance upon Majfefly. Salomon is faid to havebeen 
tht moil migiiificent, as welt as the wi left King that 
ever reign'd, and yet how ftiort did he fell of Prejler 
fobn! For his Throne was only guarded with Twelve 
Lion^, and thofe but in Effigy too ; whereas this Mo- 
narch, wifely difdainitig a mere fidlitious Show, has 
ndlefs than Threefcore, all alive , and with Claws and 
Teeth that can be ufcd upon Occafion, as they that an- 
ger him oft^n find to their colt. 

I aflc'td* the Bifhop, if the Kings of jihyffinia Yi^^ihttn 
always g*iarded in this uncommon Way : H^ told* me 
no ; that, till about Fourfcore Years ago» they had no 
Ouard but the Affe^ions of their People, and hatd made' 
a ihUt to tub on fo for many Centuries t but that the' 
Great Grandfather of the King now reigning, who Was i 
a PHnce of extraordinary Reach and Penetration, hired 1 
up'two tame Lions in his Palace, which hefom^itne^ 
placed on' eiich Side* of his Throne^ where they did 
no' Harm to any of hisr Subjects, but were conitd^rM as' 
a Piet^ of Re^a! Pomp, which might help to dra^' 
the Refpe€l at Foreign' Nathns, It was alfo urgM, 
that the laiown AfFcfmon of thefe Animals to all'thbft' 
of Roytl JSloodv and their natural Vl|ihnce (tM 
ibtf never ijoite clofe their Eyes, eve^uik^ptng) 
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made them very proper to watch before the Throne in 
' a Time of Danger, as that happened to be. On thefe 
Pretences, this Guard w,as firft eftablifti'd, and was, at 
'firft; neither dangerous, nor fear'd ; but the. Number 
of ihem was increased in every Rei^n, ^nd in- 
creased by thofe of the ivorjl and ivi/Jefi Kindy> till a 
compleat Standing Corps pf them, was form'd, (0 ' 
the gre^t Difquiet and Terror of the Nation. 

Then indeed, the States of the Kingdom took the 
Liberty to remonftrate againft thi§ Innovation in their 
Government, and humbly befought the King to reduce 
hii Lions, But fome Excufe was fiill found to keep 'em 
up ; and, what was wcirfe, the People made to feed 
them. Many a Bullock and Sheep are the poor Farmers 
oblig'd to bring to^heir infatiable Jaws, andgW w^en 
• they efcape fo ifor v^ry frequently they are, thpmfelves, 
fnap'd up by. thefe Devourers. And as the Emperor 
has many Country Houfes, where he refides in the dif- 
ferent Months of the Year, there arc fo many different 
Sets of Lions kept for each of them> which in thjs Ab- 
fence of the Court, are quarter'd in the Villages and 
Neighbouring Towns at the Qharge of the Inhabitants. 
Nor does the Nobility itfelf ilandlefs in Awe of them ; 
for though they are chain'd, yet the Grand Vizir ^ who 
is their Keeper, lets, out their Chains, or cont^adts 
them as he pleafes ; and when any Nobleman ,who is 
not in his Intereft, pr^fames to come to the King, 
/^without his Leave, it is a great Chancer, if he be not 
torn in pieces before he gete three Steps beyond the 
Door. • 

, I afk'd the Bishop, how his Majefty durfl venture to 
truft his Lions to any but himfelf ; £nce. notwithHand- 
ing their Regard for the Blood Royal* they might, per- 
haps, be turn'd againft him by aMiniiler who kiiew 
l:^ow to manage them, if he found it for his Intereil; 

Very true, Sir» faid h^i and for that Reafofl this po-

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under his own immediate Care; for. Jbc .ofcem reviews 
them with particular Attention, fills up Vacancies him- 
felf with proper Beafs^ fees that they al! are of tfie Jainc 
Size, and the fame Colour ; that they vs^hiik tfac^ 
Tails, ftiake their Manes, and roar in Concert }. which 
they certainly do, beyond any Beads in jfric. Xn pjje 
wonii he, knows his Lions, and is knovy^n to thejm ^ 
fo that, if under him the Vizir has any Influence^ it 
can't be attended with any Danger to the Crown, Ani 
it is fure that they can't be better managed.; ";^ as 
fierce andfavageas they are to other Men. they are '& 
obedient to Him and his Minifter, that I have fecn 
them, more than once, lick both their Brec'— — rts^mi 
fawn upon them as if they had been fo many Spariieli. 
Nay, I heard the prefent Vizir declare in PubUcI^ 
That if any of them durll prefume to groul at him, cir 
fo much as look like Lions in his Preiencc, he would 
•Jiavc them turn'd out of Court with a good whipping, 
and. fent to ftarve in the Woods from whence thxy 
came. 

Neverthelcfs, added the Bifliop, it is the Opinion of 
many People of good Senfe in y^^v^«/«, that the VixJr 
is over- confident of his Power ; and that, as fecure as 
he thinks himfelf amongft them, he had beH not pa 
his Head into their Mouths, 

I fuppofe, faid I, he takes care that the Chains with 
which he holds theie Beads are very ftrong. O I Yes, 
replied he, they are all of beaten Gold ; and when any 
prove more unruly than the reft, no Expence is fpar'd 
to douhk their Chains^ after which they become as gen- 
tle as Lambs ; to their Keeper, J mean : For it is ob- 
fervable of thefe Creaturfe, that the more tame they 
are to him, the more mifchievous and rampant they 
are^to every body elfc. 

I have heard, faid I, that the Lions of this Country 

arp na^turally fome of the ftouteft in the World; They 

"have been counted fo, anfwcr'd he ; but few of theib 

have ever iook*d a Tyger, or a Leopard in the Face. 

They 
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They came to Court errant Whelps^ and, fince that 
1*ime, have only preyM where they met with no Rcfi* 
iVance i yet feme among them have good Blood in their 
Veins, and would have Spirit, if they couM but break 
thdir Fetters. 

As I always endeavour, out of all I fee or Tiear, to 
draw fome Benefit to this my native Country, I have 
been conHdering how far it might be proper to imt« 
tate iVis African Magnificence in England: And though 
I am againft bringing Lions to our Court, as it might be 
called fetting up a Foreign Force, and would therefore 
be juflly oppoTe^ by a Britijb Parliament ; yet, I am 
fare, no Objeftion can be made to a Guard of Three- 
fcore or a Hundred Englijh Maftivesi which, if con- 
ftantly tied up, wou'd be as fierce, and no lefs watch- 
ful, or loving to their Mafter. I prefer them to BulU 
DogSt becaufethey look more Terrible i and in thefe Mat- 
ters Sho^ is a great Article. 

Cfertain I am, that it is abfolutely neceffary to add 
Jbtne ne^ Terrors to thofe now about the Throne, whca 
the fadlious Party is become fo bold and infolent, as to 
tfeat the Gentlemen who ferve it with Contempt. Ic 
IS in vain to pafs penal Laws, and A^s reftriftive of 
the Liberty of the Stage, or of the Prefs j this ftubbom 
Spirit will never be fupprefs'd, but by throwing thofe 
poffefs'd with it to the Dogs.

at the Ufe and Throne of the Prince that raised thenaf. 
The Reafon of which is plain; becaufe having only 
themfelvea, and their own private Intereft in view, 
they make ufc of the Prince only, as the Means of their 
own Grandeur, without any Regard to his real Service, 
or the poblick Good, againii which it is impg^iUe 
to do the Prince any. 

A King, by his royal Office, is the Father of hi* - 
Country, whofe Eye ought to watch over the Good of 
all and every one of his Subje£ls, in the jull Execution 
of the Laws, and the impartial Difpenfation of Prero- 
gative. In redrefling Grievances, rewarding Virtue, 
puniihing Vice, incouraging IndulVry, and the like. 
But Princes, though the Vicegerents of Heaven, being 
not endued with Omnifcience^ can only know thei'^ 
Grievances, Virtues, Vices, Induftry, ^c. of the 
People, and their feveral Exigencies, by the Eyes and 
Information of others ; Nor can this he done by truil^* 
ing to any one particular Favourite, who having np 
more» nor larger Qualification than his Prince* can 
have no other Means of informing him aright, thajoi 
«vhat his Prince, has, without him; nay, it may very 
well be iaid, that he has not any Means too fure and in- 
feUibie, For the Prince, if he confults his great Coun- 
cils, and only adheres to their publick Decifions, can^' 
not mifs of knowing all that is neceflary to be known 
for his own Glory, ^nd his People's Good, which ar« 
infeparable ; but the Favourite, having private Defigns 
^o.cairy on, receives his information from thofe who 
4anuft.reprefest Things to himas he would have them, 
by that Means to ms^ their Court, andfecure that Suc^- 
cefs to their Wifties, for which they dally pay the Ado- 
Tation of fo much Flattery. But if by the wonderful

& Fund for their Continuance. 

To this End, he grants Commi£jon under the Great 
6eah which obliged every Man on Qath» to deliver the 
true EAimate of his Eflate* and to pay Four Shillingis 
in the Pound for every Fifty Founds^ and upwards. 
This was fo heavy and fevere a Tax, that its being 
authorized by Parliament, would not have freed it from 
the Imputation of an OpprelTion of the Subjed : But 
€0 be done by that private Authority of a Subje6l> is 
whstt wants a Name. And that it was fo, notwith- 
itanding the Great Seal was afiixM to the Commiflions, 
is plain, from his Majefty's difowning the Matter, as 
fuch a Violation of the Fundamental Rights of the 
People, and a total Diflblution of Magna Charta^ that 
no wife King could be guilty of. A juft Conflderation 
of which, made the King declare. That though his 
Necefiities were great, yet he fhould never think them 
^reat enough to attempt raifing Money by any but the 
legal Way. 

Though the King. had made this Declaration, and 
the Cardinal found his firft illegal Project defeated : yet, 
fmce Money was to be had, or his befigns fell to the 
Ground, he tries another, as little agreeable to Law as 
the former, though not fo odious. He puts the King 
on deiiring a Benevolence of the People, without A£l of 
Parliament ; and the CommiiTioners, who were the 
Cardinars Creatures, exacted the Money not as a free 
Gift, but as due by Law; but in this he was difap- 
pointed, though at the Expence of his Mailer's Reput 
ration; for the People pleaded a Statute of Richard 
in. and obilinately refufed to pay it. 

There 
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There is fomething remarkable in this AfFair, which 
difcovers the Ingratitude of the Favourite. For to take 
off the Imf utacion of doing this of his own Head, he 
fummon'd the Lord MsLforzud Aldermen, and folemn- 
ly proteHed, that through a Conviction of their Inabi« 
Iky to berfr fo heavy a Tax, and out' of AfFe£lion to' 
them, he had in a moft humble manner been a Medi- 
ator with the King, to recall thofe Commiflions, , and- 
wholly throw himfelf on their Free-Gifts. By this, 
calling the Odium of the Attempt on the King, and 
challenging the Merit of their Revocation to himfelf. 
And this is the neceffary Confequcnceof the Pride and' 
Ambition of fifch Favourites, who would monopolize the' 
Ear of the Prince, to whom they have no ^rther Re- 
gard, than as he is fubfervient to their Aims and De-* 
iigns : For if the Honour or Service of Prince or 
Gounffy was in View, they would not be foUicitious of 
excluding all others, whofe Judgment or Zeal might be 
alHflant to the common Cau^e. 

This Sort of Men are eafily diftingiiifh'd by their' 
fkwnitl^ Devices. They Make it their endeavotur to 
iUsdy and find odt fhie moft powerftsl rncKitttion of theif 
King, whether he be indined to Pleafiire; Ten- 
d;ernefl. Pity, Craelty, or Avarice ; and having g^m'd * 
a Knowledge of this, they never want the Addrefs to 
vrork and interweave it in all their Defigns, to accom- 
pHHi their o^n private Ends. And there are few who' 
ate not fodner woil by an obfeqaionB Flattery of their 
darling Inclinations, than by the honeft Pace of TrUthf 
in Contradi^ion to thofe Inclinations. Andof all Men, 
Princes are moft apt to be thus impofed upon i for as 
Ufe is a fecond Nature, and as they are often bred up 
with a Will ontbntrolled, they feem to have a fort of 
Kight to do vvhat they plcafc withoat Contradiction > 
and this makes them think thofe moft their Priends, 
tvlio are ihoft fubmiffive t6 what they have a mind to. 
Nor is it impoiSble the beft Prince (hould alwilys btf 
free from De^res- often inconfiftent with the good of 

the 
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iShc People, which a faitlifal Coanfellor is obliged to 
* oppoTe, Whereas the i^I^ Favourite adds Fire to tlte^ 
Fuel, hy perfuadiiig the Juftke and Reafonablendk -^ 
a Princess doing Whit he pkafes ; that his Will it 
the Mark of Right and Wrong ; that his Sobjefb oa|ht' 
to fafFer, rather than he want his Fleafure ; that being 
the Vicegerent of Heaven, he is not acconntablc to 
l|is Creatures for his A6tbns. . 
. Thefe are Topics too engaging to the corrupt Natuie 
OjT Man, in which Pride has fo great a Share, that he 
is eaiUy feduced to believe, that all is his Due he can 
obtain ; efpecialiy a young Prince, whofe want of Eu* 
perience, and warmth (^ filood, deny him the oaJm 
Cottfiderations necefiary for a happy Adminiihratienjof 
Government. This we £nd verified niNir&, whofe 
firft five Years, by the admirable Precepts of S^neca^ 
exceird thofe oiAuguflus; but when he gave ear eo 
fuch Flatterers as I have defcrib'd, foon fwaliow'd the 
gilded P'oifon, till he periih'd in xhe Obftinacy of iai 
own Will. 

And though there was a vaft DiftinAioa betwixt yeir< 
Roy^l Father txA that Prince^ yet he woold have 
si^de ^' more glorions Figure in Hiftory , .had not 
Oirdinal Wolftft Advice prevaiPd on bim to quit the 
AdminiAratlon to hsm,aikd to indulge all the Pkafuicft 
his high Station, and vafk Exchequer, enabled hiaa to 
enjoy. Bribed by fo fvtreet.afiait, he purfiied a Habitj- 
that betray'd him to Actions not to be jnilified. Yet -it 
may be eaiUy proved he was guilty of no Fault, hot. 
was the. natural Confequence «* l^^'s Advice, and 
upm. whjch Wolfiy himfelf, by a partiottlaff Inftasce of 
PrpYi4(^€e« derived his qwai Rujn, * ^ ' 

. It.ii^ tfue. Princes of good an4 generous DifpofidkinA' 
are not fi> ea&ly perverted tlus Way, becanfe the Fla^. 
terer has lefs Matter to work uj^on ; yet it is .certain^. 
that a. Man of ai» Judgment and Addreia may tkLm 
thp Virtues of his.Prince*to thfs publiek Detriment, i£ 
he <siB<)nGe fo &r gaia th^ Afcendant over him, aa .4qi 
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hear no otber CotiuleUor b\xt him, and his iinmedmt 
Creamres j and he i^ib much the more dangerous, as h^ 
u Mafter.of a -more eminetu Wildoniy or racber of 
CtSQDtng^ avd fonue Shew of Virtue^ to which his 
Pxince is particularly inclined; for we are apt to ima^' 
ginc.iikofe to have all ina«ner of Virtoc, who enjoy 
thofe we have an Eileem for^ As this muH be conlefsM a 
harder Talk, for thePayourm» fo it is more difficult to 
remedy j for a virtuous Temper is harder to be brought 
oiFfrom anEfteem of a beloved Virtue, than ^ yitious 
Man from his corrupt Inclinations: For there Js fuck 
Convi^Utm in Vice« .that, the naoft wicked, by Heafoa 
and Thought^ may be work'd from it ; bat all the Suf- 
fering that proceed from miilaken Virtue, fcrve only to' 
harden the Sufferer, while he thinks he undergoes them 
/bt Rigbtecufaefi faie,

termin*d by the Lofs of mj own. . ^ , 

The firft and obvious Meaning therefore of this De-^ 
finitloh of Liberty, is. That nothing (hall be charged 
Qpoii any Man as a Crime, which is not, before-hand,^ 
andjplainly, declared to be fO| by the Law to whicli 
lie has given his Confenit, either perfonally, or by hii 
Rcfrefcntative. For if a Power ht lodged ia an/ 
Kf an whomfoever to punifh me for his Diflik^ ; or^ 
which is the fame Thing, to put upon what I have done' 
a criminal Meaning which poliiblv was not intended, or 
is not made criminal by the Words of the Law to which. 
I have coniented, I am no more a free Man ; fiace I 
iiave not confented to make what I have done criminally 
and, probably, am undone, only becauie I did no( 
thii^ it was criminal. This was a Law ix fojl fa8$ 
iK^ith a vengeance, if ever there can be fuch a Law vA 
the World. 

But'a Man may confent tacitly^ as well as expnjly %^ 
^at is, he may, by a conftant Submiifion to a Doorinet 
ajgree to regulate his Behaviour by it. And this I ap« 
prehend to be the original Obligation of the Cwtmm 
X«w, and the only one confiftent with this, or any ^ 
tl^r Dennition of Liberty, Here, indeed a great dea) of 
Caution muftbeotTferved^ fince our fubmitting in fliii 
Way ^n be proved only by Pk^cedents. For to ima- 
gine that' eveiy Cafe may be quoted to prove this coi^

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fenc, would be to fuppofe^ either^ [Th^ thpe .had.iiexi^ 
been fuch a Thing as an iniquitous S^i^xtpk^ ; .pfi tnajt 
the Wickcdnefs of a Judge, "in any.

Think it is generally xbfervedi that we 
have in this Country a great many Law»^ 
for punifliing Crimes, and few or none 
which are calculated to improve our Mo^ 
rals ; fo that oiv People, by a repeated Im- 
punity to their Faults, are allured in the moll criminal 
Exceflcs, Nsmo repent e ft turfijpmus is fo vulgar a 

Truth, 
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Tratli, that almoft every other Nation Has endeavourM 
tp pbitruft-the Growth of Vice, bycbrreding the ear- 
.lieft Appearance of it. And if we are to judge of the 
,Klerit ^f their feveral Legiflatoxs by their Penetration 
-in tkis Particular, we ftiail find that fome of our Nor- 
thern Sages are no Ways inferior to the moft celebrated 
law-givefs of Antiquity. 

1 have always admired the Sagacity of the Nort^ Bri* 
tMSy in their Law againll Leafing- makings by which 
they underftood mifreprefenting the whole People, or 
any one Subjedl, to the Kirg : or the King to the Peo- 
ple. And thefe were feparate Crimes; for they did 
not imagine that any Man could at the fame Time be 
guilty- of both. Neither do I find any Inftancc of 
this kind in their Hiftory, before the Union. 

We have nothing among our Laws fo well contriv- 
ed to prevent a Breach between a King and his Peo- 
ple. Thi$ Uys the Axe to the Root of all Treafon, 
and by puniihing it in one fecures thoufands from the 
Slander of it. But then it bears fo very hard upon 
that Sheet- Anchor H^t Cotkrt-Whifper, riiat I have 
often wonderM how the Minivers in that Country 
could carry on Bufinefs with it. For although Lea- 
dng-making be the Source of all Treafon, it is ffc* 
quently the Foundation of a Minifter*s Authority : 
Since no Prince will place abfolnte Confidence in one 
Man, until he is brought to believe, that he can no 
longer confide in his People. 

- i confefe, our Neighbours muft; have htd a very 
mean Opinion of the Underilanding of any of their 
Princes whom they fuppofed weak enough to be miilsd 
by fo grofs a Calumny, when the Means of difcover- 
ing the Abufe were fo obvious. Was the People rc- 
prefented to the King as refufing to fuppl)r his Necef- 
iities, or fupport his Government?— —Let him compare 
his Revenue with that of the moft frugal of his Ancef- 
* tors.-^Let him weigh the burdens accumulated upon 
' his People, with wiiat they had at any Time fubmitsed 

te.

. to» ii^ tbe like Circnmftances.-^— Let him balance the 
AcooHftt with the Advantages which they purchafed 
by Aipporting his Govemsient, and conmle in their' 
^ubmilTion to his Power, as long as he incroach'd not 
upon their Privileges. 

; Now as we cannot fuppofe, that a Prince of any to- 
lerable Degree of Underftanding wottld omit thefe 
IiC<{aii'ie6; ' or would err in giving the proper Anfwers 
t» them ; neither can I think it very dtmculc for a 
People to fee thro* the Cobweb Artifices of a Mi* 
nifter attenipting to fcreen himfelf ft the Expence of 
htt MaAer*s Character. As Kingdon^s are no more 
than a Coalition of feparate Families, fo the Oi&ce of 
a Kipg y only an Extenfion of the Doty cf the Mafter 
of a Family : The People therefore have an obvious 
BctAe io Jnemove any evil Impreflion of his Condu€i in 
the one Chara^ler* by examining his Behaviour in the 
other. 

But llotw^hftandlQg this, as we fiiall find, if we^ 
Mc into HHlery. that feveral Princes have been fuch 
as it«vouI4 have been an AfWmt to fappoie they ccmld 
he* ^md thftt Lea^i^maki/^ always attacks thdle from 
whom the Priace oin exped Sincerity and the People 
I>elivseraiKe, I cannoc help thinking that a Law to pu* 
%ySk h would be attended with many good Con^qiien-^ 
ces in nwil Countries.— —^Some of our own Kings iiave 
with thek Cijpwn^, W*^ ^^i" the Power thus obtained 
by their Miniftcrs. If we confider the Troubles of 
Kiog Omelet the Firfi^ it is pofiibly, the only Way left 
9f'4^ii|g Jtf&ice to both Parties, to afqribe many of his 
Misforc«6es to this Cauie. They arofe from the Af- 
ftAioBS ^ the King being alienated from his People, 
and they wet« compleated by thoTe of the People be<- 
ing ftfienated fr^n' the King. TJie Difcontems during 
thelntiier part of iiia: Son's Reign, and the ruin of the 
'&%x\ Oi Clat^tlM, that Friend to Liberty, though « 
&f iniiler, flowM fr oq^i the fa^ie Source : The ICing be- 
ing made tp .bdlim eh^ his Miufter had betrayed him 
•'*■'- - .' * " i^ 
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i'il liot betraying his Country f and tki» Principle kid 
no very good Foundation for the Peace of the ie& of 
his Reign. 

But if we go To far back as the Reign of PJbj£fi a&d 

Mary, we {hall find this Artifice become the Politicks 

of thj8 Court, under a Princefs wh^ began her Reign 

with deceiving her People, and a Mindtter who mads 

his Fortune by mifre^^i^nting hiis UivaL And to. 

thefe Politrckft we owe that the moil pofmlar Monarch 

who ever £ird the Bti^ Throne came from a Pnioit 

to the Crown. We cannot indeed Aippofe that ahm 

Princess Condnifl afforded no Pretence fia her £at« 

mies ;- bat it is not eafy to point out the imprwleKtFairt 

of ic. Her long Sabmifficm to th« QjMen has • beta 

blamed as too fervile, as what gave the Pe6|4e a notoui 

Opinion of her Underdanding, and what encoiiraged 

die Infolence of theMniifters: B«l I h«ve. net wkli 

no* Hiih)naiT of any Credit who charged her imh Ua<« 

diitifulnefs to her Sifter r*-^he wa^ neit H^r 00 the 

Crown, and that was enough- to exclude her frcaatfae 

Queen's Ear : And when her being thought ionMseiit 

came once to depend upon the Favour ite^s Incercft t» re^ 

prefent her fo i that Freedom which proceeds^ firea c 

Confcioufnefs of Innocence would be the £?kien9e m

And here I canoiot heljp 

observing, that the Deputation of the Coiuicii whfck 

Was fent to the Princefs, under Coloar of reconcilkw 

Matters, feems to have been a contrivance of Gardimt^ 

CO forprife her into fome fuch Indifcretion'. But if A« 

gave him na Advantage of thia Kiadt k would- btf 

cerm^d Difaileajon to theQoeea t^diAvulttbofewhd 

were 
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w«fe hired to betray her; toconverfe with others, jptr- 
tkttlarly the Earl of De<vonJhin€, would be a^ually Con- 
fpimcy ; and to move from the place of her R^fidence 
anOye*t»A£l of Treafon: Her Miltakes would be ag- 
pavated into Crhnesy and her OmiiTions magniiied 
into deliberate Indignities* The HiiLory of this Prin- 
cess is indeed the itronged Indance, that there is no 
8ecarity againft the Stiletto of a Leafing- making Mi* 
niiler. Her dutiful Behaviour at the beginning of the 
Queea*8 Reign, the Tendernefs of Female Gratitude, 
and the natural AiFedlon of a Sifler, were all too 
weak to withftand the fligfatell Sufpicion. She was 
Jtttrried from her Pajjice to a Prifon. when the State of 
her Health threatened the moil fatal Confequences : 
And that upon an Evidence which carried with Jt 
Arong Marks of Miniflerial Subornatipn ; A Proceed- 
ii^ fo extremely, barbarous, that the vulgar Notion, 
cf Women who diveH themfelves of their natural Sofc- 
nds being more inhuman in their Exceffes than Men, 
even fuppofing it to be true, can be no Excafe to the. 
Minivers. That the Qyeen . could ever bring herfelf 
to think of putting her Sifler to death, muil raife Hor- 
ror in every Breait. And it could be the Effed of nO' 
thing but the Averiion to her Siller, with which we may^ 
very well fuppofe her bred up, and which we have 
better Keafon to fuppofe wa$ cultivated by the Mini- 
Her, to confirm his, own Schemes at the Expenceof the 
Royal Family. For had not the particular Circum- 
fiances of her Education Hiiied that natural Love for 
thofe of the fame Family, which is more remarkable 
in the Female Sex, as it qualifies them for the Puties 
ef a Mother, we cannot fuppofe that her Jealoufy, 
however inflamed by. the alLabufing Pafiion of her 
Miiiifler, could have hurried her into fo unnatural a! 
Rage. That fhe remained infenfible to the Letters, 
full >of the tenderefl SubmiiHon, which her Sifler wrote 
to her from the Tower ^ might be owing to her own 
Infincerity i wtich, beins; her favpurite Refinement 

. in 
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ift'Ptlfticksy led her to girt «ilo more Credit eo the 
PrDf^ffions of others, than ihe was confcioas waeiobe 
given to her own. And this Cheat, fb much beiow4he 
-meftneft Shop-teeper, that no body, who was not^nti^ 
mately acqu^imed with the Queen^s Cham^br, eoald 
fuppo^e her gtiiity cf rt, contributed, perhaps, mdfe 
than King PJbtlip's Policy, to the Prdfervation of her 
Sifter's Life : Since (he could tmft the Execution of her 
Murder to tiotti*, when Ihe ftifpcd^ed the Profeflions 
of all Who offered to undertake it. We cannot be 
furprifed however, that a Woman of fo weak an Un- 
dcrftand^ng is the Queen flioold expoie her Folly, by 
that ridiculous Attempt in the Hoafe of Commons, to 
alter the SuccelTion of the Crown, and (et afide the 
•Princefs, even after the Death of the grand Corrup- 
ter, to Whom th^t AfF^mbly had fold their Religion 
and their Liberty ; but we may jullly wonder what 
could animate her Minifter tofuch Extremities againft 
the Princfefs, whofe Title to the Crown hemuft know 
the Nation Would fupport, from what had happened in 
the Cafe of the Queen, And indeed it might embarafe 
us extremely, to account for a Conduct of this kind in 
any of thofe Men whom Queen Elizabeth afterwards 
employ*d ; but in a Minider whofe Skill was confined 
to the corrupting a Parliament, the TraMck of 'Bifiiop* 
ricks, and the afTaiTmating Whifper of a Qofet, we 
mud expe A the meanell Imtives as weH as the meanefl 
Arts of Government. His Refcntment therefore, that 
the Princefs (hould be fufpe^ted of daring to difapprovfc 
thoie Schemes which he idolifed as the bright Efful- 
gence of his own Goi-Hke Genius, was more thaa^ 
enough to harry him into the wildeii Extravagancies. 

If thefe have been the Cohfequences of this Crime 
>n our own Country, it has not been lefs fatal in others^ 
InSivedeft, one of the Articles a:gainil Baron Gcerfz 
was, his alienating the Afie^lions of the King from his 
People,— Having, by a crafty Sejries of Artifices, got 
the ftile Foileflion of the Kii^^s Ear/ he flattered him 

Cc in 
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hi his Vanity, that the greateft Powers in Europe tn^ 
Mibmit CO his Heroic Valour; he perfwaded him, that 
the Poverty of his People was only an Un^j^'iUingnefs 
to truil him ; that the Reprefentation of their Grie- 
vances was the Infolence of Fadicn, and that the Ad* 
vice of his bcft Subjedls was their Jealoufy of his MJ- 
nider. And he artfully infmiiated, that his MajeHy's 
SuccefTes were the Effefl of his Minifler's Skill; th&t 
he owed the continuance of his Power over a difaf- 
feded People to his Management; and, in fhort, that 
lie was King of a Nation of Villains, and that his Mi- 
niiler was the only Man of Integrity within his Do^ 
minions. By thefe means he fleeced the People to fup- 
port the King's Follies; kept the King in want, by 
mifapplying the Money; and concealM his Iniquity by 
the Excefs of his Power. For that AfFedlion to thp 
King, which was hot to be found any where among 
the Qnvsdes, was difFufed thro' all the Branches of 
the MiniHer^s Family ; and k happened very luckily 
. that they were fitted, at the fame Time, for every 
Employment which their Avarice prompted them to 
-pofleft. But it was happy, indeed, for the King, that 
their Genius afpired no higher in th^ military Way 
than to cabbage a Share from the allowance of his 
Army I otherwife, he might have loft his Crown by the 
&me Skill that he had loS the Affections of his Pepple* 
Thusy by Leafing-makingt this Miniiler obtamed, 
eAablifhed, and prolonged his Ppwer to the King^s 
Death, and then fell a Sacrifice to the Manes of 4 
Mailer whom he had abufed, and to the Rage of % 
beggajr'd and exafperated People, when bis, Blood was 
not'fttffident to cement the Ruins of their ihatteret} 
Conititotion, and when he had UU them no other Sup* 
port t^ their Lib^rry, but hi» having deprived them of 
the messa$ of Corruption. And it is certain, they owf 
th< Rwovery of tneir Privileges to nothing but tho 
groeroiu Pi^o&ioA of tb« n^xt SucceiTor, who pre. 

fenrd 
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fefred the quiet Government of a free People, to the 
turbulent fupporting a Defpotick Favourite. 

There are few Hillories where we do not meet with 
frequent InHances of this Nature, and we may therefore 
conclude, that the North Britifl> Minifters might prac- 
tice the &me Arts to ferve the fame Purpofes. Bat as 
few even of the greateft Statefmen can be fuppofed to 
arrive at that Pitch of Security, as to boaft of their own 
Guilt : The Legiilators in that Country might make 
ufe of the Arguments I at hrft mentioned to obtain the 
King's Confent to this Law, for punching an Artifice 
which his Minifler durft not avow, fince it could be 
pradifed only upon the weakeft Princes. Nay, it is 
not impoiUble, but as the Law made it criminal to mif- 
feprefent any one Subjeft, it might become an ufeful 
Tool in the Hands of a Minifter to deftroy thofe who 
ihould prefume to expofe his Artifices ; and the Lcgif- 
lature might be the lefs careful to provide againlt a 
Thing of this Nature, that the firft Subjedl in their 
Country was above the reach of Miniflerial Calumny. 

By, their Conftitution which was Gothick, as ours 
once was, the Prince o£ Scotland tn'pyt^ great Prero- 
gatives, and an indepct^dcpt. Revenue. As a Subjcft, 
he ihared the Privileges'and the Grievances of the Pco- 
pie ; and as Prince^ he had a right to inform the King 
of them. No MiiiiiUr could remove him from the 
King's Prefence 5 *'npr no Conuptlon induce him to 
abett the plundering a People, whofe Riches were one 
Day to conftitute his Power. As the Nation might 
therefore think themfelves fafe in the confliiutional 
Security of fuch a Subjed, they had no Reafon to fup- 
pofe that the moft fanguine Whifperer could hope to 
lucceed in an Attempt of this Nature. The Father

As. to oar prefent State, youatefe&fible, that the Kfa« 
nagement of fome very complaifant Orators amonagft im 
has ruined our Affairs both -Abroad atidat Home— -It we 
neeleQ to flirourfelves in the heft Manner w» are able, 
beSdes the Difgrace that muft fall upon iis, it mnft 
have Tome terrible Confequences, conndering the pre- 
fent Difpofition of the 7hihan^ towards us, and that 
the Finances of the Pbocianszxt extremely exhaufted : 
Philips when he is difengaged from his prefeot £mer« 
prizes, may fall upon us with his whole Force. ■ » > 
I fay, if we deep upon the prefent Occaiion^ this i^ 
what will certainly happen. 

In order to put ourlelves into a State of mending 
Matters, I iball prepofe fomething which perhaps aiay 
be treated as a Paradox, by many, yet I would not 
have you ailonifli^d at it; — appoint new Magiilratea 
to infpe^l and examine the Laws, but fufFer them not 
to make any new, your Misfortune is that yoa have 
too many already ; ^abridge and repeal thofe which arc 
found a Grievance to you-<»*I own 1 diredl my £ye par* 
ticiilarly to certain Laws relating to the Theatre and 
to the Soldiery 5— —by the firft a great Deal of the 
publick Money is diffipated in fach idle Shews and 
Spectacles as only ferve to ibfcen and render our Citi- 
zens Effeminate ; and \>y the laft the flothful and cow- 
ardly Soldier who never marched again ft an Enemy ia 
cKerifhM and fupported, to the great Difct^uragement 
of the brave Soldier, who defires nothing more than. 
to do his Duty for his Ccunt/y.' 

Whtn 
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When you begin to reform thefe Abufes, and opeft 
a Way for better Counfels, yoa mxy then fearck for 
fome Orator, who may, in Form* propofe {bmetbiBg 
that by che general Voice may be agreed upon as con- 
ducing Co the Publick Good :->-And indeed Jl think yoa 
ihould exad and require it of the fame Perfons, who 
made thofe Laws which are a Burthen to yoa to rt* 
peal them t I fay, they (hould be obliged to do it, for 
it is not juil that thofe who have given fuch mortal ' 
Wounds to the Commonwealth ihoiUd enjoy any De- 
gree of your Favour. 

When by your Wifdom, this Reform of yoijr 
Laws (hall take place, you * will not foffer any one 
Man, let his Authority be never fo great, to difpenfe 
with what you have commanded, and I ought to pfit 
you in mind that every Decree will fall of itfelf, on- 
lefs you refolve to fee it put in Execution ; for if De- 
crees had the Virtoe to execute themfelves, and to makd 
the Magidrates do their Duty, you, who have conr- 
maiided the Decrees, would not fee your Affairs gro^ 
daily worfe and worfe, nor would Phi/if for fo long a 
Time have dared to multiply Infult upon JnfuTt 1 
many Years ago he would have received that Chaftife- 
aient he deferv'd. 

You have amongft you ibme Orators capable and 
worthy to advife you, and there are no People in the 
World who judge fo well of the Nature of any Co4p-> 
« fel ; and you will ad immediately as becomes you, if 
your Reafon can but get the better of your Indoience.- 
Never flatter yourfelves that you will find a more favo- 
rable Conjunfture, has not this Man plundered in our 

Territories ? If you will needs wait till he attcmptt to 

make

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make a Conqued of \vh^t he had pil]age4 befojce, yea 
muft fall into the laft Degree of Infamy. What! v^heji 
\ve have left this Philip in the quiet Poffeffion of all 
his Prey, and in a Manner f^conded hioi in all his £n- 
croachmeius upon us, mud we have no Remedy but to 
enmiire by whofe fault all this happened ? 

We are like Men that have run away from the Ene-? 
jny ip a Battle« — no Man doe« Juftice, every one lays 
^he Fault either upon his General, or his Fellow Soldier, 
but nQope blames himfelf ; whereas, if ev^ry oneth^ 
accufes another had flood firm, the Kout h^d never 
happen'd, and therd woul4 have be^n a Victory in- 
Itead of a Defeat — ^If therefo:re it fhould happen, that 
an Org tor fhould propofe fpme Advice that may not 
fee ju^g'd found or agreeable, let us not wafte the Time 
in condenming him, or in yaii^ Difputesand idle Subtil- 
ties, but let fome other Hand u|> whg may offer fomc- 
|hing better. 

It is certain, it h no cafy Matter for an Orator to hit 
upon fuch Advice as fhafl ^t the fame time b^ b^th. 
ufeful and agreeable j but ^here thefe two carnct be 
rn^de to agr€e,it is to be hoped we fhall reje£l the lafl, 
knd chufe the fjrft. 

I know very well that he who fhould give his Opi- 
Bion for leaving the ^Aon^y ajppointed for Shevirs and 
Speftacles untouched, arid propofe fome other Fund 
for a War, would do an agreeable Thing : I fee plainly, 
fuch an Advice would meet with a Difpofitipn in the 
Hearts of too many to favour it ; but I think the 
Thing is imppffible. 

I know It is eafy, for People to deceive them- 
felves, becaufe we ar? apt to believe what we like j 
fcuf I fliould look upon it to be no lefs than a 
l*rodigy, if he who had wafled his Revenues in 
frivolous, idle and unneceflary Expences, fhould hc 
aWe to fupply Expcnces that are abfolutely necefTary 
out of Funds that arc exhaufted . In fine, O Atheniam ! 
k would be no l^fs thAD M^dnefs to pxpe6t that thpfe , 

* who 
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whohad ruwi'd you by tjieir Wafte of the Pttblick 
Treafure in Time of Peace, (hould offer any Advice 
to fupport you. i a Time of War. 

Confider, therefore, vybat your prefent Situation 

demands; does it becopie a People who have any 

Pretence, to the Charafter of wife or brave, to fnffer the 
lad Indignities for feaj of going into a Wajr ? What 
will the World think, if thole who were once (o quick 
and ready to fly to ^rms^ upon the leail Menace of 
Violence on the Part of i\i^'Corinthians or MegariaMi, 
ihould fuff^r P/ji/if to run on for Years ? 
. Let ufi call, tq mind the brave and heroick Policy of 
our Forefathers j ycu have all heard the Maxims of 
the Orators of former A ges> Maxims fo much ejy:ord,buc 
Co little imitated by thofe of the prefeot Times ; how dif- 
ferent was the Conduct of Ariftidei, Niciass Pericles, 
and another Orator of the fame Name with myfelf, 
from what we have ice^n in our Days I — ^Bat the Truth 
of it iBf Declaimer$ have ftarted up inilead of Orators^ 
who only prefent themfelves to the People^ to fay fa 
fnucb money is wantinj;^ fuch 4 Tajc is necefiarv , 
fince which the IntereH of the Ccmmonwealth ha» 
been confiantly betrayM». tor little i^^ao Expedient^ 
SMtd for a mpmcntary andpecariotts Peace. 

Let u$ obferve the prmclpaj Points in which one 
.Times differ fcom.thofeof am: Fore&ther^, im resia^k'*- 
in^ of which I (hall only touch upon Fa£b th^t are no* 
^nous — I could name theTime» fuch was. the Fruga- 
lity, that in Space of fixty Years, out of the ordinary 
Revenues, ten. thoufand TsOients were faved and laid up 
in the; Publick Treafury to anfwerany Exigency -^"^ 
Ak the fajme time we exercifed a Kind 01 DominiOA 
over the Kipg ofMaceJon, erected a great NumJ^er of

^ain*d both by Sea andLandj, in which the Magiftrates 
ihemfelves were prefent, a^ h^ their A&iQn^ ttmC* 
xni^ed to Pofteri^y aGlory fupetipr taEnvy :-*-^^Sucb 
were their publick A£Uons. Now h% m examine 

what 
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what was their private as well as publick Life with** 
inJtbent itfelf. 

During their Magiftracy they fill'd the City with 
(lately Edifices, and adornM oar Temples with fuch 
rare and rich Ornaments, that-they left to Pofterity na 
room to add to their Magnificence — As to what re- 
gards their particular Condudt, they carried themfelves 
with fo much ModcHy, and adhered fo Aridly to the 
antient Simplicity of. Manners, that if any of yoa 
know the Houfes where Arlfiotle^ Miltiades, or any of 
their illuftrious Contemporaries lived, you will obferve 
na Splendor in them, to diilinguifh them from thofe of 
any ordinary Citizen j for they propofed by ferving 
the Commonwealth to aggrandife their Country, not 
to aggrandife their own Families. 
• Thus, by a faithful Attention to the true Intereft of . 
Grace, by an Exemplary Piety towards the Gods, and 
by an equal Modeity towards their Fellow Citizens, 
they raifed Athtm to a Grandeur which made it fo fii» 
mous in the World. 

Such was the State of Athens under thofe worthy 
Maeiftrates f but what ia it i^ow } How far does our 
preKnt Condition refemble what we have d'e(cribed?-«--« 
At the Time that no State in Greece pretends Co vie wltll 
us in Power, we are neither peaceable PofieiTor of our 
Own Rights, nor Arbitrators of thofe of our Neigh* 
hours — 'While we were fquandering away fifteen hus- 
dred Talents in idle and and extravagant Expences, we 
loll thofe ^tjy Allies in Time of Peace which we 
eain'd in time of War; in a word, we have created 
formidable Enemies to onrfelves, nay we have ear 
creas'd the Power of this very Philip j if this be not fo, 
kt any Man fland up and prove the contrary. 

Bat perhaps fome will fay that if all Things have gone 
ill Abroad, we are more than recompenfed by their 
profperous Situation at Home; and how will they prove 
It ? Will they bid us turn onr Eyes upon thde Dc- 
daimers, to behold the Monuments they baverais'd^^ 

theit 
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their Magiftracy ? Why foaie of them indeed have 
pafs'd from the lowed Mifery, to thehighcft Opulence; 
lome have built Ifoufes whofe Grandeur makes the 
Publick Edifices look poor, and for Expence and Or- 
nament infult the very Temples of the Gods ; and it 
maft be own*d, that as the Commonwealth has funjc 
into Poverty, they in proportion have rifen to Wealth, 

To what (hall we attribute this total Subverfion of 
Ae Order of Things? The People formerly had Cou- 
rage, ami did in their own Perfons perform the Mili- 
tary Functions ;. they alfo kept their Magiftra'tes in 
Bependance, ' and in a Sovereign Manner, difpofed of 
all their own Favours themfelves ; and the greatcft Ci- 
tizen thought himfelf happy in receiving Benefits, Ho- 
nours, or Employments from the Hands jof the People : 
But now on the contrary, the Magi Urate 'takes upon 
him to difpofe of every Thing, they exercife a defpoticfc 
flower over what belongs to you, while you, poor 
People, ^ntrvat&i and dilpirited, either by Taxes or 
Alliances, ad only the Parts of Servants to them, and 
are of no Confequence but as to your Number ; content 
with your Lot, if your Magiftrates do hot cut off the 
two * miferabic Ohles allow'd to carry you to the 
Theatre, or retrench that vile Feafting with which they 
are pleafed to regale you upon certain Feftivals ; and 
to crown al] your Bafenefs, you dignify with Titles 
thofe very Men who keep you Priioners within your 
own Walls, and manage you for Servitude. 

According to my Opmion, thofethat give themfelves 
op to frivolous and mean Amufements, are altogether 
uncapable of generous and noble Sentiments -, for it is 
of abfolute Neceffity, that the Sentiments of a Man 
Siould arife from his Inclinations, and participate of 
tlieir Chara^r.

9»i of iht Pfilick Trefifmn % befvn that Qn^nanctt ib$ 
g0if^ infQ tht Tbeatn-nuoi two Oboles.

To the Author of Co mm on Sense. 

SIR, 

Have often thought, that few People havft 
a clear and diftindk Notion of Tyranny ; 
and have as often lamented, that a Cala- 
mity, To much felt, fhould be fo little un« 

_ derllood. It feems ftrange, that People 

ihottld not be fenfible of OpprefTion, even when it lies 
heavy apon them. TJiat they may not be willing to 
rifque much in attempting a Recovery of their Privi- 
leges, is very conceivable : Yet fo amazing to imagine* 
that any Man can be fo heavily loaded as hardly to be 
able to llir, and yet not know he has any Tning upon his 
Back. But it is not hard to prove this, no uncommon 
Cafe; and therefore I (hall endeavour to lay down fome 
Rules, Vy which thefe infenfible' Creatures may per- 
ceive, when their Governour& are not Tyrants. The 
bed Definition of Tyranny, that I have met with, ta 
Mr. Lodis, tho** I think it is not compleat. ** Tyran* 
•* ny is the Excrcife of Power beyond Right." I wpuld 
ratheir fay, 'tis the Exercife of Power without Rights to 
the prejudice of fome Perfon : Becaufe a Power may be 
ufed withoat Right, and yet to the benefit of him on 
whom 'tis exercised, and confequently not tyrannical* 
But if this Dffinition of Tyranny be not exsuEt, his fol- 
lowing Remarks have judicioufly and fully defcribM it. 
Where Law "ends (fays he) Ty»nny begins j if the 
** Law b^ tranfgrefs'd to another's mrm." 'Tis a 

D d miftake^ 
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nurtakf , he fays, to think this Fauh is proper crnly to 
IV'Ionarchies. Other Forms of Government are Jiab^ to 
it, as well as that ; for wherever the Power^ thw if put 
in any Hands for the Government of the People^ and- 
thc Prefervation of their Properties, is applied to other 
Ends, and mjjde ufe oftoimpoverifli,harrafs, or fubdue 
them, to the arbitrary and irregular Commands of tho& 
that have it, then it becomes Tyranny, whether it be 
in the Hands of one or many. 

If thefc Obfervations are trae, as, furely,. they are, 
then not only the Perfon Who has the fupreme power 
in every State may be tyrannical, but every other in- 
feriour Magillrate.— — A Monarchy, whether defpo- 
tick or limited, may poifibly be as little liable to .Ty- 
ranny as a Republick, and a Conftable, perhaps, < may 

ntH be lefs likely to be a Tyrant than a Sultan. The 

Effence of Tyranny confilts plainly in an illegal, a 
partial, a rapacious Adminidration in the ufe of Au- 
thority by any Magiftratc, be he Supreme or Inferiour, 
not for the good of the Pectple, for which puFpdfe iie is 
•mrufted with it, but to gratify hisAvai'ice, Ambition, 
or fome irregular Paflion. 

It follows too from thefe Obfervations, that a Peo- 
ple may be opprefs'd.-and ytt the Prince be fcarce pro- 
perly denominated a Tyrant. He may be given «p to 
Fleafure, he may have an Averfion to Bufmefs.or from 
a Lownefs of Underftanding not to be capable of it: 
But if fuch an indolent and unapt Prince Ihould con- 
nive at the licentious Cruelty of^his wicked Minifter?, 
the Soferings of the People may be as great asthofe of 
the Romans under Nero. It may be obferv'd further. 
Sir, that there are degrees of Tyranny : And that there 
may be fome Alleviations even" of the worft forts; of it. 
At lalV', Sir, 1 fhould think my felf lefs unhappy to be 
born under a Tyranny e^ablifhM for fomejliyenerationf • 
than under a Free- Government, and yet to live t» fee 
the lo^ ofthat incflimable Liberty, to which I was en- 
titled when I came into the World. Further yett Sir, ' 

if 
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if it were my unhappy State to be a Slave, it would ilill 
be fome Confolation to me to be domineei'd over by 
wife^ tho* wijcked Men : For, furely, Sir, it niuft add 
great Weight to the Chains of any thinking S]ave> to 
End himfeJf opprefs'd by contemptible Maftersr: whofe 
Vices and IniufHciency might be fo confpicttous, and (o 
generally acknowledged, that their moll abandon'd Pa* 
f afites might confel^, they owed their Preferment not to 
their own Merit, but their AfTurance; not to their owa 
Abilities, but 10 the Weakncfs of others. lam. Sir, &c.

Does not the Chara^r of Metius giveyou aninfight,' 
Sir, irito the miferable Situation of a £rft Minilter f" 
The State of Tantalus is full as eligible. He is in per- 
petual Expe6lation, and perpetuafFear of Death. He 
is accountable here to his Mafter, and hereafter to his 
Maker. But then he may fhake off the Dread of ano* 
ther World, by a total Di/belief of God, and all his 
Attributes : As he lives, ib he mud die, like a Dog 
flung out on the nextDanghil ; a rotten Carcafs, the 
true Emblem of his rotten Mind. 

Few, very few are the Examples of Men who have 
tarried themfelves with equal Uprightnefs to their 
King, and to their Country.

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Throne, and gives up Confcieiice to Ambition, Inte- 
grity to Avarice, and Sincerity to falfe Pride. 

On the whole#. I think a private, fo much preferable^ 
to a publick.

He had been tbeintimaie Companion of Nerva for 
many Years, and when ti)e Senate went to coDgratolate 
their new Lofd on his AcceiSon to the Empire, Anto^ 
nius accompanied them, and, in a- familiar manner^ 
fpoke thus to hii dignified Friend:

** and the Happinefs of all the Provinces of the Em* 
** pi re, upon your Advancement, but I cannot congra-

Athenians^ 

HO' in every one of yoar Affemblics 
yoa hear a great deal of the Vio« 
lences which Philip has committed a«- 
gainft you ever fmce the lad Peace^ and 
tfco' all the World calls out upon yoa 
to repel by force the Affronts you daily fuiFea 
from him ; yet I fee all Things reduced to fuch 
a ^0> that I am almoft afraid.to tell you a Truths 
which is but too well known to all the World except 
jour felves; which is, that if your Orators had enter'd 
jnto a Confpiracy jointly with you» they to propofc,^ 
and you to follow no Advice but what you were furo 
mud tend to ruin the Commonwealth^ your Affairs 
could not have been in a.worfe Condition than they are^ 
•—-many Clrcumftances have co-operated to produce 
this Diforder, for one or two falfe Steps cou'd not have 
done it. — You have been governed by certain tempori- 
2iing Orators, the utmoft Extent of whofc Capacity 
was to put off" the evil Day, who gave themfelves no 
pain^about what was to come, and who Hatcer'd them«» 
felves, that, after their Example, you wou*d think no 
more of it than they did 5 while others of them were ve- 
Jtemently esf»ploy*d in throwing out Calumnies and 

Acculaiions 
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Accu&tions againft tbofe who difapprovM their Con* 
dttd, in order to engage your Attention, and take you 
ofF from thinkitig of other Matters, whiUFhiiif •ail 
this while went on without controuL 

If I open fome Things to you, which it is of confe* 
<]«ence to you to know, I hope you will not conceive 
any Difpleafure againft me.— —Remember, that cvfery 
Man who breathes the Athenian Air ihouid have frae 
Liberty of Speech .-^Strangers, and even Slaves pablifh- 
their Opinions in this City upon all points whatioever 1 
Servants talk with more Liberty at Jtbens than Citi- 
zens in other Republicks.-— There is but one Aflembly 
where this Freedom has been retrenched, and from 
thence pcpceed all your Misfortunes ; you have been 
luird into a kind of Lethargy . by certain fialfe Oja- 
tcH'Sy whofe only Study was to difguife and conceal the 
State of your Affairs, while tvexy thing was going to 
wreck. If you arc flill in the fame indolent iMfpofi- 
tion^ I may as well hold my tongue; but if your 
Ears are open to 3^ur Intereil, I am ready to fpeak. 

What I ihiUi fir& advance may appear ijacredibley 
yet it Is true, ai)d that is^ that I do not look upon 
your A5airs as quite irreparable-; obferve how I ex- 
plain it. If you had been reduced by the fuperior 
Power, or more prevailing Fortune of Philips I own 
there could be little hope left; but as all your Dif* 
treiTes have proceeded from Indolence, from PufiQani-^ 
ttity* and from a long Series of bad Meafures, I do 
not deipair but Things may mend, if better Counfela 
fhottld be embraced.— -You have not been conquerM* 
Atbmiansy for you have not fo much as lifted up a 
Hardin yonriown Defence, and yet, even while I am 
fpeaking, Fhilif is violating the Peace }ie made with 
you. 

I know there are fome Orators amongft yov^ 
fo bafe and cowardly in their Politicks, that 
when any Man propofes a Method for bringing 
Fbilif to rcafon, they think to ftop his Mouth, 

by 
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by telling you that fuch Men arc for engaging. 

the Commonwealth in a War. Obferve what 1 fay to '. 

thofc Men, that whenever the RepubKck has the AI* • 
ternative of Peace or War in its own Choice, I (hall' 
give the preference to Pca?ce, provided it be an honour- 
able Peace ; ^but I cannot confent to implore and fue 

ta Phiiip, Year after Year for Peace, while he is go- 
ing on all that while committing Outrages againft us; 
no, let us immediately take "up Arms, repel Violence, 
by Violence, and when we have repaired our Lofles 
and recovered our Honour, if Fhilip will ofF«r any Con- 
ditions towards an alTared^ a laAing, and ah honoura-' 
ble Peace with all my heart, I will ^nd up in this 
place, ahd fpeak for it. 

You have fuffer'd enongh already by thefe coward* 
ly Counfels,— What is it thefe Declaitners mean by fa 
much extolling the Bleifings of Peace, and telling you • 
of your Happmefs in enjoying Tranquility, while other 

States fuiFer the.Mlferies of War? Does it not look 

like mocking you? -The raoft they can pretend is, 

that we have had half a Peace; for it wx& be own^d, 
we have been at peace with Philip, all the while that 
Phtlip has been at war with us \ but if we are never to 
repel the Hoftilities he commits, till he fhall by his 
Heralds have made a Declaration of War againU iis is 
Form, we mud be the weakeft. People that ever yet 
had the name of a Commonwealth. 
' Is there any Indignity with which helias not treated- 
as ? Certamly when he utterM that haughty Speech in' 
theprefence of many AmbafTadors — / knonxj how fd li^t. 
in peace ivith thofe that hionv honv to abey me, he gave us 
to underftand what we mull exped from him, and his 
ilflions have anfwer'd his Words. 

What is the meaning thkt the Athenians, whichiil. 
former Times held their Liberty fo dear, Ihould n^w 

fteni to embrace Servitude ? 1 will tell you the rea* 

fOn, becaufe there reign*d a certain Spirit in thofe 
Days in ifhe inijids of our People, which is found no 

niorcj. 
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more $ it was this Spirit that got the better of the 
Wealth oiPerfia'f and preferv'd the Liberty of Greeu: 
but which> being now almoliextinguiihM) has brought 
Ruin upon 6\jlx AfFairs* and may in all probability be 
the caufe of the Subverfion of the Conftitution of 

Greece. You will afk. what kind of Spirit this was ? 

It was nothing far-fetoh'd or refined, it was only a ge- 
nerous Contempt, and a virtuous Hatred againfi ^vtxy 
bafe Man who had fo much as given caufe of Sufpi- 
cion of being corrupted . ■ j i In thofe days, to receive 
Gratifications, or Prefents for any thing wherein the 
Publick wasconcernM, was a capital Crime,, and who- 
ever was convicted of it, fuiFer'd the mod. grievous Pu* 
nifhments ; there was no Pardon, no Favour for fuch 
Traytors. . . 

In thofe Days, your Orators and your Generals did 
their Duty, and never let Hip a favourable occafion of 
humbling thofe who offef d to infulc yoa.—No Man 
could be fupjported agaiAft the publick Hatred, and the 
fafety of this or that.Dedaimer, or falfe Orator, was 
not bought with the publick Money; in fine, none of 
thofe Things were bought and fold by which Repub- 
licks are deftroy'd.— But now all Things of this nature 
are fold as in a publick Market, by which fo many 
luxurious Cudonu, big with Ruin and Deilrudlion, 
are introduced. — Now no man looks with DeteHatioQ 
iipon the falfe Citizen who is influenced by Salary, yott 
Uugh when he has the Impudence to brag of his Cl-ime ; 
and when fome Plunderer is profecuted and convidled, 
you even pardon him ; and the virtuous Citizen who 
(hew^ an Indignation againft thefe Enormities, is caird, 
a whimfical Man. In fine, you are giving into aU 
tlKric Vices which are the conflant Companions of Cor- 
ruption and Venality. 

What does it avail that we. have Revenues, and 
Troops, and Gallies, and all the Stores and Imple- 
ments of War. Every Thing that conftitutes the 
Strength of i State^ in as great Abundance as in any 

former 
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former Times, yoafee allthefe Thlngrhecome deleft 
to the Republick in the Hands of meroenajr/ Men.. 

Whtt I have laid before y^iH you mull have feen! 
with your own Eyes i and that our Ancefiors had other 
Manners and other Sentiments* I rei^r you to that In* 
icription engraved upon a Pillar of Brafs, which is to 
this day fbinding in the Citaclel, and was ei:e£ted there 
. by the order of the Magiflrates, not for their own 
Inftrudlion (tor they wanted no Lei&ns to exhort 
them to their Doty) but* for yours, and that their Pof- 
terity might always have before their Byes an Example 
of the Honour and Integrity of their Forefathers,—* 
the Infcription is to this EfFe^.— M«y ArthmiuB ^^*Ze^ 
liai^ rettaed infamQuiy and an Enemy to the Athenians f 
may he he refuted infatMus^ he and all his Race fir ever^ 
«>«— And the Caufe of this CondemDation is explained 
belowy it is for having bi:ought Median Gold into Pehh- 
fonfia to corrupt* 

Now, in the name of all the Gods, enter a littk 
into your felves, and confider, with what Wirdom at 
welt as Dignity the Athenians governM themfelves ia 
thofe Days.-— rHere a Subject of the King oi Perjia^ 
who, by the Command of his Mader, hai only attempt* 
ed to bribe fome amongft the Allies of the Athenians, 
is declared for ever infamous-«^what wou'd they have 
done if an Athenian had endeavoured to corrupt an A* 
ihenian ? You wilt afk, perhaps, how It could hurt a 
Strangert to have fuch a Sentence pronounced againll 
him in Athtns ? I will tell you then4r--it was, that 
kaving been proclaimM infamous, and an Enemy at A" 
tbensj it was not lawful for any Athenian to kill hin^, 
the fame as in alt other capital Cafes. 

Our Laws declare, that in aH Caf^s where we can*^ 
not judicially proceed againlt the Eiitmy of oui^Cban-* 
try, a Price ihould b& fet upon his Head, that the 
Traytor may die, and by which, he who fliAll lend 
his Hand to revenge the Injuries dene ft liis Cmnxxf 
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babfolved and pardoned, before it be put in Eacecuti* 

cm. If your Anceftors had not looked with the ut- 

moft Detefktion upon this Crime, they wottld not , 
have troubled their Heads about a Stranger's corrupt- 
ing a few Mercenaries in' Pe/opdne/us ; but they would 
not omit any Opportunity of exprefling their Refent- 
i£&ai agamil it, thoujgh in tiiePeWon bfa Stranger j' andj 
tier?forc they profcribed him^ and erected a Hilar 
which at once commemorates his In&my and their 
Honour. 

I will riot take yJ)on nie to aflure you, that the re- 
ducing P hi/if will, without any Thing elfe, reftonc . 

atl your Afmirs ; no ; you muft purfue, with 

Juftice, thofe falfe Orators who a£l as if they received 
Wages from him ; nay, I aril perfuaded, you will 
never be able to conquer your Enemies Abroad, tilt 
you have ovcfrcome your Enemies at Home ; yet I call 
Jv^iter and ^llo to Witnefs, that I believe you will 

not do it. ; — I don't know by what 'Name to calf 

your Cbndudt ; but it looks to me as if fome evil 
Dsemon, an Enemy to Athens ^ had pofS^fTed and go- 
verned your Minds, for you have not only the Folly 
to bear thefe Mercenaries, many of which do not blulh' 

to own themfelves fuch, 1 fay, thefe Men do not 

only find Safety now in Athens,^ but they influence, 
direfl and govern in all Things. 

As to your prefent Condudl with Refpeift to Philips 
it has amazed all the World, to think tliat you fhould 
carry on a War not long fmce againft 5^^;-/^, in Alli- 
ance with ^hehes and Corinth^ and bear almoft the whole 
Expence, tho' you were not principally concerned, 
and now, when your Rights are mvaded and your Ho- 
nour infulted, when the Quarrel is all your own, you 
will not move a Hand in your own Defence. 

I wifli you may recover your Senfes before good 
Advice is too late, ■■ ' for as to thofe Mercenaries^ 

whofe Condud has precipitated you into thefe Dii- 
treffes, I cannot look upon them with any Temper,

Ions for the, Guts and Garb^of his Countrymen. 

I can AX preient reoolle^ none who betrays this P^* 
tiality in a greater Degi«e than ^/t/ii^, ivho^ hav- 
ing boeii bom in a Commonwealth, express the 
fceate^ Averiion &r all other Kinds oi Gov^smmtt^ : 
ie &ts Monarchy in fuch a light as amft needs raiCb 
^X|iidfg9fttion efevjpry £ru^ f^^dfar^ . who, having 
^ . . tttfted 
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laficd tlie Sweets of Kingly Gavei^funent, is able to 
contradi^ his ill grounded Aiiertions. — I was (o Uruck 
with fome of his Refi£^on$, that I thought it my 
Duty as an Engiyhman to expofe them. 

In his ihort JDedudtion of the Roman State, from 
the Foundation of it down to the Time of Catalifu^ 
Con^imcy, making mention of thfii" ChaDgeof G^- 
Ternment from M(marchical to Gonfolart l^faysj that 
at that Time they began to make greater Ufe of their 
Capacities, and then gives it for a Reafon, Nam Regi- 
bus bom qtfam malifi^BUreyfimtj^ — Was ever Afler- 
tion more impudent or unwarrantable ? For not to 
confme ouri^ves to the prefent happy Times, is there 
in HiOiory to be fboiui ope fingk InHanoe ,of any 
King being more fufpicious of good Men than of 

bad 7 1 am conyinced upon the ftri£teft Enquiry 

there could not be ps^odttced one : Fer we ore not to 
fallow every Thing that isfep^ned by Hiftorumv^ 
who, not being acquainted with the yeal Springs of 
A^ion, are very often miHaken in their Solutions of 
iktm. When we read therefore ofaCAir^tt^ir being 
banShed, or a Sir Walter Bahigb executed, we are 
fiot immediatdy to conclude, Hke iam^ of the rath 
Relators of their Stories, that their Virtue was thr 

Eeateft Caufe of their Fall, and tl^tthey would haw 
en mcnre fortunate if they Wd been lefs Honed:: 
We (hould rather kmrat the Want of Light to difco- 
vcr t^c real Caufea of their Difgrace. *-*-*— Can w* 
poCiUy imagine King Charles would be conioiting ^ 
the Baniihment of a Man, who had foemin^tiy iexired 
him as the Earl of Clarmdon had, for no Other Reaioa 
than his being a Conftraint to him in his Pleafures \ 
■Or can we fuppc^ he could be a Conflraint ?— *- Do 
Kings make fuch a Secret of their Amours as to be 
xftfraS of laving them taken Notice of by any of their 
Sufcje^ \ No, we have many Inilances to the cmitra- 
ry, and have known Kings vifit their Miftreffes more 
publickly than their Queens ; he him&lf did it dmiDg 
^ Ffz his 
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his whole Rdgn. We muft of Confeqaence then- 

iore fuppofe he had other Keafons for what he did. 

The fame may be (aid of King James in Re^uxl to 
Sir Walter Rakish j it can never he fuppofed (tho'" it 
is fhamefully aflerted in Hiiiory) that the Caufe o^ his 
Deftrudlion was his revenging the Infalts ofiSbred as 
by the Spaniards ; yet, by Uie Condu^ of fome Mini- 
flers fuice his Time» it mull be confei&d, one would 
be inclined to believe they thought that the Reafon of 
his Fall, and were refolv^ it fhould not be made a 
Precedent againft them. Doubtlefs if the Party Pam- 
phlets of thofe Times had beenpreferved, we iho^id 
fee him painted in very difierent Colours £rom what 
he now appears in i but as we are deprived of thefe 
Helps, it IS certainly moft prudent to conclude in h- 
voiir oftheKing. 

It is therefore from the fhort Life of Party Writings 
and temporary Defences that thefe Miflakes and Con- 
fudon in Hillory have been occafioned: For what can 
be a clearer Confutation ofSa/lufi^s A&rti&n, and at 
the fame Time a more evident Proof of the W^at <^ 
thefe Lights to guide the Judgment of after Times, 
than our preicnt happy Age ? No one doubts the Ho- 
nelly and Virtue of the prefent Miniftry while we have 
the Avdantage of feeine their Charaflers delineated by 
Ptrfons acquainted with them, commonly with their 
own Approbation, nay often by themfelves. Yet 
perhaps when thefe diurnal Panegyricks fhaJl be buried 
with their Patrons, as buried they muft and will be | 
when Pofterity fhall fee their AAions in the falfe Mir- 
rour of Hiftory only, drawn at a Diilance from the 
Cabinet, or ignorantly compiled from general Notions 
and Reports, who knows how miferably they may be 
mifreprefented to future Times ? What Monfters of Ava- 
rice and Corruption Tome, what pitiful Fellows others j 
while their leaft Failings may be aggravated into gro& 
Blunders, their wifeil Meafures judged of by their 
€uccefs. . ' 
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I will not trouble m^ Readers with more of the 
invidious Relle£tions which are to be met within that 
Author, nor take up more of their Time in de- 
fending any of oar KJn^s from fuch Imputations : It 
is a Pomt too clear to aomit of much Difpute!. 

But the foregoing Confideradons, and the tender 
Regard I have for the Memory of the prcfent Admi- 
niibation, have fet me ferioufly to conlider how to 
render Hiftory lefs liable to thefe Errors in Times to 
come, and not have fuchgrofs Crimes charged upon fu- 
ture Kings as that of preferring wicked to good Men. 

When I refledt how natural Detraction is to human 
Nature, and thetefbre, as well as for other Reafons, 
do not hope to have the Innocency of Kings aloiie fuf- 
£cient to lilence the Cenfure of Hiftorians ; I would 
humbly offer to the Confideration of Parliameftt the 
following Scheme, as the only fare Way to prevent 
Obloquy againft Kings and Miniilers. 

Jjct a Law be made to oblige every Lord Chamfeer- 
lain (who by Virtue of his Office will always be of Ca- 
pacity fttfHcient for fuch an Undertaking, fince the 
Pirfiamerit hath cnafted him the fole Judge of Talle in 
this Kingdom) to write the Hiitory of his own Times, 
which flmll be read once a Month at Icafl in Council, 
dnd there undergo fuch Alterations as the King and 
Privy Counfellors fhall think proper i forbidding un- 
der a fevere Penalty any other Perfon to prefjime to 
publilh any different Account whatfoever. 

I believe upon due Confideration this will be found 
to be the only fure Way to have thofe in high Stations 
well fpoke or after they are buried : Which certainly 
will redound much to the Honour of the Nation, iincc 
then it will be faid of this, which never yet could be 
faid of any other Country, that its Kings were always 
wife and its Miniilers always honeft. 

But it would be taking up a great deal of my Rea^ 
der's Time to little Purpofe, to point out" the various 
Advantages of fuch an Adt, I will mention only one

H O* I have hitherto been entirely difen- 
gag*d from all Political Affiurs, any 
otherwife, than as they are the common 
Concern of every Member of the Soci- 
ety, yet upon reading lately one of the 
Publick Papers, whofe Writers arc too 
- well known to fpeak the Senfe of thofe in Power, t 
w» fo^fhockM at the impudent Infmnations thrown oat 
againft the Liberty of the Pre&, that I thought tt higk* 
l*ime the PublicK fhould be apprized of fuch deftruc- 
dve Dodlrines, as feem now advanced with fo much 
Induflry and Deiign, and oi the E^tal Coniequences 
that niuft inevitably flow from them, if fufler'd to take 
effedl. For my own Part, as I have never had any 
Motives of Diigttft or Obligation, nor even of Parti- 
-ttlity or Prepo&ifion towards any Man, or Party of 
Men, what £ offer here proceeds purely from thinking 
the whole of Liberty engag'd in the Point in Queftion, 
and that therefore the Duty of every Honeft Man 
calls upon him to rouic; up, and contribute his Aflif- 
tance in Defence of the Common Caufe. As your 
Paper is fo univerfally read, I beg a Place in it this 
Time to communicate my Sentiments upon a Subjed 
€f fo general an Importance. 

The Liberty of the Prefs is fo effential to the Sup-

Although it be agreed by 
every Body» that all the Misfortunes of 
this Country are owing to our intefUne Divifions, yet 
I cannot learn that any fincere Attempt has been made 
to recondfe them. We are all fenfible that the Prof- 
perity of the Nation depends upon our Union, but we 
Iiave aocuftomed ourfelves fo long to attend more to 
the Names than the Caufes that diftinguini Parties, 
that any Projed for aboliihing our Fa^ions, unlefs it 
carried Coni^6tion along with it, would be treated 
with Ridicule. I have with Concern frequently turn- 
ed my Thoughts upon this Subjedl, and I cannot be 
entirely of the Opinion that a* Coalition of Parties i-s' 
impradicable. 

I fuppofe it will be granted, that the Diflindion of 
Parties without Doors arifes wholly firom the different 
Opinions efpouied by the Numbers within : No iboner 
are the Nofes there divided upon a Queflion, but the 
Word is given that divides the whole Nation : And 
the nearer the Nofes on both, Sides come to an Equali- 
ty, the more violent is the Confli£l Abroad, the whole 
Kingdom immediately reels with Party Zeal and ftron^ 
Beer; Now thisv being; the Cai^, it neceflarily fo£ 

lows, 
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lows, tlut were all the Nofes withia Dck»rs upon the 
Ikmc Side of the Quellion^ all Hands asd Hearts in

JNTofes on the Miniiler^s Side, for otherwife I am awaj^e-

The Source of our Evil being thus difcoveitd, tho 
Method of Cure is botheafy and obvious. I have 
cyamiard it with.aU the Attention J am> c gpahl e xaf^ 
and I can think of no one Objedion that will pofiibly 
he raifed againft it. All Men appear- wilU^g- to come 
to a good UnderAapdifig with oni; anoiiher^ and l^the 
fbUowing Scheme we (h^I beJeoired againft tho i>a&- 

Sr of their changing^ : ( have fom^ Bfafbn^ to be^ 
ve, that a largo Saving. wiU. acerMe by it to the Civil 
UA. And the little Trou^l^ \vhich at Ari it may colT 
the Minifler will bean^ply socompcuftd by thO'CataCD^ 
^ of his fitting eafy for ever a/ter. Bai notwithfland- 
in^ all this^ I am nu fo fond of my own Opmioiva^ tOt 
Rjed any Amendment that fhaU be offered by wjfe 
Men, provided it be equally cheap^qafyy.and ^^Wl. 
For I have always deteiled thofe Proje^s which X hs^vo 
feen publiihed mojio with a View to fet off the Wit of 
the Author, than to do Service to Mankind. Me- 
thinks. Humanly ihould hinder us from middng a 
Jeft of the Mifcry of our Fellow-Creatures.— ——To 
offer a Remedy to a fufFering Wretch only to laugh at 
the Hopes we have raifed, iavours more of fiarbanty 
than Wit. And it is greatly to be lam^ted, that fe- 
rious Men cannot apply their Studies to tho Improve- 
ment of general Knowledge without incurring the 
Ridicule of theie Pvojefiors. 

But to return to my SuLje^: Having eflaUiflied 
beyond all Po^ility of Difpiite^ that in order tp j^ 
unite our contending Parties ^t is only neceS&iy. to 
bring all the Nofes within Door; tofldei.with thoMi' 
nilkr, I fhall offer my own Thoughts, how to ciSbd it.

I 
liave indeed expected every Day that fome one or 
other would pqblifh it before me, and deprive me of 
the Honour of dt>ing fo important a Service to my 
Country. But as' it is only founded upon folid Prin* 
icqdes of Rea&n, and has nothing to recommend it 
but that it cannot fail of Succefs, our Wits have defpi&d 
a Scheme which they could not repre&nt in a ridicu- 
lous Light.

Mar(£. His Highnefs, who obfewed his Sarpnz^. 
and who, icy the Way, was a Wag, after the £rft 
Compliments ufual npon fuch Oocafions, (poke veiy

ftrts. I know an eminent Porlbrmer of this Kind;. 
who by bong nearly rdned to a flcilflil pnblickTidc- 
ler, would &n fet up for the Ba&ieis himfelf, but 
lias met with fhch repean d Diiconragenients, that be 
is reduced to the mortifying Refource of ^ell/Titilla^ 
tion, in which he connnitsihr mbSbhomd''BkatSffk, 
Were this C^notfo common^ I coaldmsdly wi0i\ 
for his fake alone^ that the ingenioos Anthor of Ona^ 
nia woald^ with his. ufual Strengdi and ^Spint, oblige 
the World widi a Supplement upon the Hetnoufiiefi 
if Sclf-Titillatron. 

Befides die Proofii above-mendoned of the Influence 
of the Ear in this Coamry, many of our mdl com- 
mon Phrafes and Expreffiims (from wbonoe the Geni^ 
us of ai^eopte may always be collefied) demoi^rate, 
that the Ear is reckoned the principal and moft pre- 
dominant Part of our whofe Mechaniiin. As ibr^b-

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l^igure. Whereas now the Variety of Re & cm ents 
upon this firft ufoal lorvention have perfcoded tii6 
youngeil, the flrongeft, juid the Joeft^ Bp» in the 
World out of their Faculty^ and coovinced dittn; that 
for the true difcerning- of Ofaje^, .tliey mnSt have Re« 
courie to feme of thdie artificial Mediums ; nay, into 
fuch Dtfrepute is the natural Sight now ^llenr, riwR we 
may obferve, while one Eye is em ployed in the GIaf$; 
the other is' carefully cov^ed witk tlwHand, or pain- 
fully ihut, not without fliocking Diftortiofis of the 
Countenance. 

It is very well known* thattheretuenotoabdv^th^ee 
or lour eminent Operators for thcfe portable orPocket-> 
Eyes, and that they engroft that whole Bufinefi. Now 
as thefe Perfons are neither People of Qoalityy wh 
«rf ahca^s ahrwfiicb infrmous mid dirtf MotPvtSy It 19 ■- 
not uiiresdfonable to foppoGe- that they nfay bo'liable id 
a pecuniary Influencej nor ce nfe qu eatly Is it iomro^ 
bable that an Adminiftration ihould think it woAh iti 
while, even at a large Expenee, to fteiire thoie'few 
that are to fee for the Bulk ol the whole Nation. T!^ 
furely deferv^s our Attention. 

It 18 mofl certain, that great Numbers of Peopl6 
already fee Objedb in a very aiffi»«nt Light from what 
they were ever feen in before by the naked and unde^ 
luded Eye, which can only be afcribed to the Miii^« 
prefentations of fome of thefe artificial Mediums, oT 
which I ihall enomemte the different Kinds that hava 
come to my Knowledge. 

The Looking-glaft, which fer many Ages was the 
Miniiler and Counfdlor of the Fair Sex, has now- 
greatly extended its Jur^i^on ; every Body knows- 
that that Glafs is back'd wkh Qgickfilver, tor hinder^ 
it from being diaphanous ; io that it flops the Behold*' 
er, and prefents him ag^n to hifl»(elfM Here his Views* 
center all in himfelf, and ^dear ^If alone is 'Chr Ob|e6l: 
of his Contemplations^ This kind of Giais I ant' 
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afii^red • is nam the mdft common of an^^;. /dTpedalljr 
zmmg People of D^in^tioh, inromudi t£at Nine m 
Ten of tiie Glai&s that weda^* iee levelled at the 
PubEck are'in reality foot diadhuiousy but ^gneeabl/. 
retiirn the Looker to hitnlelf, ivhile his Attentioa, 
feetts to be emplqred upon othi&rs. 

The refledting Tekfcope has of late gamM Ground 
conildenibly, not only ^mong the Laoied who chiefly 
\dw one another through that Medium, bat has even 
found its Way into the Cabiiietd of Princes ; in both 
wliich Caftskfuggefts Refkftions to thofe^ho be- 
fore were not apt to make many. 

The Microfcope or Magi^ing Glafs is an Engine 
of dangerous Confequence,' though much in Vogue, 
it iWeils the minuteft Object to a moft monffa-ous Size, 
heightens the Deformity, and even deforms ' the 
fieauties of Nature. When the ffneft Hair apfpears 
like a Tuee, and the fineft Pore like an Abyfs, what 
difaereeable Repreientationsr tnay it e^ibit, and what 
fetal Mi^kes may it mutually occaiion between the 
two Sexes. Nature has formed all Objefb for that 
Poiiit of Yiew in which they appear to the naked 
Eye, their Perfedion leiTens in Proportioh, as they 
leave that Point, and many a Fenus would cea(e to 
appear one, even to her Lover, were Ihe, by the 
lielp of a Microfcope, to be viewed in the ambient 
Cloud of her infenfible Perfpiration. I bar Mrs. Of- 
bom^s returning my Microfcope upon mie, flnce I leave 
her in quiet Poflefuon of the Spedlades, and even of 
the Reading Glafles, if (he can make ufe of them. 

There is another kind of Glafs now in great Uie^^ 
A\'hich is- the oblique Glafs, whofe Tube levelled in a 
flrait Line at one Object, receives another in at the 
Side, £b that the Beholder feems to be looking at one 
Perfon, while another intircly ingrofles his Attention. 
This is a notorious Engine of Treachery and Deceit,' 
and yet they fay it is for die moft part made ufe of by 
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MidUte tor ihtir ttbxOs, iad Ladles to tBeiftiuT- 

The SAcked (j]a6, thl^t dai-kefts tv&i the Lu&« 
dftkt Saii, Mtift of cOoife thtcm cheblackaft D)r6 up- 
tm afioCKer OUefb. Thi^ Choagft die iboil infernal 
laventkm of all, is far dom being un^ra^fed, and I 
IStye^'k Geiitlewi^itaaA, who, in order to keephor 
Huftend ai Homiy atd in her own PoWer, ha4 liis 
-^hote Hotife ^M with it, (b that the poor Gentle- 
ittiui (hilt Up his Door/ and neither njnem MrHid, nor 
let ahy Bdoy In, fbt* fear of converfing (as he thought) 
with lomany Devils. 

The Dangers that may ^e Day threaten our Coq- 
ftitutioh in general, as well as particular Peribns, from 
the Vaxiety of the(e mifehievous Inventions, are £>ob- 
^ous, that they hardly lieed be pointed out ; how- 
^'Sf , as ihy Countrymen cannot be too much warned 
agkinft it, I fiiaU hint at thoie that terrify mie the 
ihoft. 

Suppofe ^e ffiould ever have a fhbrt-fightcd Prince 
cipoh the nrhroiie, though otherwife, }uit, Brave an4 
Wile, who c^ anfwer for his Glais-grinder, and 
'Con(equcntly, who can tell through what Medium, 
aAd in what Light, he may view the moil important 
Olyefts ? Or who can anfwer for the Perfons that are 
to take care of his Glafles, and prefent them to him 
upon occafion ? Mayn*t they change them, and flip a 
•wrong one upon him, as tkeir Interett may require, 
dnd thus magnify, lefien, multiply, deform or black- 
en, as they think proper ? Nay, and by Means of 
the Oblique Glafs above-mentioned (hew him even one 
Objedl for another. Where would the Eye of the 
Mailer be then ? Where would be that Eye divinely 
deputed to watch over \ but fhrunk and contraded 
within the narrow Circle of a deceitful Tube. 

On the other Hand, (hould future Parliaments, by 
Arts of a deligning Minifter, with the Help of a cor- 
rupted Glafs-grinder,* have delufive and perverfive 
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(SkSe$ ffipped iipon them, what mif^t Aey 6e I Or 
what might they not fee ? No body can tell. I aot 
fiite every body ou^ht to fear th^ ^^"^'^ fffBUy be- 
koH a nttmerotts Standing Aimy in Imif of a Pmwm^ 
as asi mc^nfive mi pkaiing Oi^ed, say, us a Securi- 
ty to oar Liberties and Properties. Tb^ migbt te 
<mr j^idies incfeafe by new Debts, «Bd em* Ttada bf 
b^h Dutiesy and tbey might look apen the oom^ ' 
Siirrenderof their own Power to the Cmwn, as tbebefl 
Frote^Uon of the R^hts of the People. Shoold thk 
ever happen to be die Cafe, we may be ftie it muft 
be by die Interpofition of fome finrnge Medium* 
fisce thefe Objefts were never viewed in this Lightly^ 
the naked and unafiHed Eyes of oar Ancelbxs. - 

In this general Codideration there is a pajticalar 
tnie that a3e6b me more than all the reft, as the^Con- 
^uenceof it would be the woriL Hereisf a-Bod^ cf 
Men, who by the Wifdom and for the Happineft of 
our C(»iilitution, make a confiderable Part of out Par- 
liament I all, or at leafl mofl of thefe venersbleFer- 
A>ns, are by Jgrtat Age, long Study, or a low morti- 
fied Way oTLiving, reduced to have Recotuie to 
Glaffis. Now fiiouid their Mediums be abu&d^ and 
pditical ttanfhitive ones be flipped upon them, what 
Sc^dd would their innocent but mifguided Condnift 
bring qpon Reli^on, and what Joy would it give, 
at this Time particularly, to the Diffenters ? Si;^ as 
I am fUre no true Member of our Church can think of 
-withoat Horror. I am the more apprcheniive of this 
from ^ late Revival of an A6k that floarifhed with 
-idolatry, and diat had expired with it, I meanuie 
itaiaiog of Glafs. That Medium which throws toutte 
and various Colours upon aH Obje6b, was formerly 
&cred to our Qiurches, and coniequendy imiy, for 
aught I know, in the intended Revival of oi^r tret 
Cbaick IXfcipline, be thought a Candidate moorthy <f 
^^S^ftmc and Rueftm^ and fb a flaioed Medium be

^ To have a certain Number of PeHbns appointed to 
examine and licenfe all the Glailes that fhould be us^d 
in this Kingdom, would be lodging fo great a Trufl 
in thofe Perfons, that the Temptations to betray it

I once thought of propofms that a Committee of 
both Houfos of Parliament fhouTd be veiled with that 
Power, but I immediately laid that afide for Peafons 
which I am not obliged to 'communicate to the Pub- 
lick. 

At lafl, defpairing to find out any legal Method that 
ihould prove eitedtuai^ I rdicdv'4 tocontent myfelf with 
an earned Exhortation to all my Country-folks di 
whatfoever Rank or Sex to fee with their own Eyes, or 
not fee at alU BUndnefs being preferable tq^Error. 

See then with your own Eyes, ye Princes, though 
•weak or dim, they will flill gire you- a-.' fairer and 
.truer Reprefontation of Objeds than yoti , will ever 
have by tne Interpofition of any Medium whatfoever. 
Vour Subje£ls are placed in the proper Point of View 
for your Natural Sight, veiwing them in that Point, 
.you will fee that your Happinefs confiils in theirs, 

• your Greatnels in their Riches, and your Power in 
their Affections. i - 

See likewife with your own Eyes, ye People, and 

• rcjedl all proffer'd Mediums ; view even your Princts 
with your natural Sight ; the true Rays of Majeily 
are friendly to the weakeft Eye, or if they dazde and 
ii^rch, it '» pwing to the Interpofition of Buming- 

, GlafTcs; 
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Glafles i deftroy thpfe pernicioin Mediunu, and you'll 
be pleafed with the Signt of one another. 

In Jboit, let ihs Natural retrieve their Credit, and 
refume thor Power, we ihall then fte things as thnr 
feaDy are, which muft end in the Confufion of thoic 
whole Hopes and Interefts are founded ugoB MifrC' 
prefeatatiflns and Deceit. 
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
